•iaml  dollars;  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  may  alter  at  pleasure, 
may  e^tabiish  rules  relative  to  the  admission  of  future  members;  may  ordain, 
establish,  and  [jut  in  execution  such  by-laws  and  regulations,  not  contrary  to 
the  provisions  of  this  charter,  or  the  laws  of  this  State,  as  shall  be  ileemed 
necessary  for  the  ;;overnment  of  saiil  Corporation.

'Ine  first  meeting  of  the  S^h  iety  shall  be  hoKlen  at  the  State  House  in 
Hartford  at  surh  time  as  shall  l>e  designaietl  by  the  Honorable  John  Trumbull, 
notice  thcreot  being  previously  given  in  one  or  more  newsp.ipers  printed  in 
Hartford. 

Provided,  nevertheless,  that  this  act  of  incorporation  shall  be  subjett  to  be 
revoked  or  altered,  at  the  j)leasure  of  the  Cieneral  Assembly.

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ARTICLE  I.      MEMBERS. 

Section  i.  The  Society  shall  consist  of  active,  corresponding,  and  honorary 
members.  Only  active  members  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  any  meeting  of  the 
Society. 

Corresponding  and  honorary  members  shall  be  persons  residing  out  of  the 
State  of  Connecticut,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  admission  fee  or  dues. 

Honorary  members  shall  be  persons  who  may  have  rendered  important  public 
service  to  the  State  of  Connecticut,  or  to  the  cause  of  historic  inquiry,  or  litera- 
ture generally. 

Section  2.  Every  application  for  active  membership  shall  be  in  writing, 
signed  by  the  applicant,  shall  be  supported  by  the  written  recommendation 
of  at  least  one  active  member  residing  in  the  State  of  Connecticut,  and  shall 
be  accompanied  by  the  admission  fee  of  three  dollars.  Such  applications  must 
be  made  upon  blank  forms  furnished  by  the  Society  and  shall  contain  a  brief 
personal  sketch  of  the  applicant. 

Every  nomination  for  the  election  of  corresponding  or  honorary  members 
shall  be  based  upon  the  application,  in  writing,  of  at  least  (wo  active  members, 
residing  in  the  State  of  Connecticut,  stating  the  reason  for  such  nomination, 
and  the  qualitications  of  the  persons  proposed  for  membership. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  be  voted  for  as  an  active,  corresponding,  or 
honorary  member  until  at  least  the  meeting  next  succeeding  the  one  at  which 
his  election  is  recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Membership. 

Whenever  a  vote  shall  be  taken  on  the  admission  of  a  member  and  there 
shall  be  found  two  ballots  against  his  admission,  the  presiding  ofticer  shall 
declare  the  election  postponed.  At  the  next  regular  meeting,  if  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Committee  on  Membership  shall  be  renewed,  he  may  be 
admitted  by  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Se( "iloN  4.  Active  members  shall  pay  as  annual  dues  to  the  Society  three 
dollars  if  thev  reside  within  the  citv  of  Hartford,  and  two  dollars  if  thev  reside 
without  said  city.  Any  active  member,  not  indebted  to  the  .Society  for  dues, 
may  constitute  himself  a  life  member  by  paying  at  one  time  the  sum  of  fifty 
dollars. 

The  annual  dues  of  members  shall  be  payable  in  advance  on  the  first  day  of 
May  in  each  year.  The  payment  of  the  annual  dues  shall  constitute  a  condition 
of  membership,  and  the  nej^lcct  or  refusal  to  pay  the  same  for  the  period  of  six 
months  after  they  become  due  shall  be  deemed  a  withdrawal  from  the  Society.

Skcpion  I.  The  officers  of  the  Society,  to  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting 
by  ballot,  and  to  hold  their  ott'ices  for  one  year  anil  until  others  shall  be  chosen, 
shall  be,  a  IVe^ident.  not  exceeding  eij^ht  Vice-Presidents,  a  Recording  Sec- 
retary, a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  an  Auditor,  a  Committee  on 


Membership  to  consist  of  seven  members,  Committees  on  the  Library,  on  Pub- 
lication, and  on  Monthly  Papers,  each  to  consist  of  three  members.  Only 
active  members  resident  in  the  State  of  Connecticut  shall  be  eligible  to  office. 

The  preceding  officers  and  the  chairmen  of  the  several  committees  shall 
constitute  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Society. 

The  presiding  officer  shall  name  the  members  of  all  special  committees  or- 
dered raised  at  any  meeting. 

A  Librarian  and  Cabinet  Keeper  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, whenever  such  appointment  shall  be  deemed  advisable. 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  be  chairman  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
and  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Membership,  the  Library,  and  Publication; 
shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Standing  Committee;  and 
shall  deliver  or  provide  for  an  address  at  the  annual  meeting. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  call  all  meeting^  of  the  Society;  shall  have 
custody  of  the  files,  records,  and  seal  of  the  Society;  shall  give  notice  to  new 
members  of  their  election,  and  furnish  them  certificates  of  membership;  and 
shall  keep  an  accurate  journal  of  the  transactions  of  the  Society  and  of  the 
Standing  Committee. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  in  behalf  of 
the  Society. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  the  admission  fees,  and  report  the  names  of  the 
persons  paying  the  same  to  the  Recording  Secretary;  shall  receive  all  other 
moneys  due,  and  all  donations  or  bequests  of  money  made  to  the  Society;  shall 
pay  to  the  order  of  the  chairman  of  the  Standing  Committee  such  sums  as  may 
be  required  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  Society  and  such  as  the  Society  or 
Standing  Committee  may  otherwise  direct  to  be  paid;  shall  keep  a  true  and 
faithful  account  of  all  moneys  received  and  paid  by  him,  and  of  the  property 
and  debts  of  the  Society;  and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting,  render  an  audited 
statement  thereof. 

The  Librarian,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  the  Library,  shall 
arrange  and  have  charge  of  all  books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts,  and  other 
articles  belon^^ing  to  or  deposited  in  the  rooms  of  the  Society;  and  shall,  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  make  a  full  report  of  his  doings  as  Librarian 
during  the  past  year,  and  of  the  condition  of  the  Library. 

The  Auditor  shall,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  examine  the  books,  accounts 
and  financial  statements  of  the  Treasurer,  and  compare  the  same  with  the 
vouchers  and  securities  in  the  Treasurer's  hands  and  certify  the  result  of  such 
examination  to  the  Society. 

S^:cIH^N  3.  The  Committee  on  Meml)ership  shall  consider  all  applications 
for  meml>ership,  and  shall  report  to  the  Society  such  applications  as  said  Com- 
mittee may  approve  and  recommend  for  admission.  No  applications  for  mem- 
bership shall  be  considered  or  acted  upon  by  said  Committee  during  a  meeting 
of  the  Society. 

The  Committee  on  the  Library  shall  have  the  general  oversight  and  manage- 
ment of  the  libr.irv,  ni.inu«icripts  and  other  collections  belonging  to  or  de- 
posited with  the  N»cieiy.  Said  C'ommiliee  shall  make  purchases  for  the  library 
to  such  an  amount  as  may  l>e  approi)riated  from  time  to  time  for  the  purix)se. 

The  Committee  on  I'ub'icalion  shall  have  the  suiwrinlendence  of  all  publi- 
cations ordered  by  the  Siiciety.     They  shall,  from  lime  to  time,  report  to  the 


Society  respecting  the  selection  and  arrangement  of  such  papers,  from  the 
library  of  the  Society  or  other  sources,  as  are  most  suitable  for  publication  in 
volumes  of  the  Society's  Collections. 

The  Committee  on  Monthly  Papers  shall  provide  for  a  paper  to  be  read  at 
each  regular  meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  act  generally  in  behalf  of  the  Society,  and 
shall  Bit  all  vacancies  in  any  offices  until  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Society. 
Any  five  members  of  this  Committee  may  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transac- 
tion of  business,  and  a  notice  for  a  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  deemed  a 
notice  for  a  meeting  of  this  Committee.  Special  meetings  of  this  Committee 
may  be  called  by  the  Recording  Secretary  by  direction  of  the  President. 

ARTICLE   III.      MEETINGS. 

Section  i.  An  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  May,  at  such 
time  as  the  Standing  Committee  shall  appoint. 

A  regular  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  evening  of  each  month 
from  October  to  May  inclusive,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  direction  of  the  President, 
or,  in  his  absence,  on  the  application  of  three  active  members  to  the  Recording 
Secretary. 

Notice  of  each  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  sent  by  mail  to  each  active 
member  at  least  two  days  prior  thereto.  And  at  any  meeting,  duly  called  and 
notified,  ten  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

article  IV.    donations  and  deposits. 

All  donations  to  and  deposits  with  the  Society  shall  be  entered  in  books  kept 
for  that  purpose. 

No  donations  shall  be  exchanged  or  disposed  of  unless  the  Society  have  a 
duplicate  of  the  same. 

All  deposits  left  with  the  Society  shall  be  carefully  preserved,  and  may  at 
any  time  be  taken  away  by  the  depositor  in  person,  or  delivered  on  his  written 
order.  But  every  deposit  which  has  not  been  so  reclaimed  or  withdrawn  shall, 
after  the  decease  of  the  depositor,  be  entered  as  a  donation,  and  be  deemed  the 
property  of  the  Society;  unless,  at  the  time  of  making  the  deposit,  other  con- 
ditions shall  have  been  prescribed  by  the  depositor. 

article  v.     library. 

The  rooms,  with  all  books,  manuscripts,  pictures,  and  articles  belonging 
to  or  deposited  with  the  Society,  shall  be  under  the  immediate  charge  of  the 
Librarian,  acting  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  the  Library. 

The  library  shall  be  opened  for  the  inspection  of  the  public,  and  the 
examination  of  books  and  manuscripts,  and  transcription  therefrom,  at  such 
time,  and  on  such  conditions,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Committee  on  the 
Library;  and  no  book  or  manuscript  shall  be  taken  from  the  rooms  without  a 
special  vote  of  the  Society,  except  by  the  Committee  on  Publication. 

article  VI.     publication  fund. 

The  legacy  left  to  the  Society  by  its  late  President,  the  Hon.  Thomas  Day, 
the  avails  of  all  life  memberships,  and  all  special  donations  and  subscriptions 
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which  may  be  made  thereto,  shall  constitute  a  Publication  Fund,  the  income 
of  which  shall  be  applied,  under  the  direction  of  the  Co^nmittee  on  Publication, 
towards  the  expense  of  such  publications  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  Society. 

ARTICLE   VII.      ALTERATIONS. 

Any  alteration  of  these  by-laws  shall  be  submitted  to  a  regular  meeting,  held 
prior  to  that  on  which  the  vote  on  the  same  is  taken.

THE  ANNUAi^  REPORT  of  the  President  can  be  little  more 
than  a  general  review  of  the  work  of  the  year;  and  for 
details  it  must  refer  to  the  reports  to  be  presented  by  the 
Librarian  and  the  Treasurer.  Such  a  general  review  cannot, 
however,  be  quite  useless,  if  only  as  it  enables  us  to  see  at  a 
glance  the  results  of  what  has  been  done  in  a  twelve-month, 
and  to  estimate  the  reality  and  the  importance  of  progress 
which  has  been  made. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

We  have  this  year  added  to  our  roll  by  election  thirty-four 
active  members,  of  whom  four  reside  beyond  the  limits  of  the 
State;  one  former  member  has  become  a  life  member;  ten  ac- 
tive members  have  resigned,  and  the  names  of  a  few  others 
have  been  dropjx^d  on  account  of  practical  withdrawal;  and 
ten  active  members,  three  of  whom  were  life  members,  have 
died.  Our  roll  at  the  present  time  includes  the  names  of  two 
honorary  members,  twelve  corresponding  members,  and  four 
hundred  and  three  active  members,  of  whom  fort\'-six  are 
meml)ers  for  life.  We  ought  to  have  at  least  five  hundred 
members  making  annual  contributions  towards  the  current  ex- 
penses of  the  Society;  and  I  hojx?  that  those  who  are  members 
at  present  will  not  fail  to  take  every  reasonable  opportunity  of 
suggesting  to  others  the  privileges  of  membership. 

I  am  surprised  to  find  that  of  our  403  active  members,  there 
are  but  seven  whose  nieni]>L*rship  dates  back  beyond  thirty 
years,  and  but  two  who  were  admitted  forty  years  or  more  ago; 
our  senior  nienii)er — ad  ffnilfos  abJiiuc  afuios  vivaf  valcatqne! 
-  was  admitted  sixty-seven  years  ago,  in  April  1840.

In  February,  Mr.  H.  B.  Learned,  of  New  Haven,  favored 
us  with  a  thorough  study  of  *  *  The  Career  of  Gideon  Wells, 
1802-1878.*' 

In  March,  Judge  Arthur  Perkins  read  a  paper  on  "  Alexan- 
der Hamilton." 

In  April,  Professor  Edwin  Knox  Mitchell,  of  the  Hartford 
Theological  Seminary,  addressed  us  on  *'  Progress  in  Education 
in  the  South  since  the  War. '  * 

And  in  May,  Dr.  Allen  D.  Risteen  spoke  on  **The  Pursuit 
of  Perpetual  Motion,  historically  and  critically  considered." 

DR.  THOMAS   ROBBINS. 

Our  October  meeting  was  made  notable  by  a  special  com- 
memoration of  the  Reverend  Thomas  Robbins,  D.  D. ,  one  of 
the  founders  of  this  Society,  for  twelve  years  its  Librarian, 
and  the  most  generous  of  all  its  benefactors,  the  fiftieth  anni- 
versary of  whose  death  occurred  on  the  13th  of  September. 
The  address  by  our  Corresponding  Secretary,  Dr.  Love,  was  a 
worthy  tribute  to  the  man,  his  life  and  his  work,  and  the  me- 
morial which  he  has  left  for  himself.  Through  the  generous 
courtesy  of  the  Misses  Mary  and  Isabella  Eldridge  and  Mrs. 
Alice  Bradford  Bridgman,  grand-nieces  of  Dr.  Robbins,  the 
address  has  been  printed  in  a  handsome  pamphlet  adorned  with 
a  reproduction  of  the  portrait  which  hangs  in  our  Library; 
and  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Carl  Stoeckel  and  his  wife  Ellen 
Battell  Stoeckel,  also  a  grand-niece  of  Dr.  Robbins,  enabled  us 
to  strike  a  medal  in  memory  of  our  librarian  and  benefactor, 
copies  of- which  have  been  sent  to  corresponding  societies  and 
other  public  institutions,  while  some  have  been  put  at  the  dis- 
posal of  our  members. 

GIFTS. 

At  each  meeting  the  Librarian  has  called  attention  to  the 
valuable  gifts  which  have  been  made  to  the  Society  in  the 
course  of  the  preceding  month;  and  mention  of  those  which 
specially  pertain  to  the  library  will  be  contained  in  his  annual 
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report.  It  is  worthy  of  particular  notice  here  that,  at  the  close 
of  his  paper  read  at  our  March  meeting,  Judge  Perkins,  on 
behalf  of  Mrs.  Jacob  L.  Greene,  presented  to  the  Society  two 
pistols  which  had  been  her  husband's,  originally  the  gift  of 
General  LaFaj^ette  to  Alexander  Hamilton — a  noteworthy 
memento  of  great  men. 

I  shall  speak  presently  of  certain  very  timely  gifts  of  money 
to  the  Society  in  the  past  year.  Here  grateful  mention  may 
be  made  of  a  gift  from  one  of  our  members,  Mr.  W.  F.  J. 
Boardman;  it  consists  of  a  large  number  of  volumes  prepared 
under  his  auspices,  including  all  the  copies  of  the  **  Boardman 
Ancestry*'  and  the  *'Greenleaf  Ancestry"  which  can  be  offered 
for  sale,  and  the  remainder  of  the  editions  of  the  * 'Boardman 
Genealogy"  and  "Wethersfield  Inscriptions" — the  whole  hav- 
ing the  value  of  about  $i,8oo.  The  volumes  are  to  be  sold  by 
the  Society  at  a  fixed  price,  and  the  accruing  income  is  to  es- 
tablish a  fund,  the  interest  of  which  is  to  be  used  for  the  pur- 
chase of  "genealogies  and  town  histories,  preference  to  be 
given  to  such  works  as  may  pertain  to  families  treated  in  the 
above  Boardman  and  Greenleaf  Ancestry."  The  gift  is  fully 
appreciated,  and  will  prove  its  usefulness  in  time  to  come. 

KINANCKS    AND    FUNDS. 

The  financial  re]K)rts,  to  l)e  presented  by  our  Treasurer, 
show  a  substantial  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  Publication 
account,  which  encouraj^es  the  Society  to  proceed  in  the  work 
of  publi^hin^  the  very  valuable  material  which  it  has  at  itsdis- 
}")()sal,  and  also  a  >;eneral  account  which  exhibits  a  small 
balance  to  our  credit. 

Tw()  generous  \i,\hs  during  the  year — one  of  $400  from  our 
first  Vice-PreNident.  atid  one  of  5i<x>  from  an  anonymous 
donor  uho  at  the  same  time  \i,d\'i:  an  e(|ual  sum  as  the  nucleus 
of  a  nuw  endowment  fund — *NU]>j>lemented  by  a  like  j^enerous 
^ift  of  525  from  anotlK-r  anonymous  source,  enable  us  to  close 
the  year's  account  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  The  increase  of 
a  dollar  in  the  annual  dues  of  e.ich  member,  which  seems  to 
have  met  with  very  general  ap]>roval,  has  added  about  Si 50  to 
our  income  from  this  source;  this  does  not  balance,  however, 
the  diminution  of  receipts  from  admission-fees,  which  in  n^«>5- 
06  were  excej)tionally  larvre.      The  Athenceum,  also,  has  been 
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obliged,  in  consequence  of  the  changes  in  the  building  which 
it  must  soon  undertake,  to  discontinue  its  money  contribution 
towards  the  expenses  of  this  and  other  institutions,  so  that  we 
have  not  had  at  our  disposal  the  usual  sum  for  the  purchase  of 
books.  Our  normal  expenses  for  salary,  insurance,  binding, 
and  incidentals  is  about  $i  ,800;  to  meet  these  we  have  a  practi- 
cally assured  income  from  investments  of  about  $660,  and  from 
admission  fees  and  annual  dues  of  about  $800,  leaving  about 
$340  to  be  provided,  if  possible,  from  other  sources,  without 
making  any  provision  for  the  increase  of  the  library.  We  are 
very  grateful  for  the  donations  of  this  year,  which  have  been 
most  timely,  as  was  a  like  donation  last  year;  but  we  still  hope 
for  an  increase  of  invested  funds,  which  shall  enable  us  to  do 
more  and  to  be  of  more  service  to  the  community  without 
financial  anxiety.  It  has  been  suggested  to  me  that  there  are 
some  of  our  members,  who  are  quite  able  and  would  be  quite 
willing  to  undertake  the  payment  of  a  larger  annual  fee  than  is 
required  by  our  by-laws,  and  that  they  might  be  called  by 
some  such  name  as  "contributing  members*'  and  allowed  some 
special  privilege,  perhaps  in  connection  with  the  purchase  of 
the  Society's  publications.  I  am  not  prepared  to  recommend 
the  adoption  of  such  a  plan;  but  it  may  be  well  to  have  it  in 
mind.  It  should  l)e  remembered,  by  the  way,  that  the  State 
appropriation  of  $1,000  is  credited  to  the  Publication  account, 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  on  which  it  is  granted. 

VITAL    RKCORDS   OF   TOWNS. 

At  our  April  meeting  one  of  our  members,  Mr.  Homer  \V. 
Brainard,  called  attention  to  the  importance  of  transcribing 
and  printing  the  ancient  vital  records  of  the  Towns  of  Connec- 
ticut, suggesting  that  the  Society  might  well  undertake  the 
preparation  and  publication  of  volumes  of  such  records.  The 
matter  was  referred  to  a  committee,  which  at  the  last  meeting 
presented  a  full  report  on  the  subject,  suggesting  a  method  in 
which  this  most  important  and  interesting  work  might  be  un- 
dertaken and  carried  out.  The  committee  was  empowered  to 
proceed  with  the  undertaking  on  the  lines  which  it  had  indi- 
cated; and  I  understand  that  it  has  already  made  good  pro- 
gress. I  recommend  that  its  report,  being  of  general  interest, 
be  printed  with  the  reports  presented  to  this  meeting.

While  the  number  of  persons  fully  competent  to  read  and 
transcribe  old  records  and  to  prepare  extracts  from  them  for 
publication  is  not  large,  I  do  not  doubt  that  our  Committee 
will  find  voluntary  assistants,  who  from  local  interest  or  wil- 
lingness to  do  public  service  will  give  valuable  assistance  in 
their  work,  and  I  do  not  doubt  that  the  results  of  this  under- 
taking will  be  valuable  to  the  community  and  creditable  to  the 
Society. 

ROOMS. 

The  erection  of  new  buildings  by  the  Wadsworth  Athenaeum 
from  the  legacy  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Hart  Colt  and  the  munifi- 
cent gift  of  Mr.  J.  Pierpont  Morgan,  which  will  make  provision 
on  this  site  for  literary  and  artistic  needs  of  this  community 
for  many  years  to  come,  will  necessitate  some  changes  in  the 
distribution  of  the  room  in  this  building.  The  interests  of  this 
Society  will  be  carefully  considered  by  a  Joint  Committee  from 
the  Athenaeum  and  our  own  body.  When  the  final  ad- 
justment is  made,  we  shall  have  more  cause  than  ever  to  be 
thankful  to  the  benefactors  who  have  with  wise  foresight  and 
ample  liberality  made  provision  for  the  happiness  and  the  wel- 
fare of  succeding  generations.

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Mr,  President  and  Members  of  the  Society: 

IN  PRESENTING  this  report  it  is  a  satisfaction  to  call  to  your 
*  attention  the  fact  that  it  is  my  fifteenth  annual  report  as 
librarian  of  this  society,  and  there  is  also  a  certain  pride  in 
adding  that  no  previous  librarian  has  occupied  the  position  for 
so  long  a  period. 

During  these  fifteen  years  the  growth  of  the  society's  library 
has  been  large,  considering  our  very  limited  financial  resources. 
Our  total  expenditure  for  the  purchase  of  books,  including  the 
appropriations  made  by  the  Wadsworth  Athenaeum,  has  been 
$5,045.16,  or  an  average  of  less  than  $350  annually.  Within 
these  years  there  have  been  added  to  the  library,  including  a 
small  proportion  which  are  duplicates,  11,371  volumes,  11,543 
pamphlets  and  about  500  miscellaneous,  this  latter  class  cover- 
ing everything  from  printed  broadsides  to  historical  curios. 
Books  that  have  been  placed  in  the  library  as  a  deposit  are  not 
included  in  the  above  figures.  The  large  deposits  of  bound 
volumes  of  newspapers  made  by  the  Hartford  Public  Library 
and  the  Evening  Post  Association,  with  other  additions,  have 
increased  the  collection  of  bound  newspapers  in  our  custody 
from  550  in  1892  to  1,550  at  the  present  time.  More  than 
1 1,000  separate  manuscripts  have  been  added  to  our  collection, 
and  a  manuscript  may  indicate  a  single  sheet  or  a  volume  of 
several  hundred  pages.  Aside  from  these  there  are  a  number 
of  boxes,  baskets  and  bundles  of  manuscripts  the  number  of 
individual  items  in  which  is  unknown,  but  which  would  cer- 
tainly enumerate  several  thousand. 

Owing  to  increased  expenditures  for  other  purposes  the 
Wadsworth  Athenaeum  failed  last  January  to  make  appropria- 
tions to  the  various  libraries,  as  it  had  done  for  several  years. 
The  small  balance  of  the  previous  year's  appropriation  noted 
in  my  last  report  has  been  expended  in  the  purchase  of  the 
following  books:

The  sum  of  $2,675  received  from  the  Athenaeum  during 
eight  years  has  been  expended  in  the  purchase  of  828  volumes 
and  95  pamphlets,  and  the  binding  of  a  few  of  them;  an  aver- 
age cost  of  not  quite  $2.90  for  each  item. 

Great  changes  have  taken  place  also  in  the  Society's  mem- 
bership roll.  The  number  of  active  members  has  increased  in 
the  last  fifteen  years  from  242  to  403.  Only  106  of  those  who 
were  members  fifteen  years  ago  remain  on  our  roll  to-day;  many 
of  the  others  have  died,  some  have  resigned  or  been  dropped 
for  non-payment  of  dues.  Our  senior  member  Dr.  Gurdon  W. 
Russell  has  now  reached  the  age  of  92  and  has  been  a  member 
since  April  30,  1840,  more  than  two  thirds  of  a  century.

One  important  early  American  imprint  has  come  to  public 
notice  during  the  year,  which  although  primarily  of  Massa* 
chusetts  interest  has  sufficient  Connecticut  interest  to  make  it 
worthy  of  mention  at  this  time.  It  is  no  less  than  the  first 
printed  issue  of  the  Massachusetts  laws  bearing  the  following 
title:

The  book  was  not  issued  until  near  the  close  of  the  year 
1648,  or  perhaps  not  until  early  in  1649.  The  edition  was  6tX) 
copies  and  this  copy,  which  probably  lacks  a  Table  of  two 
leaves  at  the  end,  is  the  only  one  now  known.  It  is  under- 
stood to  have  been  discovered  in  a  small  private  library  in  Rye, 
England,  and  to  be  now  owned  by  a  private  collector  of  Brook- 
lyn, N.  Y. 

Not  a  few  of  the  provisions  of  the  Connecticut  **Code  of 
1650,"  the  first  codification  of  the  laws  of  Connecticut,  appear 
to  have  been  copied  almost  word  for  word  from  this  Massa- 
chusetts book  of  laws,  and  it  seems  quite  probable  that  Roger 
Ludlow's  delay  of  four  years  in  preparing  the  Connecticut 
code  was  to  enable  him  to  have  the  benefit  of  this  Ma.s.sachu- 
setts  publication;  while  the  compilers  of  the  New  Haven  Col- 
ony laws,  issued  in  1656,  frankly  state  that  **they  have  made 
use  of  the  Laws  published  by  the  Honorable  Colony  of  the 
Massachusetts.  * ' 

Eight  volumes  have  been  received  during  the  year  of  the 
great  Victoria  History  of  the  Counties  of  England,  the  gift 
of  our  Vice-President  James  Junius  Goodwin.  They  are 
Berkshire  (v.  i),  Cornwall  (v.  i),  Devon  (v.  x),  Lincoln  (v.

2),  Norfolk  (v.  2),  Northampton  (v.  2),  Nottingham  (v.  i) 
and  Somerset  (v.  i).  The  English  books — histories,  facsim- 
iles of  manuscripts,  genealogical  magazines,  visitations,  calen- 
dars and  copies  of  records — presented  by  Mr.  Goodwin  and  by 
his  uncle  the  late  Junius  Spencer  Morgan  have  been  gathered 
into  one  alcove  where  they  forpi  a  valuable  collection  of  about 
one  hundred  and  fifty  volumes  (including  parts  of  some  un- 
completed volumes.) 

The  Standing  Committee  having  decided  upon  the  papers 
and  correspondence  of  Jonathan  Law  as  the  material  which 
might  most  advantageously  constitute  the  next  volume  of  the 
Society's  Collections,  your  librarian  as  chairman  of  the  publi- 
cation committee  has  undertaken  the  work  of  preparing  the 
volume,  and  above  one  half  of  it  is  already  in  print.  The  Tal- 
cott  Papers  already  published  as  volumes  IV.  and  V.  of  our  Col- 
lections contain  the  papers  and  correspondence  of  the  colony 
of  Connecticut  from  Oct.  1724,  to  Ck:t.  1741;  when  upon  the 
death  of  Joseph  Talcott,  Law  succeeded  him  as  governor. 
The  Law  Papers,  covering  the  period  from  Oct.  1741,  to  the 
death  of  Gov.  Law  in  Nov.  1750,  are  fully  as  voluminous  as 
the  Talcott  Papers  and  covering  as  they  do  the  stirring  times 
of  the  expedition  against  Louisbourg  will,  it  may  be  hoped, 
prove  no  less  interesting.  The  majority  of  the  manuscripts 
to  be  printed  are  in  the  possession  of  the  Society,  a  number  are 
from  the  archives  in  the  Connecticut  State  Library  and  a  few 
from  the  collections  in  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society 
and  the  New  York  Public  Library.

The  total  number  of  accessions  during  the  year  varies  but 
slightly  from  that  of  last  year.  It  is,  exclusive  of  manuscripts, 
by  donation  420  volumes,  918  pamphlets,  122  miscellaneous; 
by  purchase,  including  Book  Fund,  Hoadly  Fund  and  Athe- 
naeum purchases,  75  volumes,  20  pamphlets  and  3  miscellaneous, 
by  exchange  8  volumes  and  21  pamphlets.  These  give  a  total 
of  503  volumes,  959  pamphlets  and  125  miscellaneous;  or  a 
grand  total  of  1,587  items. 

The  number  of  readers  who  used  the  library  during  the 
past  year  was  3,774.  This  is  less  than  the  number  for  each 
of  the  two  previous  years,  but  more  than  for  the  year  preceding 
those  two. 

The  Hartford  Printing  Company,  Elihu  Geer's  sons,  have 
made  their  annual  contribution  of  directories,  105  volumes 
this  year.  This  brings  the  number  of  volumes  in  our  directory 
collection  up  to  almost  i ,  200,  representing  1 50  different  series 
and  perhaps  250  different  towns  and  cities,  for  not  a  few  of  the 
directories  include  two  or  more  towns.  Aside  from  our  local 
histories  and  genealogies  it  is  one  of  the  most  frequently  used 
sections  of  the  library.  Too  much  credit  can  scarcely  be  given 
to  the  Messrs.  Geer  for  these  yearly  gifts.  Although  the 
volumes  are  secured  by  them  in  exchange  for  the  copies  of  the 
Hartford  directory  they  represent  considerable  value  in  the 
cost  of  the  books  sent  in  exchange,  and  no  small  outlay  for  ex- 
press charges,  while  a  number  of  them  would  find  a  ready  sale 
in  this  city  were  they  not  reser\'ed  for  Geer's  Directory  Library 
and  for  this  Society. 
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The  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  death  of  Thomas  Robbins, 
D.  D.,  the  Society's  first  librarian  and  largest  benefactor  oc- 
curred on  Sept.  13,  1906,  and  was  commemorated  a  few  days 
later  at  the  regular  October  meeting  of  the  Society.  Our  cor- 
responding secretary  Rev.  W.  DeLoss  Love,  Ph.  D.,  gave  an 
address  on  Dr.  Robbins  in  which  his  life  was  sketched,  his  love 
for  books  and  his  devotion  to  this  Society  and  its  library  were 
shown.  The  fact  was  brought  out  that  it  was  he  who  first 
suggested  the  organization  of  an  historical  society  in  Connecti- 
cut. Two  portraits  of  him  were  shown,  one  painted  in  early 
and  the  other  in  mature  life.  His  diary,  his  written  resolve  to 
collect  a  library,  an  early  catalogue  of  and  lists  of  additions  to 
his  library,  bills  for  books,  the  agreement  under  which  his 
library  became  the  property  of  the  Society,  and  other  selections 
from  his  papers  filled  one  exhibition  case.  Another  case  con- 
tained a  collection  of  the  books  and  pamphlets  written  or 
edited  by  Dr.  Robbins,  and  several  of  the  volumes  that  he  most 
treasured  in  his  library'. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Misses  Mary  and  Isabella 
Eld  ridge  and  Mrs.  Alice  Bradford  Bridgman,  grand-nieces  of 
Dr.  Robbins,  Dr.  Love's  address  was  printed  and  distributed 
to  our  members  and  corresponding  societies. 

As  a  special  memorial  of  the  occasion,  the  committee  having 
in  charge  the  arrangements  for  the  memorial  meeting  decided 
upon  the  issuing  of  a  medal,  and  through  the  courtesy  of  Mr. 
Carl  Stoeckel  and  his  wife  Mrs.  Ellen  Battell  Stoeckel,  a  grand- 
niece  of  Dr.  Robbins,  it  was  struck  and  distributed  to  a  number 
of  our  corresponding  societies  and  secured  by  several  of  our 
members.  The  medal  bears  a  portrait  of  Dr.  Robbins  with  an 
appropriate  legend  and  the  date  on  the  obverse,  and  the  seal  of 
the  society  on  the  reverse.  Six  impressions  were  struck  in 
silver  and  sixty-five  in  bronze. 

Supplementing  the  valuable  work  done  throughout  the  State 
by  our  member  Charles  R.  Hathaway,  temporary  examiner  of 
public  records,  his  last  report  contains  much  information  as  to 
the  ecclesiastical  societies  and  churches  of  the  different  denom- 
inations in  each  town  in  the  State  and  their  records.  Your 
librarian  has  prepared  or  is  preparing  lists  and  statistics  for  use 
in  the  library  along  somewhat  similiar  lines,  as  follows.  A 
careful  list  has  been  made  of  all  vital  records — births,  baptisms, 
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admissions,  covenanters,  members,  dismissions,  marriages, 
deaths  and  burials — from  the  records  of  churches  in  this  State 
which  are  in  possession  of  the  Society  by  ownership  or  deposit, 
either  original  records,,  manuscript  copies,  or  printed  records. 
This  list  has  been  found  very  useful,  and  it  is  hoped  may  soon 
be  printed.  It  includes  the  records  in  whole  or  part  of  about 
225  churches.  Some  of  these  records  are  full  and  complete 
and  compri.se  one  hundred  or  more  pages;  while  others,  the 
majority,  are  only  partial  records,  such  as  may  be  found  in  a 
church  manual,  and  consist  perhaps  of  only  a  list  of  persons 
admitted  to  membership  during  a  short  period  of  years. 

Another  list  is  in  preparation  and  about  half  completed,  giv* 
ing  statistics  of  the  congregational  ecclesiastical  societies  in  the 
State.  It  is  intended  in  this  list  to  give  the  original  name  of 
each  society  and  the  date  of  its  organization  and  follow  this 
with  all  changes  of  name  whether  authoritative  or  informal; 
also  to  note  all  the  towns  in  which  the  whole  or  any  part  of 
each  society  is  located  with  the  dates  of  changes  caused  by  the 
division  of  old  and  the  incorporation  of  new  towns. 

It  is  with  regret  that  we  record  in  this  report  the  death  of 
Col.  Frederick  W.  Prince,  a  member  of  our  library  committee 
for  the  last  five  years.  He  was  much  interested  in  the  library 
and  in  the  Society,  was  a  frequent  visitor  to  the  library,  and 
an  officer  whose  council  was  of  value.

2leport  of  (Committee  on  printing  Ctncicnt 

Dital  Kccorbs. 


To  the  Connecticut  Historical  Society: 

THE  COMMITTEE  appointed  by  your  President  at  the  last  reg- 
ular meeting  of  the  Society  on  April  2,  1907,  offers  the 
following  report: 

There  are  in  the  State  106  towns  named  or  incorporated  be- 
fore 1800,  and  all  of  them  with  perhaps  the  single  exception  of 
Danbury,  have  more  or  less  vital  records.  For  convenience  we 
here  divide  the  towns  into  three  classes,  the  first  class  contain- 
ing those  named  or  incorporated  before  1 700,  the  second  class 
those  incorporated  1700- 1750,  the  third  class  those  which  were 
incorporated  during  the  next  half-century  from  1750  to  1800. 

Of  the  towns  in  the  first  class,  the  records  of  Enfield  have 
been  printed  verbatim  and  complete,  Norwalk  has  been  printed 
but  not  complete,  Woodbury,  Waterbury  and  Stamford  have 
been  printed,  but  not  verbatim  and  probably  not  completely. 
The  earliest  records  of  Colchester,  about  a  fifth  of  all  the 
records  existing,  were  printed  by  Taintor,  many  years  ago. 
In  the  New  England  Historical  and  Genealogical  Register 
have  been  printed  a  part  of  the  oldest  records  of  Hartford, 
Lyme,  Middletown,  Saybrook,  and  Wethersfield,  but  the  great 
mass  of  the  records  of  these  ancient  towns  is  still  unprinted. 
The  early  records  of  Preston  have  been  begun  in  Putnam's 
Magazine.  In  the  town  histories  varying  amounts  of  the  rec- 
ords of  Derby,  Fairfield,  Glastonbury,  New  London,  Nor- 
wich, Stonington,  Stratford,  Wallingford,  Wethersfield,  Wind- 
sor and  Windham  appear,  usually  in  the  form  of  genealogies, 
but  in  some  of  these  the  amount  of  records  actually  printed  is 
small.  The  following  towns  of  the  first  class  have  never  had 
any  of  their  records  printed:  Branford,  Farmington,  Green- 
wich, Guilford,  Haddam,  Killingworth,  Milford,  New  Haven, 
Plainfield,  SuflSeld,  Woodstock. 


Of  the  towns  in  the  second  class,  only  Coventry,  Durham, 
Litchfield,  Mansfield,  and  Sharon  have  had  records  printed. 
Some  of  these  volumes  are  inaccurate,  some  incomplete,  and 
none  wholly  verbatim  reprints  of  the  records.  The  records  of 
East  Haddam  have  been  partly  printed  verbatim  in  the  New 
England  Register,  the  records  of  Somers  to  1750  have  been 
printed  with  the  records  of  Enfield,  and  the  records  of  Leb- 
anon have  been  partly  printed  in  Hine's  little  History.  In 
town  histories  more  or  less  of  the  records  of  Cornwall,  East 
Windsor,  Goshen,  New  Milford,  Torrington,  Union  and  Win- 
chester have  appeared.  The  records  of  Ashford,  Bolton, 
Canaan,  Canterbury,  Groton,  Harwinton,  Hebron,  Kent,  Kil- 
lingly.  New  Fairfield,  New  Hartford,  Newtown,  Pomfret, 
Redding,  Ridgefield,  Salisbury,  Stafford,  Tolland,  Voluntown 
and  Willington  have  never  been  printed. 

In  the  third  class  of  towns  the  showing  is  still  poorer.  The 
records  of  Bethlehem,  Roxbury,  Southbury  and  Washington 
are  printed  by  Cothren  with  the  records  of  the  mother  town, 
Woodbury.  The  records  of  East  Haven  are  printed  (proba- 
bly only  in  part)  in  Dodd*s  little  History  of  the  town.  In  the 
town  histories  of  Hamden,  Montville,  and  Southington  records 
are  found.  In  the  case  of  Southington,  they  are  largely  taken 
from  the  records  of  Farmington.  The  third  class  furnishes  a 
large  number  of  towns  having  unprinted  records.  These 
towns  are  Barkhamsted,  Berlin,  Bozrah,  Bristol,  Brookfield, 
Brooklyn,  Cheshire,  Colebrook,  East  Hartford,  Ellington, 
Franklin,  Granby,  Hampton,  Hartland,  Huntington,  Lisbon, 
North  Haven.  Oxford,  Plymouth,  Sterling,  Thompson,  Trum- 
bull, Warren,  Watertown.  Weston,  Wolcott,  and  Woodbridge. 

To  sum  up.  Of  the  106  towns,  15  have  printed  records 
more  or  less  complete,  10  have  been  incompletely  printed  as 
records,  and  20  appear  to  some  extent  in  town  histories,  vary- 
ing in  amount  from  a  few  extracts  to  what  may  be  called 
a  complete  working  over  of  the  records.  This  leaves  the  large 
number  of  6i  towns  whose  records  have  never  l)een  printed, 
and  to  these  must  l^e  added  the  records  of  the  towns  alx)ut  60 
in  number  which  were  incorporated  from  iHoo  to  1855.  It 
will  thus  appear  that  there  is  a  great  mass  of  records  still  un- 
printed, waiting  the  opportune  moment,  and  that  the  amount 
already  printed  is  a  ver}'  small  percentage  of  the  whole,  hardly 


twelve  per  cent,  of  the  towns,  and  but  little  more  than  thirty 
per  cent,  if  town  histories  are  included. 

The  ideal  plan  to  be  followed  in  printing  the  records  would 
appear  to  be  to  begin  with  the  oldest  towns,  Hartford,  Wind- 
sor, and  Wethersfield,  and  to  continue  with  the  later  towns  in 
order  of  their  founding,  but  including  in  the  same  volume  the 
records  of  the  original  town  and  all  th^  towns  that  have  been 
set  ofiF  from  it.  For  instance,  in  the  Hartford  volume  could 
be  included  Hartford,  East  Hartford,  Manchester  and  West 
Hartford.  In  the  Windsor  volume  Windsor,  East  Windsor, 
Ellington,  and  in  the  Farmington  volume  Farmington,  Berlin, 
Southington,' Bristol,  Burlington  and  Avon  could  be  included. 
The  vital  records  of  towns  should  form  one  series,  church  rec- 
ords printed  entire  and  verbatim  should  form  a  second  series, 
cemetery  inscriptions  and  private  family  records  a  third  series. 
Your  committee  are  not  in  favor  of  mingling  all  these  classes 
of  records  in  one  volume.  The  work  of  copying  and  collect- 
ing these  three  large  classes  of  records  would  be  great  and  ex- 
pensive. We  believe  it  could  be  accomplished  in  time  by  a 
carefully  planned  cooperation  of  State,  towns,  churches,  his- 
torical and  patriotic  societies  and  individuals.  Your  commit- 
tee realizes  that  this  is  an  ideal  to  be  sought,  and  that  condi- 
tions favorable  to  its  success  would  have  to  be  created,  and 
that  beginnings  must  necessarily  be  small  and  modest.  We 
have  therefore  tried  to  devise  a  plan  that  could  be  at  once  be- 
gun with  the  resources  open  to  the  Society  at  the  present  time. 
It  has  come  to  our  knowledge  that  there  are  several  good 
copies  of  town  records  which  would  be  given  to  the  Society 
if  the  printing  could  be  undertaken  by  it,  and  other  copies 
might  probably  come  to  light  on  further  inquiry.  Such  copies 
as  can  be  thus  obtained  might  be  first  printed,  as  soon  as  the 
necessary  funds  are  in  sight,  and  when  these  have  been  dis- 
posed of,  copies  might  be  made  of  the  records  of  those  towns 
that  have  never  been  printed,  which  were  founded  before  1700. 
When  these  have  been  printed,  the  later  classes  might  be  taken 
up,  and  then  those  which  have  been  partly  printed,  or  in  town 
histories. 

The  committee  has  been  able  to  learn  in  case  of  one  town 
whose  records  have  been  printed,  what  the  cost  has  been  and 
the  rate  at  which  the  money  was  recovered.     The  cost  of  the 
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edition  of  150  copies  was  within  $500,  and  without  much  ad- 
vertising three  quarters  of  the  cost  came  back  in  sales  in  one 
year,  and  in  the  eight  years  since  publication  the  book  has 
about  paid  for  itself,  leaving  more  than  40  copies  still  unsold , 
as  a  basis  for  future  profits.  It  appears  then  that  a  moderate 
amount  of  money  as  working  capital  to  begin  with,  with  an 
additional  yearly  gift  equal  to  thirty  per  cent,  of  the  original 
sum,  plus  the  cost  of  copying  new  records,  would  enable  the 
Society  to  issue  one  volume  of  250  pages  every  year.  Two  or 
three  times  that  amount  would  make  two  or  three  volumes 
possible  each  year.  To  issue  more  than  this  yearly  would  re- 
quire the  employment  of  a  person  who  would  devote  his  whole 
time  to  copying  and  proof  reading.  Though  this  would  be 
very  desirable  for  many  reasons,  your  committee  did  not  see  a 
way  to  recommend  this  to  the  Society's  consideration  at  the 
present  time. 

Your  committee  would  therefore  recommend: 

1 .  The  printing  of  the  vital  records  of  such  towns  as  we 
have  copies  of,  as  soon  as  sufficient  subscriptions  are  secured, 
say  at  least  five  hundred  dollars  as  a  working  capital. 

2.  The  issue  of  a  circular  by  the  Society  to  its  members 
and  friends  asking  for  subscriptions  for  this  purpose,  also  for 
material  for  publication. 

3.  The  printing  of  the  vital  records  of  the  older  towns 
grouped  together  with  such  of  the  newer  towns  as  have  been 
set  off  from  the  old. 

4.  In  the  printing  of  all  records,  the  arrangement,  capi- 
talization, punctuation,  orthography,  abbreviations,  and  fig- 
ures should  be  strictly  followed  and  references  given  to  book 
and  page  of  the  original. 

5.  A  continuance  of  the  committee  for  these  purposes.

any  estate,  real  or  personal,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  three  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars;  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  may  alter  at  pleasure, 
may  establish  rules  relative  to  the  admission  of  future  members;  may  ordain, 
establish,  and  put  in  execution  such  by-laws  and  regulations,  not  contrary  to 
the  provisions  of  this  charter,  or  the  laws  of  this  State,  as  shall  be  deemed 
necessar)'  for  the  government  of  said  Corporation. 

The  (iovernor  of  this  State,  the  Lieutenant  (iovernor,  and  the  Judges  of  the 
Sup>crior  Court,  shall  be  ex  officio  members  of  the  Society. 

Said  Corporation  shall  meet  once  a  year  for  the  choice  of  a  President.  Vice- 
Presitlcnt,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Recording  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  such 
other  otticcrs  as  may  be  designated  from  lime  to  time  by  the  by-laws  of  the 
Society. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  holdcn  at  the  State  House  in 
Hartfonl  at  such  time  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Honorable  John  Trumbull, 
notice  thereof  being  previously  given  in  one  or  more  newspapers  printed  in 
Hartford, 

Provided,  nevertheless,  that  this  act  of  incorporation  shall  be  subject  to  be 
revoked  or  altered,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  (ieneral  Asseml)ly.

ARTICLE  I.      MEMBERS. 

Section  i.  The  Society  shall  consist  of  active,  corresponding,  and  honorary 
members.  Only  active  members  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  any  meeting  of  the 
Society. 

Corresponding  and  honorary  members  shall  be  persons  residing  out  of  the 
State  of  Connecticut,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  admission  fee  or  dues. 

Honorary  members  shall  be  persons  who  may  have  rendered  important  public 
service  to  the  State  of  Connecticut,  or  to  the  cause  of  historic  inquiry,  or  litera- 
ture generally. 

Section  2.  Every  application  for  active  membership  shall  be  in  writing, 
signed  by  the  applicant,  shall  be  supported  by  the  written  recommendation 
of  at  least  one  active  member  residing  in  the  State  of  Connecticut,  and  shall 
be  accompanied  by  the  admission  fee  of  three  dollars.  Such  applications  must 
be  made  upon  blank  forms  furnished  by  the  Society  and  shall  contain  a  brief 
[>ersonal  sketch  of  the  applicant. 

Every  nomination  for  the  election  of  corresponding  or  honorary  members 
shall  be  based  upon  the  application,  in  writing,  of  at  least  two  active  members, 
residing  in  the  State  of  Connecticut,  stating  the  reason  for  such  nomination, 
and  the  qualifications  of  the  persons  proposed  for  membership. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  be  voted  for  as  an  active,  corresponding,  or 
honorary  member  until  at  least  the  meeting  next  succeeding  the  one  at  which 
his  election  is  recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Membership. 

Whenever  a  vote  shall  be  taken  on  the  admission  of  a  member  and  there 
shall  be  found  two  ballots  against  his  admission,  the  presiding  officer  shall 
declare  the  election  postponed.  At  the  next  regular  meeting,  if  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Committee  on  Membership  shall  be  renewed,  he  may  be 
admitted  by  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Section  4.  Active  members  shall  pay  as  annual  dues  to  the  Society  three 
dollars  if  they  reside  within  the  city  of  Hartford,  and  two  dollars  if  they  reside 
without  said  city.  Any  active  member,  not  indebted  to  the  Society  for  dues, 
may  constitute  himself  a  life  member  by  paying  at  one  time  the  sum  of  fifty 
dollars. 

The  annual  dues  of  members  shall  be  payable  in  advance  on  the  first  day  of 
May  in  each  year.  The  payment  of  the  annual  dues  shall  constitute  a  condition 
of  membership,  and  the  neglect  or  refusal  to  pay  the  same  for  the  period  of  six 
months  after  they  become  due  shall  be  deemed  a  withdrawal  from  the  Society. 

article  11.     officers. 

Section  i.  The  officers  of  the  Society,  to  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting 
by  ballot,  and  to  hold  their  offices  for  one  year  and  until  others  shall  be  chosen, 
shall  be,  a  President,  not  exceeding  eight  Vice-Presidents,  a  Recording  Sec- 
retary, a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  an  Auditor,  a  Committee  on 


Membership  to  consist  of  seven  members,  Committees  on  the  Library,  on  Pub- 
lication, and  on  Monthly  Papers,  each  to  consist  of  three  members.  Only 
active  members  resident  in  the  State  of  Connecticut  shall  be  eligible  to  office. 

The  preceding  officers  and  the  chairmen  of  the  several  committees  shall 
constitute  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Society. 

The  presiding  officer  shall  name  the  members  of  all  special  committees  or- 
dered raised  at  any  meeting. 

A  Librarian  and  Cabinet  Keeper  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, whenever  such  appointment  shall  be  deemed  advisable. 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  be  chairman  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
and  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Membership,  the  Library,  and  Publication; 
shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Standing  Committee;  and 
shall  deliver  or  provide  for  an  address  at  the  annual  meeting. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  call  all  meetings  of  the  Society;  shall  have 
custody  of  the  files,  records,  and  seal  of  the  Society;  shall  give  notice  to  new 
members  of  their  election,  and  furnish  them  certificates  of  membership;  and 
shall  keep  an  accurate  journal  of  the  transactions  of  the  Society  and  of  Che 
Sunding  Committee. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  in  behalf  of 
the  Society. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  the  admission  fees,  and  report  the  names  of  the 
persons  paying  the  same  to  the  Recording  Secretary;  shall  receive  all  other 
moneys  due,  and  all  donations  or  bequests  of  money  made  to  the  Society;  shall 
pay  to  the  order  of  the  chairman  of  the  Standing  Committee  such  sums  as  may 
be  required  for  the  ordinary*  expenses  of  the  Society  and  such  as  the  Society  or 
Standing  Committee  may  otherwise  direct  to  be  paid;  shall  keep  a  true  and 
faithful  account  of  all  moneys  received  and  paid  by  him,  and  of  the  property 
and  debts  of  the  Society;  and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting,  render  an  audited 
statement  thereof. 

The  Librarian,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  the  Library,  shall 
arrange  and  have  charge  of  all  books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts,  and  other 
articles  belonging  to  or  deposited  in  the  rooms  of  the  Society;  and  shall,  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  make  a  full  report  of  his  doings  as  Librarian 
during  the  past  year,  and  of  the  condition  of  the  Library. 

The  Auditor  shall,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  examine  the  books,  accounts 
and  financial  statements  of  the  Treasurer,  and  compare  the  same  with  the 
vouchers  and  securities  in  the  Treasurer's  hands  and  certify  the  result  of  such 
examination  to  the  Society. 

StciioN  3.  The  Committee  on  Mcml>ership  shall  consider  all  applications 
for  mcml)ership,  and  shall  report  to  the  Swiety  such  applications  as  said  Com- 
mittee may  approve  and  recommend  for  admission.  No  applications  for  mem- 
t>ership  shall  be  considered  or  acted  upon  by  said  Committee  during  a  meeting 
of  the  Society. 

# 

The  Committee  on  the  Librar)'  shall  have  the  general  oversight  and  manage- 
ment of  the  librar>',  manu«»cripts  and  other  collections  belonging  to  or  de- 
posited with  the  Society.  Said  Committee  shall  make  purchases  for  the  library 
to  such  an  amount  as  may  l)e  api)roj)riated  from  time  to  time  for  the  purpose. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  shall  have  the  sujx.Tintcndence  of  all  publi- 
cations ordered  by  the  Society.     They  sh.ill,  from  lime  to  lime,  report  to  the 


Society  respecting  the  selection  and  arrangement  of  such  papers,  from  the 
library  of  the  Society  or  other  sources,  as  are  most  suitable  for  publication,  in 
volumes  of  the  Society's  Collections. 

The  Committee  on  Monthly  Papers  shall  provide  for  a  paper  to  be  read  at 
each  regular  meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  act  generally  in  behalf  of  the  Society,  and 
shall  fill  all  vacancies  in  any  offices  until  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Society. 
Any  five  members  of  this  Committee  may  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transac- 
tion of  business,  and  a  notice  for  a  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  deemed  a 
notice  for  a  meeting  of  this  Committee.  Special  meetings  of  this  Committee 
may  be  called  by  the  Recording  5>ecretary  by  direction  of  the  President. 

ARTICLE   III.      MEETINGS. 

Section  i.  An  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  May,  at  such 
time  as  the  Standing  Committee  shall  appoint. 

A  regular  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  evening  of  each  month 
from  October  to  May  inclusive,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  direction  of  the  President, 
or,  in  his  absence,  on  the  application  of  three  active  members  to  the  Recording 
Secretary. 

Notice  of  each  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  sent  by  mail  to  each  active 
member  at  least  two  days  prior  thereto.  And  at  any  meeting,  duly  called  and 
notified,  ten  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

ARTICLE   IV.      DONATIONS   AND   DEPOSITS. 

All  donations  to  and  deposits  with  the  Society  shall  be  entered  in  books  kept 
for  that  purpose. 

No  donations  shall  be  exchanged  or  dis]x>sed  of  unless  the  Society  have  a 
duplicate  of  the  same. 

All  deposits  left  with  the  Society  shall  be  carefully  preserved,  and  may  at 
any  time  be  taken  away  by  the  depositor  in  person,  or  delivered  on  his  written 
order.  Hut  every  deposit  which  has  not  been  so  reclaimed  or  withdrawn  shall, 
after  the  decease  of  the  depositor,  be  entered  as  a  donation,  and  be  deemed  the 
property  of  the  Society:  unless,  at  the  time  of  making  the  deposit,  other  con- 
ditions shall  have  been  prescribed  by  the  depositor. 

ARTICLE  V.      LIBRARY. 

The  rooms,  with  all  books,  manuscripts,  pictures,  and  articles  belonging 
to  or  deposited  with  the  Society,  shall  be  under  the  immediate  charge  of  the 
Librarian,  acting  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  the  Library. 

The  library  shall  be  opened  for  the  inspection  of  the  public,  and  the 
examination  of  books  and  manuscripts,  and  transcription  therefrom,  at  such 
time,  and  on  such  conditions,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Committee  on  the 
Library;  and  no  book  or  manuscript  shall  be  taken  from  the  rooms  without  a 
special  vote  of  the  Society,  except  by  the  Committee  on  Publication. 

ARTICLE   VI.       I'l'BLICATION    FUND. 

The  legacy  left  to  the  Society  by  its  late  President,  the  Hon,  Thomas  Day, 
the  avails  of  all  life  memberships,  and  all  special  donations  and  subscriptions 
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which  may  be  made  thereto,  shall  constitute  a  Publication  Fund,  the  income 
of  which  shall  be  applied,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Publication, 
towards  the  expense  of  such  publications  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VII.      ALTKRAflONS. 

Any  alteration  of  these  by-laws  shall  be  submitted  to  a  reg^ular  meeting,  held 
prior  to  that  on  which  the  vote  on  the  same  is  taken.

mt  NEKD  NOT  APOLOGIZE  for  the  fact  that  my  address  consists 
^  for  the  most  part  of  a  general  review  of  the  past  year  of 
our  Society's  history;  the  matters  of  special  interest,  which 
show  the  progress  of  our  work  and  the  increased  facilities  that 
we  can  afford  to  our  members  and  others,  will  be  brought  be- 
fore you  presently  in  the  report  of  our  indefatigable  Librarian. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

During  the  past  year  twenty-three  active  members  have  been 
admitted  by  election,  thirteen  have  resigned,  and  eleven  have 
died ;  the  present  number  of  active  members  is  four  hundred  and 
five,  of  whom  forty-five  are  members  for  life.  One  of  our 
two  honorar^*^  members,  William  Thomas  Davis,  the  historian, 
of  Plymouth,  Mass.,  elected  in  1890,  died  on  the  3rd  day  of 
December  last.  One  also  of  our  corresponding  members,  Gen- 
eral John  Watts  DePeyster,  LL.  D.,  of  New  York,  elected 
forty-five  years  ago,  in  1863,  died  on  the  6th  day  of  May, 
1907.  The  full  number  of  members  is,  therefore,  four  hun- 
dred and  seventeen;  the  number  of  those  to  whom  we  look  for 
membership  dues  is  but  three  hundred  and  sixty.  As  I  said 
last  year,  we  ought  to  have,  and  it  seems  that  we  might  not 
unreasonably  expect  to  have,  five  hundred  members  making 
annual  payments  which  can  be  applied  to  the  current  expenses 
of  the  Society.  The  Governor  and  the  Lieutenant  Governor 
of  the  State  and  the  Judges  of  the  Superior  Court  are,  by 
charter,  members  of  the  Society;  their  names  have  not  cus- 
tomarily appeared  on  the  list  of  members;  but  it  is  now  pro- 
posed to  insert  them  in  their  proper  place  as  members  ex  officio.

In  February,  Mr.  Charles  Guilford  Woodward  read  a  paper 
on  "A  Common  Carrier  of  the  South  before  and  after  the  Civil 
War.** 

In  March,  the  Rev.  Roscoe  Nelson  spoke  on  "The  Trans- 
cendentalism of  Emerson  and  others.** 

In  April,  Major  Charles  H.  Owen  discussed  "The  Justice  of 
the  Mexican  War. '  * 

In  May,  Principal  Charles  H.  Keyes  showed  the  reason  of 
"Spanish  Failure  in  our  own  Southwest.** 

PUBLICATIONS. 

We  have  published  during  the  past  year  an  additional  vol- 
ume of  Collections,  consisting  of  papers  belonging  to  the 
earlier  part  of  the  Governorship  of  Jonathan  Law,  documents 
of  real  and  varied  importance. 

A  report  of  no  little  interest  and  value  has  been  presented 
by  the  Committee  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  matter  of 
Printing  Ancient  Vital  Records;  and  it  is  expected  that  the 
first  volume  of  the  records  examined  and  transcribed  by  them, 
under  the  terms  of  their  appointment,  will  soon  pass  through 
the  press.  I  refer  you  to  the  preliminary  report  of  this  Com- 
mittee presented  last  year,  and  recommend  that  its  later 
report  be  printed  in  connection  with  others  presented  at  this 
meeting.  The  matter  is  of  great  importance  and  certain  to 
attract  general  attention,  and  it  is  a  gratification  to  us  to 
know  that  it  has  been  so  well  taken  in  hand. 

FINANCES   AND   FUNDS. 

The  Treasurer's  report,  I  am  glad  to  say,  will  show  that  we 
have  come  to  the  end  of  the  j-ear  with  a  balance  to  our  credit. 
This,  however,  is  not  due  to  any  improvement  in  our  current 
receipts,  but  to  the  continued  generosity  of  our  first  Vice- 
President,  who  has  added  a  large  gift  (  $500  )  to  his  other  and 
continued  benefactions  to  the  Society,  and  to  a  small  supple- 
mentar>'  sum  given  by  another  of  our  officers.  Gratefully 
acknowledging  this,  I  must  add  that  it  is  not  right  to  depend 
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upon  gifts,  and  that  we  must  devise  some  normal  way  of  bring- 
ing our  receipts  nearer  to  our  expenditures;  and  this  means 
increasing  our  receipts  by  about  $500  per  annum,  as  it  would 
be  practically  impossible — and  if  at  all  possible,  most  undesir- 
able  and  discreditable — to  diminish  our  expenditures.  I  am 
minded  to  repeat,  in  the  form  of  a  recommendation,  a  sugges- 
tion which  I  proposed  last  year:  namely,  that  we  ask  of  our 
members  that  those  who  can  afford  it  will  make  a  voluntar>' 
increase  of  their  annual  fees,  say  to  the  amount  of  ten  dollars; 
and  that  those  w^ho  do  this  be  entered  on  the  next  printed  roll 
as  *  'contributing  members' ' ;  and  perhaps  it  would  be  well  to 
announce  that  such  members  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  each  a 
copy  of  any  volume  of  Collections  published  during  the  year. 
It  could  be  found  in  a  year  or  two  whether  this  would  bring 
us  increased  funds  and  also  increased  interest,  and  lead  to  a 
higher  appreciation  of  the  work  done  by  the  Society  and  to  a 
wish  to  share  in  it  even  more  fully.  If  this  could  be  referred 
to  the  Standing  Committee,  with  authority  to  act,  I  should  hope 
for  good  results. 

I  wish  also  to  recommend  that  the  report  of  the  Recording 
Secretary  on  the  special  funds  of  the  Society,  published  with 
the  reports  of  1906,  be  referred  anew  to  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, with  power  to  take  such  action  in  the  matter  as  ma^- 
seem  best. 

With  recognition  of  the  service  rendered  by  our  Society  to 
its  members  and  the  community,  and  with  the  confident  hope 
that  it  can  prove  itself  of  still  greater  ser\'ice,  we  close  the 
record  of  a  quiet  but  efficient  year.

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Society: 

^^IXTY-FOUR  YEARS  and  five  months  ago  this  evening  this 
M^  Society  for  the  first  time  met  in  this  room  where  we  are 
now  gathered.  Gurdon  W.  Russell,  M.  D.,  who  was 
then  a  member  retains  his  membership  to-day  and  is  a  frequent 
visitor  to  the  rooms,  and  he  is  perhaps  the  only  person  living 
who  attended  that  meeting  or  the  subsequent  address  delivered 
in  the  Center  church  by  the  Society's  president,  the  Hon. 
Thomas  Day.  During  these  years  the  Society  has  added 
largely  to  its  membership,  interest  in  it  has  grown,  and  its 
librar>'  and  other  collections  have  wonderfully  increased.  It 
is,  however,  still  hampered  by  lack  of  permanent  financial 
support  sufficient  for  its  needs. 

At  our  meeting  of  May  7,  1907,  our  Corresponding  Secre- 
tar>'  laid  before  the  Society  the  following  letter:

Dear  Sir: 

Allow  me  to  transmit  through  you  to  the  Connecticut  Historical 
Society,  of  which  I  have  been  for  many  years  an  interested  member, 
an  offer,  the  terms  of  which  are  as  follows: 

I  should  be  pleased  to  give  the  said  Society  one  hundred  and  fifteen 
copies  of  the  Boardman  Genealogy  (price  $10):  fifty  copies  of  the 
lk>ardman  Ancestry  (price  $5);  fifty  copies  of  the  Greenleaf  Ancestry 
(price  $3);  and  fifty  copies  of  the  Wethcrsfield  Inscriptions  (price  $5) 
— the  above  volumes  aggregating  in  value  at  the  prices  afRxed  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  (1,800)  dollars— this  gift  to  be  made  on  the 
following  conditions. — 

First:  That  each  and  every  volume  shall  be  sold  by  the  said  Society, 
as  demands  may  arise,  at  a  price  not  less  than  that  above  specified, 
and  that  no  copies  be  used  in  exchange. 

Second:  That  the  entire  amount  accruing  from  these  sales  be  held 
by  said  Society  and  invested  as  a  trust  fund,  and  the  income — and  in- 
come only — be  used  in  the  purchase  of  genealogies  and  town  histories, 


the  preference  being  given  to  such  volumes  as  may  pertain  to  families 
treated  in  the  above  Boardman  and  Greenleaf  ancestries. 

Upon  due  notice  of  the  acceptance  of  this  offer  by  the  said  Society, 
under  the  conditions  named,  I  am  prepared  to  deliver  the  books  speci- 
fied.

At  the  conclusion  of  the  reading  of  Mr.  Boardman's  letter 
Francis  H.  Parker  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
unanimously  adopted: 

Voted:  That  the  gift  to  this  Society  by  its  honored  member, 
William  F.  J.  Boardman,  of  nearly  three  hundred  volumes  of 
his  valuable  genealogical  publications  be  accepted  upon  the 
conditions  embodied  in  the  letter  of  gift,  addressed  to  the  Cor- 
responding Secretary  of  this  Society,  and  that  the  moneys  to 
be  derived  from  the  sale  of  said  publications  be  kept  in  a  sep- 
arate fund  to  be  known  as  "The  William  F.  J.  Boardman 
Fund.'' 

I  ^oted:  That  the  Society  gratefully  acknowledges  its  indebted- 
ness to  Mr.  Boardman  for  this  noteworthy  contribution  to  its 
permanent  funds,  and  returns  its  thanks  for  this  and  many 
pre\nous  tokens  of  his  generous  and  enthusiastic  devotion  to 
its  service. 

I  ^oted:  That  the  Corresponding  Secretar>'  send  to  Mr.  Board- 
man  a  duly  attested  copy  of  this  action  of  the  Society.

Charles  H.  Owen,  miscellaneous  lx)oks  and  pamphlets 
from  Arthur  L.  Shipman  and  miscellaneous  pamphlets  from 
Miss  Lucy  A.  Brainard.  Miss  Brainard  has  also  given  numer- 
ous curios  gathered  during  her  travels  and  a  nunil)er  of  inter- 
esting historical  objects.

Annie  Russell  Marble  of  Worcester,  Mass. ;  the  first  three  vol- 
umes of  Men  of  Mark  in  Connecticut  from  the  publisher  Will- 
iam R.  Goodspeed  of  Hartford;  volumes  three  and  four  of  E. 
M.  Avery's  History  of  the  United  States  from  the  publishers 
Burrows  Brothers  of  Cleveland,.  Ohio;  bronze  medal  struck  by 
act  of  U.  S.  Congress  to  commemorate  the  two  hundredth  an- 
niversary of  the  birth  of  Benjamin  Franklin  from  the  American 
Philosophical  Society. 

By  purchase  or  exchange  the  following  items  were  obtained: 
broadside  resolution  of  Congress  April  1 786  accepting  a  cession 
of  the  '* Western  Reserve"  from  Connecticut  with  form  of  deed 
of  cession ;  Address  to  the  people  of  Connecticut,  August  29, 
1804,  regarding  a  new  constitution;  DaboU's  Almanac  for  1775, 
the  second  of  a  series  which  has  continued  to  the  present  time. 

Mrs.  Mar>'  Kellogg  of  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  has  presented  the 
autograph,  photographic  portrait,  business  card  and  a  specimen 
of  the  early  lithographic  work  of  her  late  husband  Daniel 
Wright  Kellogg,  the  first  lithographer  in  Hartford.  In  con- 
nection \vith  this  gift  the  following  facts  were  obtained.  D.  W. 
Kellogg  was  bom  in  Tolland,  Conn.,  in  1807,  and  died  in  1874 
in  Wisconsin.  He  established  himself  in  the  lithographic  bus- 
iness at  no  Main  St.,  Hartford,  about  1828-1830,  and  soon 
built  up  a  flourishing  business.  Within  a  few  years  he  took 
his  brothers  Edmund  B.  and  Elijah  C.  into  partnership  undef 
the  name  of  D.  W.  Kellogg  &  Co.,  the  firm  name  continuing 
thus  until  1840.  Daniel  W.  removed  to  Wisconsin  in  1836. 
Edmund  B.  was  a  printer  and  Elijah  C.  a  steel  engraver  by 
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trade.  There  was  another  brother  Jarvis  Griggs,  also  a  steel 
engraver.  Daniel  W.  is  said  to  have  been  **the  originator  of 
the  tintype,  as  he  took  fine  ones  years  before  any  one  ever  heard 
of  them,  sending  them  to  his  friends  as  novelties,  and  freely 
instructing  others.  He  also  took  very  successful  pictures  on 
leather  as  well  as  fine  ambrotypes,  photos,  etc.** 

Fifteen  volumes  have  come  to  hand  during  the  year,  of  the 
great  Victoria  History'  of  the  Counties  of  England,  the  gift  of 
our  first  Vice-President  James  J.  Goodwin.  They  are  Berks

volumes  of  this  set  has  now  been  received.

The  absence  of  any  large  gifts  of  pamphlets  during  the  year 
has  caused  a  considerable  decrease  in  the  number  of  accessions 
as  compared  with  last  year,  although  there  is  probably  little  if 
anv  decrease  in  the  interest  or  value  of  the  wliole.  Exclusive 
of  manuscripts,  which  are  noted  elsewhere,  the  accessions  for 
the  year  are  by  donation  519  volumes,  378  pamphlets  and  126 
miscellaneous;  by  purchase,  including  Book  Fund  and  Hoadley 
Fund,  102  volumes  and  29  pamphlets;  by  exchange  nine  volumes, 
1 2  pamphlets  and  three  miscellaneous.  These  form  a  total  of  630 
volumes.  419  i)amphlets  and  129  miscellaneous;  or  a  grand  total 
of  1 1 78  items. 
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It  IS  but  a  repetition  of  former  reports  to  again  call  attention 
to  .our  crowded  condition  and  the  need  of  more  room  for  the  dis- 
play of  our  historical  objects,  for  the  shelving  and  storage  of 
our  books  and  for  the  proper  arrangement  and  preservation  of 
our  historical  manuscripts.  But  it  may  be  hoped  that  the  pres- 
ent conditions  will  be  greatly  improved  upon  the  completion  of 
the  large  and  beautiful  addition  to  the  Athenaeum  building  now 
being  erected,  and  the  rearrangement  and  reassignment  of 
rooms  in  the  present  building. 

Through  the  sale  of  volumes  of  the  Connecticut  Colonial 
Records  the  Charles  J.  Hoadly  Fund  has  been  increased  to 
$444.  One  set  of  books,  three  volumes,  has  been  purchased 
during  the  year  from  the  income  of  the  fund.  It  is  Wilkins 
Updike's  History  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  Narragansett, 
Rhode  Island;  a  new  edition  edited  by  Rev.  Daniel  Goodwin 
and  printed  by  D.  B.  Updike  at  the  Merry  mount  Press.

ARTICI^E  I.      MEMBERS. 

Section  i.  The  Society  shall  consist  of  active,  corresponding,  and 
honorary  members.

Active  members  shall  pay  as  annual  dues  to  the  Society 
three  dollars  if  they  reside  within  the  city  of  Hartford,  and  two  dollars 
if  they  reside  without  said  city.  Any  active  member,  not  indebted  to 
the  Society  for  dues,  may  constitute  himself  a  life  member  by  paying  at 
one  time  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars. 

The  annual  dues  of  members  shall  be  payable  in  advance  on  the  first 
day  of  May  in  each  year.  The  payment  of  the  annual  dues  shall  con- 
stitute a  condition  of  menibershi]),  and  the  neglect  or  refusal  to  pay  the 
same  for  the  j)eriod  of  six  months  after  they  become  due  shall  t)e  deemed 
a  withdrawal  from  the  S<KMctv. 
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ARTICLE   II.      OFFICERS. 


Section  i.  The  officers  of  the  Society,  to  be  elected  at  the  annual 
meeting  by  ballot,  and  to  hold  their  offices  for  one  year  and  until  others 
shall  be  chosen,  shall  be,*a  President,  not  exceeding  eight  Vice-Presi- 
dents, a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer, 
an  Auditor,  a  Committee  on  Membership  to  consist  of  seven  members, 
Committees  on  the  Library,  on  Publication,  and  on  Monthly  Papers, 
each  to  consist  of  three  members.  Only  active  members  resident  in  the 
State  of  Connecticut  shall  be  eligible  to  office. 

The  preceding  officers  and  the  chairmen  of  the  several  committees 
shall  constitute  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Society. 

The  presiding  officer  shall  name  the  members  of  all  special  committees 
ordered  raised  at  any  meeting. 

A  Librarian  and  Cabinet  Keeper  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Standing 
Committee,  whenever  such  appointment  shall  be  deemed  advisable. 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  be  chairman  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, and  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Membership,  the  Library, 
and  Publication;  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the 
Standing  Conmiittee;  and  shall  deliver  or  provide  for  an  address  at  the 
annual  meeting. 

The  Recording  Secretary*  shall  call  all  meetings  of  the  Society;  shall 
have  custody  of  the  files,  records,  and  seal  of  the  Society;  shall  give 
notice  to  new  members  of  their  election,  and  furnish  them  certificates 
of  membership;  and  shall  keep  an  accurate  journal  of  the  transactions 
of  the  Society  and  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

The  Corresix>nding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  in 
behalf  of  the  Society. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  the  admission  fees,  and  report  the  names 
of  the  persons  paying  the  same  to  the  Recording  Secretary;  shall  receive 
all  other  moneys  due,  and  all  donations  or  bequests  of  money  made  to 
the  Society;  shall  pay  to  the  order  of  the  chairman  of  the  Standing 
Committee  such  sums  as  may  be  reijuired  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of 
the  Society  and  such  as  the  Society  or  Standing  Connnittee  may  other- 
wise direct  to  be  paid;  shall  keep  a  true  and  faithful  account  of  all 
moneys  receive<l  and  paid  by  him,  and  of  the  proi>erty  and  debts  of  the  ' 

Society;  and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting,  render  an  audited  statement 
thereof. 

The  Librarian,  under  the  direction  of  the  Connnittee  on  the  Library, 
shall  arrange  and  have  charge  of  all  lx)oks,  pamphlets,  manuscripts, 
and  other  articles  belonging  to  or  tie|K)site(l  in  the  rooms  of  the  Society; 
and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  make  a  full  report  of 
his  doings  as  Librarian  during  the  past  year,  and  of  the  condition  of  the 
Librarv. 

The  Auditor  shall,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  examine  the  books, 
accounts  and  financial  statements  of  the  Treasurer,  an<l  compare  the 
same  with  the  vouchers  and  stn^urities  in  the  Treasurer's  hands  and 
certify  the  result  of  such  examination  to  the  Society. 


Section  3.  The  Committee  on  Membership  shall  consider  all  appli- 
cations for  membership,  and  shall  report  to  the  Society  such  applications 
as  said  Committee  may  approve  and  recommend  for  admission.  No 
applications  for  membership  shall  be  considered  or  acted  upon  by  said 
Committee  during  a  meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Committee  on  the  Library  shall  have  the  general  oversight  and 
management  of  the  library,  manuscripts  and  other  collections  belonging 
to  or  deposited  with  the  Society.  Said  Committee  shall  make  purchases 
for  the  library  to  such  an  amount  as  may  be  appropriated  from  time  to 
time  for  the  purpose. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  shall  have  the  superintendence  of  all 
publications  ordered  by  the  Society.  They  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
repK>rt  to  the  Society  respecting  the  selection  and  arrangement  of  such 
papers,  from  the  library  of  the  Society  or  other  sources,  as  are  most 
suitable  for  publication  in  volumes  of  the  Society's  Collections. 

The  Committee  on  Monthly  Papers  shall  provide  for  a  paper  to  be 
read  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  act  generally  in  behalf  of  the  Society, 
and  shall  fill  all  vacancies  in  any  offices  until  the  next  regular  meeting 
of  the  Society.  Any  five  members  of  this  Committee  may  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  a  notice  for  a  meeting  of 
the  Society  shall  be  deenie<l  a  notice  for  a  meeting  of  this  Committee. 
Special  meetings  of  this  Committee  may  be  called  by  the  Recording 
Secretary  by  direction  of  the  President. 

ARTICLE  III.      MEKTINCVS. 

Section  i.  An  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  May, 
at  such  time  as  the  Standing  Committee  shall  appoint. 

A  regular  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  evening  of  each 
month  from  October  to  May  inclusive,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  direction  of  the 
President,  or,  in  his  absence,  on  the  application  of  three  active  members 
to  the  Recording  Secretary. 

Notice  of  each  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  sent  by  mail  to  each 
active  member  at  least  two  days  prior  thereto.  And  at  any  meeting, 
duly  called  and  notified,  ten  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 

ARTICLE  IV.      DONATIONS  AND  DEPOSITS. 

All  donations  to  and  deposits  with  the  Society  shall  be  entered  in 
books  kept  for  that  purpose. 

No  donations  shall  be  exchanged  or  dis|>osed  of  unless  the  Society 
have  a  duplicate  of  the  same. 

All  deposits  left  with  the  Society  shall  be  carefully  preserved,  and 
may  at  any  time  be  taken  away  by  the  depositor  in  person,  or  deliv- 
ered on  his  written  order.     But  every  deposit  which  has  not  been  so 
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rtvluiined  or  withdrawn  shall,  after  the  decease  of  the  depositor,  l)e 
tMitered  as  a  donation,  and  t>e  deenieil  the  property  of  the  Society; 
unless,  at  the  time  of  niakin>(  the  deposit,  other  conditions  shall  have 
lH»en  presi*rihe<l  by  the  dejH>sitor. 

ARTICUK  V.      LIBRARY. 

The  nnnns,  with  all  Inxiks,  manuscripts,  pictures,  and  articles  IjelonjiT- 
\x\)i  to  or  <leiM»site*l  with  the  Society,  shall  be  under  the  immediate 
charge  of  the  l«ilmirian,  actinj^:  under  the  direction  of  the  Connuittee  on 
the  Library. 

The  library  shall  W  t>j)enetl  for  the  inspecticm  of  the  public,  and  the 
examination  of  lHK>k^  and  manuscripts,  and  transcription  therefrom,  at 
such  time,  and  on  such  conditions,  as  shall  l>e  prescribe<l  by  the  Com- 
milltH'  i»n  the  Library;  antl  no  lHK»k  or  manu.script  shall  be  taken  from 
tlic  rtH»ms  >\ithoul  a  sjnvial  vote  of  the  Society,  except  by  the  Committee 
on  Tubbcation, 

ARTICI.K  VI,      PIBLICATION  FIND.

AT  the  end  of  my  ninth  year  of  service  in  the  position  with 
I*  which  you  have  honored  me,  it  is  again  my  privilege  to 
lay  before  you  a  review  of  a  twelvemonth  of  our  history-. 
The  matters  of  special  interest  as  to  the  progress  of  the  work 
for  the  furtherance  of  which  we  are  organized  you  will  presently 
hear  in  the  report  of  our  Librarian. 

FINANCES  AND  FUNDS. 

First  of  all,  I  have  great  satisfaction  in  acknowledging  the 
generous  response  which  was  made  by  members  of  the  Society 
to  a  request  from  the  Standing  Committee,  that  those  who  felt 
able  to  do  so  would  increase  their  remittance  for  annual  fees 
to  the  amount  of  ten  dollars  or  more,  in  order  to  avoid  or  at 
least  diminish  the  otherwise  unavoidable  deficit  in  our  annual 
accounts.  Forty-four  members  replied  to  the  request  with  con- 
tributions for  current  expenses  amounting  in  the  total  to  $363, 
so  that  the  year's  deficit  was  reduced  to  about  $150.  This 
deficit  also,  I  am  thankful  to  say,  has  been  wiped  out  by  the 
generosity  of  our  first  Vice-President,  who  sent  at  the  close  of 
the  year  a  special  gift  of  $500,  as  on  former  occasions  he  has 
made  like  benefactions,  thus  enabling  the  Treasurer  to  carry  to 
the  new  year  a  balance  both  serviceable  and  encouraging.  The 
Standing  Committee  will,  I  doubt  not,  repeat  their  request  this 
year;  and  I  sincerelj-  hope  that  we  shall  be  able  by  voluntary 
gifts,  which  will  be  a  pleasure  rather  than  a  burden  to  the 
donors,  to  make  it  certain  that  the  next  annual  report  of  the 
Treasurer  will  show  that  we  have  not  been  obliged  to  draw  on 
Mr.  Goodwin's  gift  for  our  ordinary-  expenses. 

At  the  death  of  Miss  Lucy  A.  Brainard,  it  became  known 
that  she  was  the  donor  of  a  Book  Fund  which  she  had  begun 
and  to  which  she  had  generously  added;  the  Society  has  now 
voted  that  it  shall  bear  her  name.  We  are  also  under  obliga- 
tions to  the  late  Miss  Goldthwaite  for  a  gift  from  which  there 
will  come  from  time  to  time  an  increase  to  the  Librar>'.  The 
Standing    Committee  will    soon    have    under   consideraticm   a 
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report  from  the  Auditor  as  to  the  best  manner  of  keeping  the 
accounts  of  both  the  general  and  the  special  funds,  the  results 
of  which,  I  hope,  will  appear  in  the  Treasurer's  report  of  next 
year. 

MBMBBRSHIP. 

During  the  past  year  twenty-nine  active  members  have  been 
elected,  seven  have  resigned,  and  twelve  (of  whom  four  were 
life  members)  have  died.  The  list  of  ex  officio  members  has 
been  diminished  by  the  death  of  His  Excellency  Governor 
LiLLEY  and  by  the  retirement  of  Justice  Hamkrslev,  and 
increased  by  the  addition  of  the  names  of  two  newly-elected 
Judges  of  the  Superior  Court.  One  corresponding  member 
has  died:  Henry  Reed  Stiles,  M.  D.,  of  Hill  View,  N.  Y., 
the  well-known  historian  of  Windsor  and  Wethersfield,  on  7 
January  1909.  The  corrected  list  of  members  shows  fifteen  ex 
officio^  one  honorary',  ten  corresponding,  and  three  hundred  and 
sixty-three  active  members,  of  which  last  number  forty-one 
are  members  for  life;  the  full  number  on  our  roll  is  therefore 
three  hundred  and  eighty-nine. 

OBITUARY. 

At  the  head  of  the  list  of  active  members  who  have  deceased 
during  the  past  year  we  must  place  the  name  of  one  who  was 
long  our  senior  member,  Gurdon  Wadsworth  Russell, 
M.  D.  He  was  admitted  to  the  Society  30  April  1840  and  died 
3  February'  1909,  full  of  years  and  of  honor.  To  tell  of  him  as 
a  citizen,  a  physician,  a  local  historian,  would  be  to  rehearse 
what  is  well  known  to  you  all;  but  we  add  the  tribute  of  our 
respect  and  of  our  gratitude  for  his  interest  in  the  Society's 
work  and  of  his  benefaction  for  its  continuance. 

The  other  active  members  whose  death  has  been  recorded 
were  as  follows: 

Edward  C.  Brecher,  of  New  Haven,  elected  a  member  in 
1905,  a  local  antiquarian  who  willingly  put  his  knowledge  at 
the  disposal  of  others,  died  17  April  1909. 

William  G.  Boardman,  a  business  man  of  Hartford,  a  life 
member,  admitted  in  iSyo,  died  26  May  190S. 

Miss  Lucy  Abigail  Brainard,  of  Hartford,  also  a  life 
member,  admitted  in  1890,  a  diligent  student  of  family  histor>' 

and  a  generous  benefactor  of  the  Society,  died  28  IXxremlKT 

190H. 
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James  W.  Eldridge,  of  Hartford,  elected  to  membership 
last  year,  a  collector  of  Civil  War  relics,  died  6  February 
1909. 

Charles  L.  Lincoln,  of  Hartford,  a  life  member,  admitted 
in  1890,  well  known  as  a  manufacturer  and  a  citizen,  died  22 
July  1908. 

Horace  E.  Mather,  of  Hartford,  senior  member  of  our 
membership  committee,  himself  a  member  since  1885,  died  13 
March  1909. 

Mrs.  Lydia  Bolles  Newcomb,  of  New  Haven,  elected  a 
member  in  1905,  an  editor  of  genealogical  works,  died  22  June 
1908. 

John  Bartlett  Noble,  of  East  Windsor,  Dairy  Commis- 
sioner of  the  State,  a  member  since  1905,  died  27  July  1908. 

George  Bliss  Sanford,  U.  S.  A.  (retired),  of  Litchfield, 
elected  to  membership  in  1894,  died  13  July  1908. 

Carnot  O.  Spencer,  of  Hartford,  Commissioner  of  the 
State  School  Fund,  a  member  since  1904,  died  22  June  1908. 

Samuel  Taylor,  of  Hartford,  a  useful  and  honored  citizen, 
interested  in  local  history,  ser\^ing  on  our  membership  com- 
mittee, admitted  in  1888,  died  23  August  1908. 

The  record  of  Dr.  Russell's  death  suggests  the  mention  of 
the  fact  that  his  admission  to  the  Society  antedated  by  twenty- 
four  years  that  of  any  member  who  survives  him.  Of  our 
active  members  there  are  now  but  seven  who  were  elected  thirty 
years  or  more  ago.  The  senior  is  Mr.  P.  Henry  Woodward, 
admitted  in  May  1864;  the  others  are,  in  order,  Mr.  James 
Terry,  admitted  May  1868;  Miss  Ellen  D.  Larned,  October 
1870;  Mr.  Charles  Hopkins  Clark,  May  1875;  myself,  July 
1875;  Rev.  Francis  Goodwin,  December  1876;  and  Mr.  Lewis 
E.  Stanton,  May  1879. 

MEETINGS. 

We  have  held  our  eight  monthly  meetings,  those  for  October 
and  November  having  been  each  anticipated  by  a  week  on 
account  of  the  Bridge  Celebration  and  the  Federal  Election. 
The  papers  read  to  the  members  of  the  Society  and  others  at 
these  meetings  were  as  follows: 

At  the  first  meeting,  it  being  nearly  the  two-hundredth 
anniversary  of  the  Synod  which  met  at  Say  brook  in    1708, 


Professor  Williston  Walker  favored  us  with  a  paper  on  *  *The 
Saybrook  Platform/* 

At  the  second  meeting,  Mr.  William  R.  Cross  read  a  paper 
on  **Noah  Webster,"  which  was  specially  timely  as  the  day 
followed  not  long  after  the  one  hundred  and  fiftieth  anniver- 
sary of  the  birth  of  the  great  lexicographer. 

In  December,  Mr.  Woolsey  McAlpine  Johnson  gave  an 
account  of  "Copper  Smelting  in  the  ITnited  States.'* 

In  Januar>',  Mr.  Arthur  L.  Shipman  presented  reminiscences 
of  his  grandfather,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Leffingwell  Shipman. 

In  February,  Dr.  Walter  R.  Steiner  read  a  paper  on  "The 
Hartford  Wits,  with  special  notice  of  Dr.  Lemuel  Hopkins." 

In  March,  Mr.  Francis  H.  Parker  read  a  paper  on  **A  Town 
Officer  of  Ancient  Haddam,"  George  Gates. 

In  April,  Mr.  Julius  Gay  gave  us  the  history  of  the  old 
Famiington  Canal. 

And  in  May,  Mr.  Forrest  Morgan  presented  us  with  his 
"Solution  of  the  War^vick  Patent  Mystery." 

PrBLICATIONS. 

The  volume  of  Collections  published  this  year,  the  twelfth 
in  number,  contains  Lists  and  Returns  of  Connecticut  Men  in 
the  Revolution,  1 775-1 7H3,  carefully  edited  and  indexed  by 
our  Librarian  as  Chairman  of  the  Publication  Committee. 
The  material  for  another  volume  of  pajHjrs  connected  with  the 
(fovernorship  of  Jonathan  Law  has  l)een  transcribed,  and 
awaits  the  action  of  the  Publication  Committee. 

The  Ctmimittee  on  Printing  Ancient  Vital  Records  has  pre- 
pared and  printed  a  volume  containing  the  vital  records  of  the 
Towns  of  Holt(m  and  Vernon;  I  iniderstand  that  it  is  now 
ready  f(»r  distribution  to  subscril)ers  and  purchasers.  We  trust 
that  ihi.s  volume  may  l)e  followed  by  others,  to  the  great 
s,uiNl'actit)n  of  genealogists  and  historians. 

HISTORICAL   COMMKMuKATIONS. 

It  is  now  twenty  years  or  more  since  our  oldest  Towns  held 
the  commemoralion  of  their  (ju;u*ler-milleniiial  anniversaries: 
and  Norwich,  daughter  of  cme  of  the  oldest,  conies  to  the  close 
of  two  hundre<l  and  fifty  years  in  a  few  months.  ( )lher  Towns 
have  observed  tlieir  bicentennial  anniversaries,  and  some  of 
origin  since  the  Col<my  l)ecame  a  Stale  their  ceiUeniiiaK.      I 
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have  had  the  honor  in  recent  years  of  representing  our  Society 
at  the  bicentennials  of  Newtown,  New  Milford,  Hebron,  and 
Killingly,  and  the  centennials  of  Marlborough  and  Meriden,  as 
also  at  the  two-hundredth  anniversaries  of  the  first  Parish  of 
the  Episcopal  Church  in  Connecticut  and  of  the  adoption  of 
the  Saybrook  Platform,  besides  other  commemorations  of  a 
more  local  interest.  I  speak  of  these  in  order  to  bear  testi- 
mony to  my  appreciation  of  the  value  of  such  observances, 
which  are  the  natural  occasions  of  bringing  before  the  people 
of  each  community,  at  least  once  in  a  generation,  the  story  of 
its  origin  and  its  growth.  Thus  the  memor>'  of  older  persons 
is  refreshed,  and  the  mind  of  those  who  are  younger  is  in- 
structed, not  only  as  to  the  facts  of  history,  but  also  as  to  the 
principles  embodied  in  them.  The  true  life  of  a  common- 
wealth or  a  town  depends  largely  on  the  consciousness  of  that 
life;  and  to  the  perpetuation  of  that  consciousness  such  com- 
memorations as  these  make  a  most  useful  contribution. 

CHANGKS  IN  THK  BUILDING. 

We  are  watching  with  interest  the  erection  of  the  magnificent 
art-gallery  which  Mr.  J.  Pierpont  Morgan  is  presenting  to  the 
Athenaeum  and  to  Hartford  and  the  other  handsome  build- 
ing, the  gift  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Hart  Colt,  which  connects 
it  with  this  in  w^hich  our  Society  has  been  and  is  so  comfort- 
ably housed.  The  changes  required  or  made  possible  by  the 
enlarged  space  for  the  treasures  of  art  belonging  to  the  Athe- 
naeum are  calling  for  a  readjustment  of  space  in  their  building; 
and  I  wish  to  say  that  in  making  this  readjustment  the  in- 
terests of  the  Historical  Society  have  been  carefully  and 
generously  considered;  the  representatives  of  the  Athenaeum 
who  have  the  work  in  charge  have  cared  for  the  welfare  of  our 
Society  no  less  than  have  those  whom  we  have  appointed  to 
represent  us.  There  may  be  a  little  inconvenience  during  the 
process  of  transition,  though  this  will  be  reduced  to  a  minimum 
by  the  thoughtful  labor  of  our  Librarian;  but  when  all  is  ad- 
justed, I  am  sure  that  we  shall  l)e  more  than  satisfied  with  the 
arrangements  made  for  the  present  and  future  convenience  and 
usefulness  of  our  collections  and  for  the  work  which  it  is  our 

privilege  to  do  and  to  plan.

Mr,  President  and  Members  of  the  Society: 

Several  valuable  gifts  have  been  received  during  the  year 
now  closing.  Aside  from  these,  there  is  little  that  can  be  said 
at  this  time  which  differs,  except  in  detail,  from  what  has 
already  been  said  in  pre\nous  reports;  unless  it  be  relative  to 
the  expected  changes  in  the  Society's  rooms,  caused  by  altera- 
tions soon  to  be  made  in  the  Athenaeum  building.  The  be- 
ginning already  made  in  these  changes  has  necessitated  the 
removal  to  the  **annex"  building  of  some  thousands  of  books, 
the  changing  and  piling  of  others  in  different  locations,  and 
the  removal  of  all  our  miscellaneous  stock  of  books,  boxes  and 
curios  from  their  previous  location  to  an  adjoining  cellar  room. 
But  this  is  only  a  foretaste  of  the  changes  that  are  soon  to 
occur,  and  the  record  of  the  coming  year  seems  likely  to  be 
mainly  a  record  of  change  and  settlement  in  our  new  quarters. 
There  is  a  feeling  of  sentimental  regret  at  leaving  the  present 
librar>'  room;  but  this  is  in  part  offset  by  the  fact  that  the 
**hair'  in  which  the  Society  has  met  for  sixty-five  years  will 
be  retained  and  will  remain  substantially  unchanged. 

On  Dec.  22  the  following  letter  was  handed  by  its  writer 
to  your  librarian:

Dear  Sir: — Through  you  I  present  to  the  Connecticut  His- 
torical Society  60  sets  of  books  of  the  Bra i nerd -Brainard 
Genealogy,  consisting  of  three  volumes  to  each  set  of  b<K)ks, 
to  belong  to  the  St>ciety. 

I  request  that  they  be  not  sold  during  my  life- time  and  when 
sold  that  you  ask  not  less  than  sixteen  dollars  per  set,  and  as 
nmcli  mt*re  j^er  set  as  seem*.  hcs.t  for  the  Society.

This  Splendid  Christmas  gift  has  sad  asMK-iations,  for  two 
days  after  the  receipt  of  the  letter  Mi^s  Brainard  met  with  the 
serious  accident  which  resulted  in  her  death  the  following  week. 
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Miss  Brainard  had  been  one  of  the  most  interested,  active 
and  generous  members  of  the  Society,  not  only  in  her  own 
gifts  of  cash,  books,  and  objects  of  historical  interest,  but  in 
inducing  others  to  make  similar  gifts  in  each  of  these  classes. 

The  Society's  '*Book  Fund*'  was  established  by  her  by 
anonymous  gifts  at  different  times  amounting  to  one  thousand 
dollars,  with  which  has  been  funded  one  hundred  dollars  of 
income.  The  first  of  these  gifts  was  in  1892;  the  last  in 
1906.  Fifty -seven  volumes  have  been  added  to  the  library  by 
purchases  made  from  the  income  of  this  fund. 

At  the  meeting  of  January  5,  following  the  announcement  of 
Miss  Brainard' s  death  and  of  the  gift  of  genealogies  by  her, 
and  the  statement  that  she  was  the  donor  of  the  Book  Fund, 
the  following  was  voted: 

That  the  g^ft  of  sixty  sets  of  the  Brainard  genealogy  be  ac- 
cepted on  the  conditions  named  by  Miss  Brainard. 

That  the  present  Book  Fund,  established  by  her,  be  renamed 
The  Lucy  A.  Brainard  Book  Fund. 

That  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  copies  of  the  Brainard 
genealogy  presented  by  her  be  added  to  the  principal  of  this 
fund. 

That  the  income  from  The  Lucy  A.  Brainard  Book  Fund  be 
used  exclusively  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  library  of 
the  Society. 

Under  the  will  of  Jane  Goldthwaite  we  have  received  the 
balance  of  the  edition  of  the  Goldthwaite  Genealogy  compiled 
by  her  sister  Charlotte  Goldthwaite,  sometime  a  member  of  the 
Society.  It  has  been  voted  that  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of 
copies  be  expended  in  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  librarj' 
which  shall  be  credited  as  gifts  from  Miss  Goldthwaite.  In 
addition  to  the  genealogies  about  one  hundred  miscellaneous 
books  and  pamphlets  were  received  from  Miss  Goldthwaite' s 
estate. 

The  volumes  of  Massachusetts  Soldiers  and  Sailors  of  the 
Revolutionary  War  being  frequently  asked  for  in  the  library, 
an  endeavor  has  been  made  to  secure  the  series  through  con- 
tributions by  different  persons  sufficient  for  the  purchase  of 
one  or  more  volumes.

The  Huntington  family  letters  mentioned  above  are  de- 
serving of  further  notice.  They  are  dated  from  June  7,  1758, 
to  June  10,  18 14,  and  nearly  all  of  them  were  written  to  Gen. 
Jabez  Huntington  of  Norwich.  The  great  majority  of  them 
were  written  from  camp  and  field  by  his  son  the  distinguished 
Gen.  Jedediah  during  his  service  in  the  Revolution  and  cover 
the  entire  period  of  the  war,  from  his  account  of  * 'throwing  up 
Intrenchments*  *  at  Roxbur>'  in  April  1775,  to  the  announce- 
ment from  West  Point  in  Oct.  1783  that  he  was  about  to  return 
to  his  home  in  Norwich.  Many  of  these  letters  are  of  much 
historical  interest.  Other  letters  in  the  collection  were  written 
by  Andrew,  Joshua  and  Ebenezer,  also  sons  of  Gen.  Jabez,  and 
by  his  son-in-law  John  Chester  of  Wethersfield.  This  series 
of  letters  is  well  worthy  of  being  printed  for  the  interesting 
material  that  they  contain  relating  to  the  Revolution. 

Three  lots  of  book-plates  (ex-libris),  loaned  to  the  Society 
for  the  purpose,  have  been  exhibited  in  our  hall.  One  of 
plates  engraved  by  the  late  J.  Winfred  Spenceley,  by  his 
brother  Frederick  Spenceley  and  by  Joseph  L.  Smith ;  a  second 
of  plates  by  the  late  Edwin  D.  French  and  by  C.  W.  Sherbom; 
the  third  of  early  American  plates  by  various  engravers,  with 
a  few  choice  foreign  plates.

lessness or  illegible  writing  of  original  writer  or  transcriber, 
the  volumes  have  proved  of  great  value  and  interest. 

The  twelfth  volume  of  our  Collections,  forming  a  book  of 
500  octavo  pages,  was  issued  in  January  of  the  present  year. 
Its  second  title  is  * 'Lists  and  Returns  of  Connecticut  Men  in 
the  Revolution,  1 775-1 783.''  In  addition  to  a  few  new  names 
and  to  numerous  rolls  of  companies  serving  1 780-1 783  not 
heretofore  published  and  giving  new  records  of  service,  it  con- 
tains lists  returned  from  a  majority  of  the  towns  in  the  state 
giving  the  names  of  soldiers  ser\'ing  at  different  times  from 
each  town  in  the  Continental  or  **Line'*  regiments.  These 
lists,  it  is  believed,  \^nll  prove  ver>'  useful  in  aiding  to  identify 
individual  soldiers,  particularly  when  two  or  more  persons 
bearing  identical  names  may  have  been  in  service  at  the  same 
time. 

One  error  in  the  volume,  made  at  the  printing  office  after 
the  final  proof  left  the  compiler's  hands,  has  been  noted.  On 
page  158,  fourth  and  fifth  lines  from  the  foot  of  the  page,  the 
given  names  have  been  transposed.  They  should  read  **Cuggo 
Negro"  and  **Josiah  Rogers." 

The  annual  report  of  1908,  a  pamphlet  of  41  pages,  issued 
on  the  first  day  of  July,  contains  the  usual  reports  of  officers 
and  statistics  of  the  Society. 

Copy  is  prepared  for  a  second  volume  of  the  Gov.  Jonathan 
Law  Papers  covering  the  period  of  Aug.  1745  to  Dec.  1746, 
the  first  volume  of  which,  issued  in  1907,  formed  the  eleventh 
in  our  series  of  Collections. 

The  issue  of  the  Vital  records  of  Bolton  and  Vernon,  work 
upon  which  was  noted  in  the  last  report,  has  been  unex- 
pectedly delayed,  and  the  volume  was  delivered  to  the  Society 
onlv  vesterdav.  It  forms  an  octavo  cloth-bound  book  of 
xxii,  291  pages,  and  is  completely  indexed.  Your  librarian 
has  aided  the  committee  in  charge  of  the  work  in  comparing 
the  printer's  copy  with  the  original  records  and  has  read  the 
proof  of  the  whole  of  the  text  and  index. 

The  editorial  work  on  this  volume,  on  the  volume  of  Collec- 
tions and  on  the  annual  report,  with  the  preparation  of  addi- 
tional **copy*'  for  a  second  volume  of  Governor  Law  papers, 
has  consumed  much  time  durin>;  the  past  year;  the  fact  that 
much  of  the  material  to  l)e  printed  is  located  outside  of  the 
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Society's  rooms  adding  to  both  the  time  occupied  and  the 
expense  entailed. 

The  number  of  readers  has  been  slightly  less  than  during 
the  previous  year,  the  total   since   the  last  annual  meeting 

being  3»552. 

Early  this  year  occurred  an  auction  sale  of  the  books  com- 
prising a  famous  genealogical  library.  The  last  previous  great 
sale  of  genealogical  books  took  place  seven  years  before.  At 
the  1902  sale  the  prices  far  exceeded  any  previously  realized 
for  such  books,  and  it  was  thought  at  that  time  that  the  limit 
of  price  had  been  reached.  But  at  the  sale  this  year  the  price 
realized  for  rare  American  genealogical  works,  and  the  majority 
of  those  published  twenty  or  more  years  ago  are  already  rare, 
was  as  far  beyond  the  prices  of  1902  as  those  had  been  beyond 
previous  prices.  In  some  instances  well  known  genealogies 
fetched  three,  six  and  eight  times  the  prices  of  seven  years 
ago.  The  earlier  local  histories  have  also  increased  much  in 
value,  but  not  as  much  as  the  genealogies. 

And  this  talk  of  increased  values  brings  me  to  speak  of  the 
Patterson  Library  purchased  by  the  Society  in  1894,  chiefly 
through  subscriptions  by  interested  members  and  friends. 
The  total  cost  of  the  library,  after  deducting  the  receipts  from 
the  sale  of  duplicate  books  was  $4,000.  It  added  to  our 
shelves,  besides  74  genealogical  manuscripts,  some  of  them 
quite  extensive,  and  a  quantity  of  miscellaneous  manuscript 
genealogical  material,  almost  900  volumes  and  above  950 
pamphlets.  Of  these,  the  bound  volumes  of  local  history  and 
the  volumes  and  pamphlets  of  genealogy  totaled  680  items. 
Nearly  every  one  of  these  was  already  a  scarce  book  or 
pamphlet;  for  the  commoner  ones,  copies  of  which  were  already 
on  our  shelves,  were  disposed  of  in  our  sale  of  duplicates. 
The  recent  sale  referred  to  contained  267  genealogies  which 
duplicated  items  acquired  by  us  in  the  Patterson  Library. 
These  267  items  sold  for  $1,532,  an  average  of  $5.75  each;  or 
three-eighths  of  the  .sum  paid  for  all  the  books  and  manuscripts 
for  one-seventh  in  number  of  the  books.  The  purchase  of  the 
Patterson  Library'  by  the  Society  at  the  price  paid  for  it  has 
proved  itself  well  justified.

have  perpetual  succession;  shall  be  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued, 
pleading  and  being  impleaded,  and  also  to  purchase,  receive,  hold  and 
convey  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  three 
hundred  thousand  dollars;  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same 
may  alter  at  pleasure,  may  establish  rules  relative  to  the  admission  of 
future  members;  may  ordain,  establish,  and  put  in  execution  such  by- 
laws and  regulations,  not  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  charter,  or 
the  laws  of  this  State,  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  government 
of  said  Corporation. 

The  Governor  of  this  State,  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  and  the  Judges 
of  the  Superior  Court,  shall  be  ex  officio  members  of  the  Society. 

Said  Corporation  shall  meet  once  a  year  for  the  choice  of  a  President, 
Vice-President,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Recording  Secretary,  Treas- 
urer, and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  designated  from  time  to  time  by 
the  by-laws  of  the  Society. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Society  sliall  be  holden  at  the  State  House  in 
Hartford  at  such  time  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Honorable  John 
Trumbull,  notice  thereof  being  previously  given  in  one  or  more  news- 
papers printed  in  Hartford. 

Provided,  nevertheless,  that  this  act  of  incorporation  shall  be  subject 
to  be  revoke<l  or  altered,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  General  Assembly.

ARTICLB  I.      MEMBERS. 

Section  i.  The  Society  shall  consist  of  active,  corresponding,  and 
honorary  members.  Only  active  members  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in 
any  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Corresponding  and  honorary  members  shall  be  persons  residing  out 
of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  admission 
fee  or  dues. 

Honorary  members  shall  be  persons  who  may  have  rendered  important 
public  service  to  the  State  of  Connecticut,  or  to  the  cause  of  historic 
inquiry,  or  literature  generally. 

Section  2.  Every  application  for  active  membership  shall  be  in 
writing,  signed  by  the  applicant,  shall  be  supported  by  the  written 
recommendation  of  at  least  one  active  member  residing  in  the  State  of 
Connecticut,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  admission  fee  of  three 
dollars.  Such  applications  must  be  made  upon  blank  forms  fur- 
nished by  the  Society  and  shall  contain  a  brief  personal  sketch  of  the 
applicant. 

Every  nomination  for  the  election  of  corresponding  or  honorary 
members  shall  be  based  upon  the  application,  in  writing,  of  at  least  two 
active  members,  residing  in  the  State  of  Connecticut,  stating  the  reason 
for  such  nomination,  and  the  qualifications  of  the  persons  proposed  for 
membership. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  be  voted  for  as  an  active,  corresponding, 
or  honorary  member  until  at  least  the  meeting  next  succeeding  the  one 
at  which  his  election  is  recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Membership. 

Whenever  a  vote  shall  be  taken  on  the  admission  of  a  member  and 
there  shall  be  found  two  ballots  against  his  admission,  the  presiding 
officer  shall  declare  the  election  postponed.  At  the  next  regular  meet- 
ing, if  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Membership  shall  be 
renewed,  he  may  be  admitted  by  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present. 

Section  4.  Active  members  shall  pay  as  annual  dues  to  the  Society 
three  dollars  if  they  reside  within  the  city  of  Hartford,  and  two  dollars 
if  they  reside  without  said  city.  Any  active  member,  not  indebted  to 
the  Society  for  dues,  may  constitute  himself  a  life  member  by  paying  at 
one  time  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars. 

The  annual  dues  of  members  shall  be  payable  in  advance  on  the  first 
day  of  May  in  each  year.  The  payment  of  the  annual  dues  shall  con- 
stitute a  condition  of  membership,  and  the  neglect  or  refusal  to  pay  the 
same  for  the  period  of  six  months  after  they  become  due  shall  be  deemed 
a  withdrawal  from  the  Society. 


ARTICI^B  n.     OFFICERS. 

Section  i.  The  officers  of  the  Society,  to  be  elected  at  the  annual 
meeting  by  ballot,  and  to  hold  their  offices  for  one  year  and  nntil  others 
shall  be  chosen,  shall  be,  a  President,  not  exceeding  eight  Vice-Presi- 
dents, a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer, 
an  Auditor,  a  Committee  on  Membership  to  consist  of  seven  members, 
Committees  on  the  Library,  on  Publication,  and  on  Monthly  Papers, 
each  to  consist  of  three  members.  Only  active  members  resident  in  the 
State  of  Connecticut  shall  be  eligible  to  office. 

The  preceding  officers  and  the  chairmen  of  the  several  committees 
shall  constitute  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Society. 

The  presiding  officer  shall  name  the  members  of  all  special  committees 
ordered  raised  at  any  meeting. 

A  Librarian  and  Cabinet  Keeper  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Standing 
Committee,  whenever  such  appointment  shall  be  deemed  advisable. 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  be  chairman  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, and  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Membership,  the  Library, 
and  Publication;  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the 
Standing  Committee;  and  shall  deliver  or  provide  for  an  address  at  the 
annual  meeting. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  call  all  meetings  of  the  Society;  shall 
have  custody  of  the  files,  records,  and  seal  of  the  Society;  shall  give 
notice  to  new  members  of  their  election,  and  furnish  them  certificates 
of  membership;  and  shall  keep  an  accurate  journal  of  the  transactions 
of  the  Society  and  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  in 
behalf  of  the  Society. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  the  admission  fees,  and  report  the  names 
of  the  persons  paying  the  same  to  the  Recording  Secretary;  shall  receive 
all  other  moneys  due,  and  all  donations  or  bequests  of  money  made  to 
the  Society;  shall  pay  to  the  order  of  the  chairman  of  the  Standing 
Committee  such  sums  as  may  be  required  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of 
the  Society  and  such  as  the  Society  or  Standing  Committee  may  other- 
wise direct  to  be  paid;  shall  keep  a  true  and  faithful  account  of  all 
moneys  received  and  paid  by  him,  and  of  the  property  and  debts  of  the 
Society;  and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting,  render  an  audited  statement 
thereof. 

The  Librarian,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  the  Library, 
shall  arrange  and  have  charge  of  all  books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts, 
and  other  articles  belonging  to  or  deposited  in  the  rooms  of  the  Society; 
and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  make  a  full  report  of 
his  doings  as  Librarian  during  the  past  year,  and  of  the  condition  of  the 
Librarv. 

The  Auditor  shall,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  examine  the  l>ooks, 
accounts  and  financial  statements  of  the  Treasurer,  and  compare  the 
same  with  the  vouchers  and  securities  in  the  Treasurer's  hands  and 
certify  the  result  of  such  examination  to  the  Society. 


Sbction  3.  The  Committee  on  Membership  shall  consider  all  appli- 
cations for  membership,  and  shall  report  to  the  Society  such  applications 
as  said  Committee  may  approve  and  recommend  for  admission.  No 
applications  for  membership  shall  be  considered  or  acted  upon  by  said 
Committee  during  a  meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Committee  on  the  Library  shall  have  the  general  oversight  and 
management  of  the  library,  manuscripts  and  other  collections  belonging 
to  or  deposited  with  the  Society.  Said  Committee  shall  make  purchases 
for  the  library  to  such  an  amount  as  may  be  appropriated  from  time  to 
time  for  the  purpose. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  shall  have  the  superintendence  of  all 
publications  ordered  by  the  Society.  They  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
report  to  the  Society  respecting  the  selection  and  arrangement  of  such 
papers,  from  the  library  of  the  Society  or  other  sources,  as  are  most 
suitable  for  publication  in  volumes  of  the  Society's  Collections. 

The  Committee  on  Monthly  Papers  shall  provide  for  a  paper  to  be 
read  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  act  generally  in  behalf  of  the  Society, 
and  shall  fill  all  vacancies  in  any  offices  until  the  next  regular  meeting 
of  the  Society.  Any  five  members  of  this  Committee  may  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  a  notice  for  a  meeting  of 
the  Society  shall  be  deemed  a  notice  for  a  meeting  of  this  Committee. 
Special  meetings  of  this  Committee  may  be  called  by  the  Recording 
Secretary  by  direction  of  the  President. 

ARTICI<B  ni.      MEETINGS. 

Section  i.  An  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  May, 
at  such  time  as  the  Standing  Committee  shall  appoint. 

A  regular  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  evening  of  each 
month  from  October  to  May'  inclusive,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  direction  of  the 
President,  or,  in  his  absence,  on  the  application  of  three  active  members 
to  the  Recording  Secretary. 

Notice  of  each  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  sent  by  mail  to  each 
active  member  at  least  two  days  prior  thereto.  And  at  any  meeting, 
duly  called  and  notified,  ten  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 

ARTICLE  IV.      donations  AND  DEPOSITS. 

All  donations  to  and  deposits  with  the  Society  shall  be  entered  in 
books  kept  for  that  purpose. 

No  donations  shall  be  exchanged  or  disposed  of  unless  the  Society 
have  a  duplicate  of  the  same. 

All  deposits  left  with  the  Society  shall  be  carefully  preserved,  and 
may  at  any  time  be  taken  away  by  the  depositor  in  person,  or  deliv- 
ered on  his  written  order.     But  every  deposit  which  has  not  been  so 
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reclaimed  or  withdrawn  shall,  after  the  decease  of  the  depositor,  be 
entered  as  a  donation,  and  be  deemed  the  property  of  the  Society; 
unless,  at  the  time  of  making  the  deposit,  other  conditions  shall  have 
been  prescribed  by  the  depositor. 

ARTICLE  V.      LIBRARY. 

The  rooms,  with  all  books,  manuscripts,  pictures,  and  articles  belong- 
ing to  or  deposited  with  the  Society,  shall  be  under  the  immediate 
charge  of  the  Librarian,  acting  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Library. 

The  library  shall  be  opened  for  the  inspection  of  the  public,  and  the 
examination  of  books  and  manuscripts,  and  transcription  therefrom,  at 
such  time,  and  on  such  conditions,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Library;  and  no  book  or  manuscript  shall  be  taken  from 
the  rooms  without  a  special  vote  of  the  Society,  except  by  the  Committee 
on  Publication. 

ARTICLE  VI.      PUBLICATION  Fl'ND. 

The  legacy  left  to  the  Society  by  its  late  President,  the  Hon.  Thomas 
Day,  the  avails  of  all  life  memberships,  and  all  special  donations  and 
subscriptions  which  may  be  made  thereto,  shall  constitute  a  Publication 
Fund,  the  income  of  which  shall  be  applied,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Committee  on  Publication,  toward  the  expense  of  such  publications  as 
may  be  ordered  by  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VII.      ALTERATIONS. 

Any  alteration  of  these  by-laws  shall  be  submitted  to  a  regular  meet- 
ing, held  prior  to  that  on  which  the  vote  on  the  same  is  taken. 
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THE  close  of  another  year,  the  tenth  in  which  I  have  had 
the  honor  of  serving  you  in  this  office,  finds  us  in  occu- 
pancy of  our  newly  provided  and  newly  furnished  library  and 
stack- rooms,  and  expecting  to  hold  our  next  meeting  in  the 
refurnished  hall  which  we  have  occupied  before.  The  readjust- 
ment of  the  space  under  this  roof,  made  possible  (and  indeed 
necessary)  by  the  erection  of  Mr.  Morgan's  and  Mrs.  Colt's 
memorial  galleries,  has  given  us  the  space  for  books  and  news- 
papers and  archives,  and  also  for  consultation  and  study,  which 
enables  us  better  to  see  and  to  use  what  we  have  on  hand, 
even  if  it  tells  us  more  distinctly  of  our  wants  and  sets  us  to 
thinking  as  to  the  way  in  which  we  can  supply  them.  The 
Librarian,  in  connection  with  his  report,  will  tell  us  of  what 
has  been  done  and  what  remains  to  be  done  in  connection  with 
these  changes.  We  are  under  obligations  to  the  authorities  of 
the  Athenaeum  for  their  consideration  of  our  needs  and  our 
comfort  and  for  their  expenditure  on  our  behalf;  and  still 
more  are  we  indebted  to  a  generosity  which  we  have  experi- 
enced before,  for  the  furnishing  of  the  rooms  with  shelving  of 
the  very  best  type  and  for  much  that  ensures  safety  and  con- 
venience in  the  ordering  of  our  rooms  and  their  contents.  I 
wish  that  I  were  allowed  to  make  more  definite  recognition  of 
all  this;  certainly  none  of  us  will  be  lacking  in  thankful  appre- 
ciation of  it.  Special  acknowledgment  ought  also  to  be  made 
of  the  services  rendered  by  the  Librarian  in  connection  with 
the  changes,  which  has  caused  him  much  labor  and  (I  am 
sure)  much  patience. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

In  the  past  year  we  have  gained  but  five  active  members  by 
election;  and  one  person  has  been  elected  a  corresponding 
member.  Eight  active  members  have  resigned;  several  have 
been  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues;  and  two  former  mem- 
bers, whose  names  had  been  dropped,  have  reinstated  them- 
selves.    The  roll  shows  at  present  the  names  of  one  honorary 
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member,  nine  corresponding  members,  sixteen  ex  officio  mem- 
bers (one  of  whom  is  also  on  the  list  of  active  members),  and 
three  hundred  and  eighty-one  active  members,  of  whom  forty- 
one  are  members  for  life.  We  ought  to  have  five  hundred 
members  regularly  paying  the  small  annual  dues. 

OBITUARY. 

We  record  this  year  the  deaths  of  two  corresponding  mem- 
bers, one  of  which  took  place  before  the  last  annual  meeting: 

John  Harvey  Treat,  of  Lawrence,  Mass.,  elected  in  1887, 
died  9  November  1908;  and 

Francis  Olcott  Allen,  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  elected  in 
1902,  died  3  December  1909. 

The  active  members  who  have  died  during  the  past  year  are 
as  follows: 

John  Gilbert  Root,  of  Hartford,  elected  to  membership 
in  1890,  president  of  the  Farmers  and  Mechanics  National 
Bank,  sometime  Mayor  of  the  city,  and  prominent  in  the  life 
of  the  community,  died  15  February  1910. 

Charles  Thomas  Wells,  of  Hartford,  elected  in  1892,  son 
of  Dr.  Horace  Wells,  much  interested  in  historical  and  anti- 
quarian matters,  and  the  collector  of  a  valuable,  library,  died 
8  June  1909. 

Gilbert  Otis  Fay,  of  Hartford,  admitted  in  1893,  a  teacher 
in  the  American  Asylum  for  the  Deaf,  died  18  February  1910. 

Henry  Richardson  Bond,  a  well-known  citizen  of  New 
London,  admitted  in  1894,  died  30  October  1909. 

James  Palmer  Taylor,  of  Hartford,  admitted  in  1898, 
President  of  the  Charter  Oak  National  Bank,  died  10  October 
1909.

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In  December,  by  Professor  Gustavus  A.  Kleene,  of  Trinity 
College,  who  gave  a  partial  history  of  the  Movement  for  a 
shorter  Work-day  in  the  United  States. 

In  January,  by  Chief  Justice  Simeon  E.  Baldwin,  LL.  D.,  of 
New  Haven,  on  the  Seal  of  Connecticut. 

In  February,  by  Mr.  Origen  Storrs  Seymour,  of  New  York, 
on  The  Battle  of  Saratoga  and  the  Convention  troops. 

In  March,  by  the  Rev.  Joseph  H.  Twitchell,  of  Hartford, 
who  spoke  on  Hartford  in  Literature,  giving  personal  reminis- 
cences. 

In  April,  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  W.  DeLoss  Love,  of  Hartford,  on 
Indian  Forts  and  Pequot  Heads  in  Early  Hartford,  illustrated 
by  a  carefully  constructed  map. 

In  May,  by  Mr.  Arthur  LeflSngwell  Shipman,  of  Hartford, 
on  Norwich  between  the  Revolution  and  the  Civil  War. 

FINANCES  AND  FUNDS. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  will  show  that  our  income  this 
year  from  dues  and  dividends  has  been  $1,215,  while  our 
ordinary  expenses  have  been  about  $1,810.  To  meet  this 
deficit  $214  has  been  contributed  by  members  in  reply  to  a 
sp^al  appeal — ^$149  less  than  was  received  in  the  year  1908- 
09;  and  $500  has  also  been  contributed,  as  in  several  former 
years,  by  our  first  Vice-President,  whose  generosity  has  relieved 
a  burden  of  anxiety,  and  to  whom  our  sincere  thanks  are  con- 
stantly due.  It  has  been  possible  to  transfer  $363  of  unex- 
pended balance  to  the  Thomas  Robbins  Fund,  in  accordance 
with  a  plan  approved  last  year,  and  to  carry  a  balance  of  $67 
to  the  next  year's  account. 

THE  society's  WORK. 

There  has  never  been,  I  am  sure,  a  more  intelligent  interest 

than  there  is  to-day  in  those  matters  which  specially  belong 

to  the  work  of  this  and  kindred  societies;  the  material  which 

we  collect  and  preserve  was  never  more  highly  valued,  and  its 

use  was  never  more  constant  or  to  better  purpose.     There  is 

much  yet  to  be  done,  which  will  call  for  the  expenditure  of 

time  and  labor  and  money;  but  the  community  which  we  serve 

will  see  that  it  is  time  and  labor  and  money  well  spent;  and 

with  increasing  opportunities  it  cannot  but  be  that  we  shall 

have  increasing  facilities. 

Samuel  Hart,  President, 
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Mr,  President  and  Members  of  the  Society: 

On  the  eighteenth  of  April  the  Society*  s  librar>'  opened  in 
its  new  quarters  in  the  front  part  of  the  Athenaeum  building. 
This  event  marks  the  culmination  of  the  changes  which  have 
taken  place  in  our  rooms  during  the  past  year  and  a  half — 
changes  which  on  several  occasions  have  almost  for  the  time 
being  put  a  stop  to  the  Society's  work.  The  disorganized 
condition  of  the  rooms,  the  confusion,  the  dust  and  dirt  which 
covered  and  seemed  to  penetrate  ever>'thing  and  the  labor  in- 
volved must  be  left  to  the  imagination  of  most  of  the  members, 
and  can  only  be  appreciated  by  those  who  have  been  frequent 
visitors  to  our  rooms  during  recent  months.  But  the  removal 
has  been  accomplished  without  closing  the  librar>'  to  the 
readers  for  a  single  day,  although  they  have  been  subjected  to 
more  or  less  inconvenience. 

The  Society's  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Clifford,  superintendent 
of  the  Athenaeum,  for  valuable  advice  and  assistance  in  the 
planning  for  as  well  as  the  actual  work  of  removal. 

Although  the  books  and  other  property  of  the  Society  have 
all  been  removed  from  the  old  rooms,  the  work  that  still  re- 
mains to  be  done  in  getting  fully  settled  in  the  new  rooms  is 
enormous,  seeming  almost  to  equal  what  has  already  been 
accomplished. 

What  was  formerlv  the  entrance  hall  on  the  second  floor  at 
the  front  of  the  Athenaeum  building  now  ser\'es  as  the  librar>'*s 
general  reading  room.  The  whole  room  has  been  newly 
floored,  the  side  walls  freshly  painted,  plain  glass  substituted 
for  the  colored  glass  in  the  large  window  and  new  oak  cases 
containing  six  hundred  feet  of  shelving  placed  around  the 
sides.  Four  new  oak  tables  for  readers  and  the  electric  fix- 
tures for  lighting  room,  tables,  and  cases  have  been  added. 
The  final  result  is  a  very  light  and  cheerful  appearing  room. 
Only  the  most  freciuently  consulted  books  will  Ix'  shelved  here, 
and  free  access  to  the  shelves  will  be   allowed  onlv  in  this 
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room.  At  present  it  contains  general  genealogical  works  and 
magazines,  family  genealogies,  publications  of  hereditary  and 
patriotic  societies,  New  England  history  and  general  and  local 
histories  of  the  New  England  states,  and  of  New  York,  Ohio, 
and  Pennsylvania. 

The  room  of  the  same  size  adjoining  on  the  north,  which 
was  formerly  the  pottery  room,  has  been  similarly  painted  and 
shelved.  In  it  are  placed  the  state  and  local  histories  that  are 
less  frequently  used,  the  books  of  American  biography,  general 
works  on  American  history  and  the  histories  of  the  various 
wars,  and  bibliographical  reference  books.  This  room  will  be 
used  as  a  library  work-room  and  occasionally  for  readers  who 
are  engaged  in  some  special  work. 

A  vault  opening  into  this  room  has  been  shelved  with  1 1 5 
feet  of  steel  shelving  sixteen  inches  in  width.  This  additional 
space  for  manuscripts  was  much  needed.  The  volumes  of 
Wolcott  family  papers  and  other  bound  series  of  letters  have 
been  placed  in  this  vault.  Also  such  of  the  genealogical  man- 
uscripts and  records,  both  originals  and  copies,  as  are  most 
frequently  consulted,  and  others  will  be  added  to  them  as 
opportunity  offers.  This  relieves  our  other  manuscript  vault, 
which  had  become  badly  crowded. 

Passing  from  the  second  room,  or  library  work-room,  through 
a  doorway  closed  by  a  kalomine  door,  access  is  had  to  the  stack 
room,  formerly  the  north  picture  galler>'.  This  is  practically 
a  fireproof  room,  the  entrance  doorway  and  a  skylight  being  the 
only  openings  in  its  solid  stone  or  concrete  walls.  This  room 
has  been  shelved  with  fine  modem  steel  cases  capable  of 
holding  above  25,000  volumes.  Here  our  rare  books — the 
thousands  of  early  American  imprints,  rare  volumes  of  laws, 
early  editions  of  the  classics,  rare  historical  volumes,  examples 
of  early  printing,  and  many  other  treasures  that  it  would  be 
exceedingly  difficult  if  not  impossible  to  replace — find  a  safe 
place,  secure  from  danger  of  fire  or  theft;  for  only  those  in 
charge  at  the  library  are  permitted  in  the  room. 

Our  '  •  hall  * '  where  the  meetings  of  the  Society  are  held  and 
which  is  devoted  to  the  display  of  historical  objects,  relics  and 
curios,  has  been  freshly  painted  and  newly  floored.  The  room 
has  been  shortened  by  cutting  off  at  the  east  end  the  width 
necessary  for  a  hallway  from  the  old  into  the  new  part  of  the 
Athenaeum  building.     This  end  has  been  finished  in  old  oak 
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panelling  removed  from  the  old  library  room.  On  the  floor 
formed  by  the  ceiling  of  the  hallway  several  of  the  oak  book- 
cases from  the  old  library  room  have  been  placed  so  as  to  form 
three  alcoves.  These  not  only  give  needed  space  for  books, 
but  add  to  the  appearance  of  that  end  of  the  room.  It  is 
anticipated  that  our  collection  of  directories  of  different  cities 
and  reports  issued  by  various  departments  of  the  United  States 
government  will  be  placed  on  these  shelves.  The  contents  of 
this  room  have  not  yet  been  arranged,  and  it  still  remains 
closed  to  the  public. 

One  room  which  is  a  distinct  gain  and  which  when  seen  and 
appreciated  will  be  a  source  of  pride  to  our  members  is  the  new 
newspaper  room,  or  rooms  rather,  situated  in  the  basement  of 
the  new  Morgan  Memorial  building.  In  a  long,  low,  fireproof 
room  two  substantial  double  cases  three  shelves  in  height  have 
been  erected,  and  on  these  shelves  the  bound  volumes  of  news- 
papers to  the  number  of  i  ,650  have  been  placed.  This  number 
includes  the  papers  belonging  to  the  Hartford  Public  Library, 
which  since  1893  have  been  in  the  Society's  custody,  and  some 
files  that  have  been  received  on  deposit,  as  well  as  those 
actually  belonging  to  the  Society.  A  small  number  of  these 
volumes  are  duplicates.  This  room  also  contains  a  large 
alcove  in  which  a  quantity  of  unbound  files  of  newspapers  has 
been  placed.  In  an  adjoining  fireproof  and  well  lighted  room 
two  smaller  cases  have  been  erected,  in  which  the  recent  files 
of  several  papers  have  been  placed.  This  room  contains  space 
for  the  addition  of  more  cases  in  the  future  and  is  an  admirable 
room  for  use  in  the  consultation  of  the  papers.  A  card  list  of 
the  papers,  containing  a  separate  card  for  each  bound  volume, 
has  been  compiled. 

No  papers  printed  during  the  eighteenth  century  are  shelved 
in  these  newspaper  rooms.  All  such  with  some  other  papers, 
to  the  number  of  200  volumes,  are  kept  in  one  of  the  fireproof 
vaults  in  the  Athenaeum  building. 

No  plan  by  which  readers  may  have  access  to  these  papers 
during  the  Hbrary  hours  each  day  has  yet  been  arranged;  but 
it  is  anticipated  that  some  arrangement  to  that  end  will  be 
entered  into  with  the  Hartford  Public  Librar>\

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From  James  J.  Goodwin  we  have  received,  in  continuation 
of  series  publications  previously  given,  the  Genealogist,  vol.  25, 
and  Buckinghamshire,  vol.  2,  of  the  Victoria  History  of  the 
Counties  of  England,  also  parts  of  several  volumes  of  the  Index 
Library.  We  are  further  indebted  to  Vice-President  Goodwin 
for  the  two  beautiful  volumes  already  issued  of  the  genealogical 
series  of  the  Victoria  History,  containing  the  county  families 
of  Hertfordshire  and  Northamptonshire. 

We  are  indebted  to  J.  Pierpont  Morgan  for  a  subscription 
for  a  series  of  beautiful  engraved  and  etched  views  of  historical 
places,  now  being  published  by  the  Colonial  Society  of  America. 
Two  portfolios  of  these  views  have  been  received. 

From  James  N.  Arnold  we  have  received  the  eighteenth 
volume  of  his  valuable  Vital  Records  of  Rhode  Island;  from 
the  Boston  Book  Company  their  annual  magazine  subject  index 
volumes  for  1908  and  1909;  from  Dr.  William  Law  of  Cheshire 
an  interesting  broadside  of  1 768  giving  instructions  to  Jonathan 
Law,  the  postmaster  at  Hartford;  from  the  editor,  E.  Stanley 
Welles,  the  census  of  Newington  taken  in  1776,  the  only 
instance  in  which  the  state  census  of  any  town  taken  at  that 
time  has  come  dow^n  to  us;  from  the  Massachusetts  Historical 
Society  Dr.  Green's  life  of  John  Foster,  the  first  printer  of 
Boston;  from  William  K.  Bixby  of  St.  Louis  Inventory  of  the 
contents  of  Mount  Vernon  18 10,  privately  published  by  him; 
from  our  life  member  Joseph  F.  Swords  History  of  the  State 
of  Oklahoma,  where  he  now  resides,  in  two  quarto  volumes; 
from  the  United  States  government  the  second  volume  of  the 
history  of  the  uniform  of  the  army. 

We  have  received  from  the  Messrs.  Geer  of  the  Hartford 
Printing  Company  their  annual  donation  of  a  set  of  directories 
comprising  many  prominent  towns  of  this  and  other  states, 
with  a  few  from  foreign  countries.  This  year  it  consists  of 
ninety-six  volumes  containing  a  total  of  107,000  directory 
pages.  The  old  directories  are  frequently  consulted  and  form 
a  valuable  section  of  the  library. 

With  the  exception  of  about  a  score  of  documents  not  yet 
copied  because  they  are  outside  the  Society's  rooms,  copy  is 
prepared  for  the  two  remaining  volumes  of  the  Governor 
Jonathan  Law  papers,  the  first  of  which  was  published  as  the 
eleventh  volume  of  our  Collections. 
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Our  total  accessions  for  the  year  are  about  eleven  per  cent, 
greater  than  last  year.  Exclusive  of  manuscripts  they  are  by 
donation  378  volumes,  433  pamphlets  and  23  miscellaneous; 
by  purchase,  including  Brainard  Book  Fund  and  Hoadly  Fund, 
141  volumes,  524  pamphlets  and  one  miscellaneous;  by  ex- 
change one  volume.  These  make  a  total  of  520  volumes,  957 
pamphlets  and  24  miscellaneous;  or  a  grand  total  of  i  ,501  items. 
The  relatively  large  number  of  purchases  is  accounted  for  by 
the  securing  at  a  low  price  of  a  quantity  of  reports  of  societies 
and  associations  and  State  departmental  reports. 

The  number  of  readers  shows  a  falling  off  as  compared  with 
last  year,  perhaps  due  to  the  disturbed  condition  of  the  library. 
The  total  for  the  year  was  2,806;  the  smallest  number  for  any 
month  being  in  June,  the  largest  in  October. 

And  now  we  are  entering  upon  a  new  period  in  the  life  of 
the  Society;  a  period  that  it  is  to  be  hoped  will  prove  not  less 
prosperous  than  the  twenty  years  that  have  passed  since  the 
revival  in  1889  of  interest  in  the  Society  and  its  work.

ARTICI«B  I.      MEMBERS. 

Section  i.  The  Society  shall  consist  of  active,  coiTes]K)nding,  and 
honorary  members.  Only  active  members  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in 
any  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Corresponding  and  honorary  members  shall  be  persons  residing  out 
of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  admission 
fee  or  dues. 

Honorary  members  shall  be  persons  who  may  have  rendered  important 
public  service  to  the  State  of  Connecticut,  or  to  the  cause  of  historic 
inquiry,  or  literature  generally. 

Section  2.  Every  application  for  active  membership  shall  be  in 
writing,  signed  by  the  applicant,  shall  be  supported  by  the  written 
recommendation  of  at  least  one  active  member  residing  in  the  State  of 
Connecticut,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  admission  fee  of  three 
dollars.  Such  applications  must  be  made  upon  blank  forms  fur- 
nished by  the  Society  and  shall  contain  a  brief  personal  sketch  of  the 
applicant. 

Every  nomination  for  the  election  of  corresponding  or  honorary 
members  shall  be  based  upon  the  application,  in  writing,  of  at  least  two 
active  members,  residing  in  the  State  of  Connecticut,  stating  the  reason 
for  such  nomination,  and  the  qualifications  of  the  persons  proposed  for 
membership. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  be  voted  for  as  an  active,  corresponding, 
or  honorary  member  until  at  least  the  meeting  next  succeeding  the  one 
at  which  his  election  is  recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Membership . 

Whenever  a  vote  shall  be  taken  on  the  admission  of  a  member  and 
there  shall  be  found  two  ballots  against  his  admission,  the  presiding 
officer  shall  declare  the  election  postponed.  At  the  next  regular  meet- 
ing, if  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Membership  shall  be 
renewed,  he  may  be  admitted  by  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present. 

Section  4.  Active  memljers  shall  pay  as  annual  dues  to  the  Society 
three  dollars  if  they  reside  within  the  city  of  Hartford,  and  two  dollars 
if  they  reside  without  said  city.  Any  active  member,  not  indebted  to 
the  Society  for  dues,  may  constitute  himself  a  life  member  by  paying  at 
one  time  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars. 

The  annual  dues  of  meml)ers  shall  be  payable  in  advance  on  the  first 
day  of  May  in  each  year.  The  payment  of  the  annual  dues  shall  con- 
stitute a  condition  of  memliership,  and  the  neglect  or  refusal  to  pay  the 
same  for  the  period  of  six  months  after  they  become  due  shall  be  deemed 
a  withdrawal  from  the  Societv. 


ARTICLE  II.      OFFICERS. 

Section  i.  The  officers  of  the  Society,  to  be  elected  at  the  annual 
meeting  by  ballot,  and  to  hold  their  offices  for  one  year  and  until  others 
shall  be  chosen,  shall  be,  a  President,  not  exceeding  eight  Vice-Presi- 
dents, a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer, 
an  Auditor,  a  Committee  on  Membership  to  consist  of  seven  members, 
Committees  on  the  Library,  on  Publication,  and  on  Monthly  Pa]>er8, 
each  to  consist  of  three  members.  Only  active  members  resident  in  the 
State  of  Connecticut  shall  be  eligible  to  office. 

The  preceding  officers  and  the  chairmen  of  the  several  committees 
shall  constitute  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Society. 

The  presiding  officer  shall  name  the  members  of  all  special  committees 
ordered  raised  at  any  meeting. 

A  Librarian  and  Cabinet  Keeper  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Standing 
Committee,  whenever  such  appointment  shall  be  deemed  advisable. 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  be  chairman  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, and  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Membership,  the  Library, 
and  Publication;  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the 
Standing  Committee;  and  shall  deliver  or  provide  for  an  address  at  the 
annual  meeting. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  call  all  meetings  of  the  Society;  shall 
have  custody  of  the  files,  records,  and  seal  of  the  Society;  shall  give 
notice  to  new  members  of  their  election,  and  furnish  them  certificates 
of  membership;  and  shall  keep  an  accurate  journal  of  the  transactions 
of  the  Society  and  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

The  Corresiwnding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  in 
behalf  of  the  Society. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  the  admission  fees,  and  report  the  names 
of  the  persons  paying  the  same  to  the  Recording  Secretary;  shall  receive 
all  other  moneys  due,  and  all  donations  or  bequests  of  money  made  to 
the  Society;  shall  j)ay  to  the  order  of  the  chairman  of  the  Standing 
Committee  such  sums  as  may  be  re(|uired  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of 
the  Society  and  such  as  the  S<H'iety  or  Standing  Committee  may  other- 
wise direct  to  be  paid:  shall  keep  a  true  and  faithful  account  of  all 
moneys  received  and  i)aid  by  him,  and  of  the  property  and  debts  of  the 
S<Knety;  and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting,  render  an  audited  statement 
thereof. 

The  Librarian,  under  the  direction  of  the  Connnittee  on  the  Library, 
shall  arrange  and  have  charge  of  all  books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts, 
and  other  articles  belonging  to  or  de|H)sited  in  the  rooms  of  the  Society; 
and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  make  a  full  report  of 
his  doings  as  Librarian  during  the  past  year,  and  <»f  the  condition  of  the 
Library. 

The  .Auilitor  shall,  ])rior  to  the  annual  meeting,  examine  the  lx>oks, 
accounts  and  financial  statements  of  the  Treasurer,  and  compare  the 
same  with  the  vouchers  and  securities  in  the  Treasurer's  hands  and 
certifv  the  result  of  such  examination  to  the  Society. 


Section  3.  The  Committee  on  Membership  shall  consider  all  appli- 
cations for  membership,  and  shall  report  to  the  Society  such  applications 
as  said  Committee  may  approve  and  recommend  for  admission.  No 
applications  for  membership  shall  be  considered  or  acted  upon  by  said 
Committee  during  a  meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Committee  on  the  Library  shall  have  the  general  oversight  and 
management  of  the  library,  manuscripts  and  other  collections  belonging 
to  or  deposited  with  the  Society.  Said  Committee  shall  make  purchases 
for  the  library  to  such  an  amount  as  may  be  appropriated  from  time  to 
time  for  the  purpose. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  shall  have  the  superintendence  of  all 
publications  ordered  by  the  Society.  They  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
report  to  the  Society  respecting  the  selection  and  arrangement  of  such 
papers,  from  the  library  of  the  Society  or  other  sources,  as  are  most 
suitable  for  publication  in  volumes  of  the  Society's  Collections. 

The  Committee  on  Monthly  Papers  shall  provide  for  a  paper  to  be 
read  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  act  generally  in  behalf  of  the  Society, 
and  shall  fill  all  vacancies  in  any  offices  until  the  next  regular  meeting 
of  the  Society.  Any  five  members  of  this  Committee  may  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  a  notice  for  a  meeting  of 
the  Society  shall  be  deemed  a  notice  for  a  meeting  of  this  Committee. 
Special  meetings  of  this  Committee  may  be  called  by  the  Recording 
Secretary  by  direction  of  the  President. 

ARTICLE  III.      MEETINGS. 

Section  i.  An  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  May, 
at  such  time  as  the  Standing  Committee  shall  appoint. 

A  regular  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  evening  of  each 
month  from  October  to  May  inclusive,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  direction  of  the 
President,  or,  in  his  absence,  on  the  application  of  three  active  members 
to  the  Recording  Secretary. 

Notice  of  each  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  sent  by  mail  to  each 
active  member  at  least  two  days  prior  thereto.  And  at  any  meeting, 
duly  called  and  notified,  ten  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 

ARTICLE  IV.      donations  AND  DEPOSITS. 

All  donations  to  and  deposits  with  the  Society  shall  be  entered  in 
books  kept  for  that  purpose. 

No  donations  shall  be  exchanged  or  disposed  of  unless  the  Society 
have  a  duplicate  of  the  same. 

All  deposits  left  with  the  Society  shall  be  carefully  preserved,  and 
may  at  any  time  be  taken  away  by  the  depositor  in  person,  or  deliv- 
ered on  his  written  order.     But  every  deposit  which  has  not  been  so 
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reclaimed  or  withdrawn  shall,  after  the  decease  of  the  depositor,  be 
entered  as  a  donation,  and  be  deemed  the  property  of  the  Society; 
unless,  at  the  time  of  making  the  deposit,  other  conditions  shall  have 
been  prescribed  by  the  depositor. 

ARTICLE  V.      LIBRARY. 

The  rooms,  with  all  books,  manuscripts,  pictures,  and  articles  belong- 
ing to  or  deposited  with  the  Society,  shall  be  under  the  immediate 
charge  of  the  Librarian,  acting  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Library. 

The  library  shall  be  opened  for  the  inspection  of  the  public,  and  the 
examination  of  books  and  manuscripts,  and  transcription  therefrom,  at 
Ntich  time,  and  on  such  conditions,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Com- 
niitt<'e  on  the  Library;  and  no  book  or  manuscript  shall  be  taken  from 
the  rrK>mH  without  a  special  vote  of  the  Society,  except  by  the  Committee 
on  Tublication. 

ARTICLE  VI.      PUBLICATION  FUND. 

Tlif  \i'\t^\vy  left  to  the  S<x:iety  by  its  late  President,  the  Hon.  Thomas 
Dtiy,  tht*  availH  of  all  life  memberships,  and  all  special  donations  and 
utiliMTiptioiiH  whirh  may  l>e  made  thereto,  shall  constitute  a  Publication 
rttnil,  the  income  of  which  shall  be  applied,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Cotiitiiittee  on  Put)li(*ation,  toward  the  expense  of  such  publications  as 
may  he  onlered  by  the  Scxriety. 

AkTKI.K  VII.      ALTERATIONS. 

Any  alteration  of  these  by-laws  shall  lie  submitted  to  a  regular  meet- 
iiiKi  bt*l<l  prior  to  thai  on  which  the  vote  on  the  same  is  taken.

WE  bring  to  a  close  to-day  another  year  of  the  work  of  our 
Society,  the  first  complete  year  of  our  occupation  of 
the  newly  provided  rooms  in  this  building,  so  long  our  home. 
The  Librarian  will  tell  you  presently  of  the  details  of  the  im- 
portant work  under  his  care,  to  which  he  devotes  each  year 
so  much  intelligent  and  wisely  directed  thought  and  labor; 
and  he  will  continue  his  record  of  the  gifts  to  our  collections 
and  his  report  of  the  constant  use  of  those  collections  by 
members  and  others.  The  Treasurer's  report,  of  which  I  shall 
presently  give  an  outline,  will  show  how  much  we  are  doing 
with  the  income  now  available,  and  will  suggest  how  gredtly 
we  are  in  need  of  provision  for  the  increase  of  that  income. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

In  the  year  just  passed  we  have  elected  thirty -four  active 
members,  and  the  name  of  one  judge  of  the  superior  court 
has  been  added  to  the  list  of  ex-officio  members.  The  newly 
elected  Governor  of  the  State  has  been  an  active  member  for 
the  past  twelve  years,  has  throughout  that  time  taken  an 
active  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  Society,  and  has  frequently 
read  at  our  meetings  papers  of  great  value.  Nine  active 
members  (one  of  them  a  member  for  life)  have  died;  two  have 
resigned,  and  the  names  of  two  have  been  dropped  from  the* 
roll.  We  have  at  present  one  honorary  menilxir,  nine  cor- 
responding members,  nineteen  ex-officio  members  ( two  of  whom 
are  also  on  the  list  of  active  members),  and  three  hundred  and 
ninety -nine  active  members,  of  whom  forty  are  members  for 
life.  I  repeat  my  conviction  that  we  ought  to  have  at  least 
five  hundred  members  (that  is  to  say,  a  hundred  and  forty 
more  than  we  have)  regularly  paying  their  annual  dues. 

OBITUARY. 

We  have  been  called  to  record  this  year,  as  already  noted, 
the  death  of  nine  active  members: 

Horace  Smith  Fi'ixer,  M.  D.,  of  Hartford,  elected  a 
member  in  1886,  well  known  in  the  community  as  a  skilful

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and  a  generous  donor  to  the  Athenaeum  from  his  store  of 
ceramics,  died  30  December  19 10. 

Julius  Dhming  Perkins,  of  Litchfield,  sometime  State  Sena- 
tor, who  was  admitted  a  life-member  in  1890,  died  19  March  1911 . 

MrvS.  Martha  Whiting  Burton,  of  Hartford,  who  became 
a  member  in  1893.  died  25  March  191 1. 

Miles  Barber  Preston,  sometime  Mayor  of  Hartford, 
whose  membership  dated  from  1899,  died  10  May  191 1. 

General  Arthur  L.  Goodrich,  of  Hartford,  sometime 
of  the  Governor's  staff,  treasurer  of  the  Courant  Company, 
a  member  of  the  Society  since  1905,  died  16  April  191 1. 

James  Monroe  Paine,  of  Danielson,  elected  a  member  in 
1905,  died  September  1910. 

William  O.  Seymour,  of  Ridgefield,  admitted  to  member- 
ship also  in  1905,  died  24  January  191 1. 

John  Hyde  Peck,  of  West  Hartford,  honored  as  a  teacher, 
who  became  a  member  in  1906,  died  11  May  191 1.

The  attendance  at  the  public  meetings,  to  hear  the  prepared 
papers  and  the  discussion  upon  them,  has  been  somewhat 
increased  as  attention  has  been  called  to  them  by  a  bulletin 
posted  in  the  hall  below,  where  it  can  be  seen  by  all  who  enter 
the  building.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  still  more,  who  would 
certainly  be  interested  in  the  matters  presented  from  time  to 
time,  will  know  of  and  appreciate  the  opportunities  which  are 
thus  offered. 

FINANCIAL. 

The  Treasurer's  report  will  show  that  our  income  this  past 
year  for  dues  and  dividends  has  been  $1,223,  while  the 
ordinary  expenses,  including -an  annual  charge  of  $244  for  in- 
surance, have  amounted  to  about  $1,850;  and  the  cost  of 
furniture  for  the  new  reading-room  makes  the  whole  amount 
expended  for  necessary  purposes  about  $2,100.  To  meet  the 
deficit  in  ordinary  income,  $244 — $30  more  than  last  year — 
has  been  received  from  members  in  reply  to  a  special  appeal, 
now  made  for  the  third  time;  and  our  first  Vice-President, 
James  J.  Goodwin,  Esq.,  has  again  made  a  liberal  donation  of 
$500,  for  which  our  most  sincere  thanks  are  due.  A  balance 
of  about  $50  overdrawn  must  be  carried  to  the  new  year. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  the  hope  that  all  of 
our  members  who  feel  that  they  can  afford  to  add  to  their 
annual  dues  a  special  subscription,  so  that  their  whole  pay- 
ment will  be  $10  or  $5,  or  at  least  a  dollar  more  than  the 
required  amount,  will  do  so  for  the  benefit  of  themselves  and 
of  the  Society  and  of  the  community  for  whose  benefit  it  exists 
and  works. 

The  standing  committee,  acting  on  a  suggestion  made  by  the 
Treasurer,  has  taken  order  for  a  separation  of  the  principal 
and  interest  accounts  of  the  Publication  Fund.  And  I  desire 
to  call  attention  to  the  distinct  statements  in  the  Treasurer's 
report  of  the  foundation  and  present  condition  of  each  of  the 
funds  of  the  Society. 

The  annual  grant  to  the  Society  made  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  is  for  purposes  of  publication  and 
appears  in  the  income  of  the  Publication  Fund.  It  is  of 
advantage  to  the  Society  in  furthering  an  important  part  of 
our  work;    but   it   is  of  greater  advantage  to  the  State  by 
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putting  into  public  libraries  and  thus  at  the  disposal  of  many 
readers  a  large  amount  of  valuable  and  interesting  material. 

PUBLICATIONS,  ETC. 

The  thirteenth  volume  of  the  Society's  Collections  has  been 
published  in  the  past  year.  It  is  the  second  volume  of  the 
Governor  Law  papers,  covering  the  sixteen  months  from 
August  1745  to  December  1746,  edited  by  our  Secretary  with 
his  wonted  accuracy. 

At  the  meeting  in  October,  Mrs.  Gurdon  W.  Russell,  whose 
late  husband  was  for  a  long  time  our  senior  member,  presented 
to  the  Society  1 50  copies  of  a  handsome  volume  on  which  he 
had  bestowed  much  labor,  "Descendants  of  John  Russell, 
Cambridge,  1635,"  to  be  sold  as  occasion  should  offer,  and 
the  income  applied  for  the  purchase  of  genealogical  and  his- 
torical l)ooks  to  be  credited  to  the  Dr.  G.  .W.  Ru.ssell  Book 
Fund. 

In  the  year  1905,  Mr.  \V.  H.  C.  Pynchon  dep)osited  with 
the  Society  under  a  special  agreement  a  collection  of  the  works 
of  the  Worshipful  William  Pynchon  of  Agawam,  which  had 
been  the  pn)i)erty  of  the  late  President  Pynchon  of  Trinity 
College.  Mr.  Pynchon  and  his  wife  having  both  died  recently, 
an  agreement  of  the  same  tenor  as  the  former  has  been  made, 
by  authority  of  the  Society,  with  the  representatives  of  their 
heirs,  so  that  this  valuable  collection  remains  in  our  custody. 

The  work  of   historical   societies,   as  I  have  remarked  in 

former  years,  is  constantly  proving  itself  of  greater  value  to 

the  community  and  as  constantly  attracting  the  attention  of 

intelligent  men  and  women.     We  owe  it  to  ourselves  and  to 

all  whom  we  can  serve  that  we  increase  the  value  of  our  service 

year  by  year.

librarian's  Heport.

Mr,  President  and  Members  of  the  Society: 

After  a  year's  occupation  of  our  new  rooms,  it  is  gratifying 
to  say  that  they  are  found  for  the  most  part  by  our  readers  to 
be  very  pleasant  in  their  location  and  facilities  for  consulting 
the  classes  of  books  that  are  most  used.  The  quiet  of  the  old 
rooms  is  wanting  in  the  new,  and  in  the  summer  time  they  are 
found  to  be  very  warm.  We  are  still  embarrassed  by  lack  of 
room  for  our  library ;  for,  except  in  the  matter  of  a  fine  news- 
paper room,  we  have  gained  nothing  in  shelf  space  by  the 
change  to  the  present  rooms.  Practically  all  of  our  fine  series 
of  United  States  Congressional  Documents  and  departmental 
reports,  comprising  several  thousand  volumes,  are  piled  in  the 
basement  and  cannot  be  consulted.  A  large  room  in  the  Annex 
building  has  been  filled  with  temporary  shelving  and  is  stored 
full  with  books  and  pamphlets.  These,  for  the  most  part, 
cannot  be  gotten  at  for  consultation,  although  some  of  them 
are  not  infrequently  desired.  Such  a  situation  is  very  dis- 
couraging, not  only  to  your  librarian,  but  to  all  members  of 
the  Society  who  realize  it. 

Volume  thirteen  of  our  series  of  **  Collections,  "  comprising 
the  second  volume  of  the  Governor  Jonathan  Law  correspond- 
ence, August  1745  to  December  1746,  was  received  from  the 
press  and  issued  in  March.  It  fonns  a  book  of  above  400  pages 
octavo.  Most  of  the  work  of  making  the  copy  for  this  volume, 
and  all  of  the  proof  reading  and  indexing  has  been  done  by 
your  librarian,  acting  on  behalf  of  the  publication  committee 
as  editor.  Included  in  this  volume  is  a  list  of  more  than  450 
Connecticut  soldiers  who  were  in  service  at  Louisburg  either 
at  the  time  of  or  soon  after  its  surrender  to  the  English  in  1 745. 
This  list  has  never  before  been  published,  and  it  should  prove 
of  much  interest  to  many  who  are  seeking  the  military  service 
of  their  colonial  ancestors.  Copies  of  the  book  have  been  sent 
to  all  of  our  regular  exchanging  societies  and  to  those  who  have 
contributed  (including  their  annual  dues)  ten  dollars  or  more 
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towards  the  current  expenses  of  the  Society;  and  three  hundred 
have  been  forwarded  to  the  State  for  distribution.  Copy  is 
already  prepared,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  documents,  for 
the  third  and  final  volume  of  the  Law  papers. 

The  "annual  report,"  a  pamphlet' of  39  pages  containing 
the  usual  information  of  the  work  of  the  Society,  was  issued 
in  June. 

Two  friends  of  the  Society,  Mrs.  Frank  P.  Moulton  and  Mrs. 
George  Kingsbury,  have  arranged  and  mounted  in  sixteen  scrap 
books  the  genealogical  data  from  the  Boston  Transcript.  With 
three  volumes  previously  arranged  by  Miss  Gay,  we  now  have 
this  data  in  convenient  form  for  reference  from  November  1894 
to  November  1909.  The  same  ladies  have  also  mounted  in 
scrap  books  the  genealogical  data  from  the  Hartford  Times, 
the  clippings  for*  which  have  been  given  us  by  Miss  Mar>' 
Griswold.  This  work  had  also  been  commenced  by  Miss  Gay, 
and  three  volumes  are  now  filled. 

A  list  has  been  completed  during  the  year,  somewhat  similar 
to  the  compilation  made  some  years  since  upon  the  Probate 
Districts,  of  the  Congregational  Ecclesiastical  Societies  formed 
in  the  state  previous  to  the  adoption  of  the  constitution  in 
18 1 8.  It  is  intended  to  show  in  this  list  the  date  of  the  form- 
ation of  each  societv  and  the  town  or  towns  in  which  it  was 
located,  the  changes  in  its  (nominal)  location  caused  by  the 
division  of  towns  with  the  date  of  such  changes,  and  the 
different  names  both  official  and  popular  which  have  been 
applied  from  time  to  time  to  each  society.  To  accomplish 
this  in  a  manner  absolutely  complete  and  perfect  is  probably 
impossible;  and  the  best  that  your  librarian  dares  hope  is  that 
few  if  any  serious  errors  or  omissions  have  been  made  in  the 
list.  It  has  been  found  very  useful  in  the  work  of  the  library, 
and  probably  this  usefulness  would  l)e  increased  if  the  list  were 
put  into  type. 

The  list  of  family  genealogies  on  our  shelves  printed  not 
quite  ten  years  ago  has  now  become  very  much  out  of  date, 
through  the  addition  since  tliat  time  of  five  hundred  genealo- 
gies. It  would  be  a  great  convenience  if  a  new  list  brought 
up  to  date  could  be  printed.*

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The  number  of  gifts  to  the  library  is  about  one  hundred 
greater  than  last  year,  being,  exclusive  of  manuscripts,  608 
volumes,  392  pamphlets  and  27  miscellaneous.  The  purchases, 
including  nine  volumes  credited  to  the  Lucy  A.  Brainard  Book 
Fund,  two  to  the  William  F.  J.  Boardman  Fund  and  one  to 
the  Charles  J.  Hoadly  Fund,  are  67  volumes,  189  pamphlets 
and  two  miscellaneous.  One  volume  has  been  acquired  by 
exchange.  This  makes  a  total  of  676  volumes,  581  pamphlets, 
and  29  miscellaneous;  or  a  grand  total  of  1,286  items. 

The  number  of  readers  during  the  year  has  been  3,460, 
an  increase  over  the  number  last  year  of  twenty-three  per 
cent. 

The  genealogies  added  during  the  year  are  forty-four  in

The  following  nine  volumes  of  Massachusetts  Vital  Records 
have  been  purchased  with  the  income  from  the  Lucy  A.

(2  vols.),  Newbury  (2  vols.),  Newburyport,  Pembroke. 

With  the  income  from  the  William  F.  J.  Boardman  Fund 
the  Ward  Genealogy  and  Wells'  History  of  Hatfield  have  been 
purchased;  and  with  the  income  from  the  Charles  J.  Hoadly 
Fund  the  Fuller  Genealogy. 

The  purchase  of  a  copy  of  the  laws  passed  by  the  Connecticut 
Legislature  at  the  session  of  May,  1808,  supplies  the  only  lack 
in  our  collection  of  the  official  issues  of  Connecticut  statutes 
and  session  laws  since  the  close  of  the  Revolution.

From  our  Vice-President,  James  J.  Goodwin,  we  have 
received  the  Index  library  volumes  38,  39,  40,  and  parts  of 
twelve  other  volumes.  The  completed  volumes  comprise 
Leicester  marriage  licences  1 570-1 729,  Worcester  wills  1601- 
1652,  Gloucester  inquisitiones  post  mortem  1 302-1 358.  Also 
the  Victoria  Histor>'^  of  Nottingham,  volume  2,  Marriage 
licences  of  Bath  and  Wells,  and  the  current  volume  of  the 
Genealogist.  From  our  Vice-President,  Carl  Stoeckel,  and  his 
wife  the  Records  of  the  church  in  Norfolk  during  the  pastorate 
of  Rev.  Ammi  Ruhamah  Robbins,  1 761-18 13.  The  Stokes 
Records,  the  first  volume  of  which  in  two  parts  has  been  pre- 
sented by  the  author,  Anson  Phelps  Stokes,  is  worthy  of 
especial  notice  for  its  elaborateness  and  beauty.  William  R. 
Goodspeed,  the  publisher,  has  presented  the  fifth  and  final 
volume  of  his  very  useful  series,  Men  of  Mark  in  Connecticut. 
The  Lewis  Historical  Publishing  Company  of  New  York  has 
presented  two  of  its  genealogical  works,  each  of  four  quarto 
volumes,  Genealogical  and  family  history  of  the  state  of  Maine 
and  Genealogical  and  personal  memoirs  of  families  of  Boston 
and  eastern  Massachusetts.  From  Dr.  Franklin  B.  Dexter  we 
have  received  Flagg's  Guide  to  Massachusetts  local  history, 
and  from  the  Library  of  Congress  a  list  of  American  and  Eng- 
lish genealogies  in  that  library.  From  Jones  Brothers,  the 
publishers,  we  have  received  vol.  12,  completing  their  issue  of 
Ridpath*s  History  of  the  United  States;  from  James  N.  Arnold

Vital  record  of  Rhode  Island  vol.  19;  from  Sarah  N.  Pardee  of 
Hartford  a  large  number  of  miscellaneous  books  and  pamphlets; 
from  Mary  K.  Talcott  Essex  marriages  vol.  i  and  Hertford- 
shire marriages  vols,  i,  2,  with  the  expressed  hope  that  these 
might  act  as  an  incentive  to  other  members  to  add  further  pub- 
lications of  English  records  which  have  American  interest. 

The  diary  of  James  K.  Polk  in  four  volumes  has  been 
presented  by  the  Chicago  Historical  Society,  and  papers  of 
President  Millard  Filmore  in  two  volumes  by  the  Bu£Falo 
Historical  Society. 

At  the  October  meeting  a  letter  was  read  from  Mrs.  Gurdon  W. 
Russell  presenting  to  the  Society  one  hundred  fifty  copies  of  the 
**  Descendants  of  John  Russell,  Cambridge,  1635,*'  which  had 
been  in  part  compiled  by  Dr.  Russell  and  completed  after  his 
death  by  E.  Stanley  Welles.  The  proceeds  from  the  sale  of 
these  books  to  constitute  **The  Dr.  Gurdon  W.  Russell  Book 
Fund,'*  the  income  of  which  is  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of 
historical  and  genealogical  works  for  the  library. 

The  annual  gift  of  directories  received  this  year  from  the 
Messrs  Geer  of  the  Hartford  Printing  Company  consisted  of 
154  volumes,  comprising  137,500  pages.  A  count  shows  that 
we  now  have  in  our  collection  279  different  series  of  directories. 
The  great  majority  of  these  are  of  different  cities,  including 
such  distant  places  as  the  Philippine  Islands  and  Sydney, 
N.  S.  W.  In  a  few  instances  there  are  more  than  one  series 
of  the  same  city,  such  as  a  personal  and  a  business  director>' 
of  Philadelphia;  and  a  few  directories  of  different  trades  or 
professions  are  included  in  the  list.  Some  of  the  series  contain 
30  to  40  different  years  (New  Britain  and  Middletown),  one 
contains  75  (Hartford),  and  one  extends  back,  with  many 
omissions,  for  more  than  a  century  (New  York). 

Through  the  kind  suggestions  of  Mrs.  Jane  T.  Smith  we 
have  received  from  Mrs.  Lucy  Howe  Bowdoin  of  Salem,  Mass., 
the  portrait  of  her  mother\s  own  cousin,  Lucy  Ruggles  Howe. 
Miss  Howe  was  the  daughter  of  Lewis  Howe  of  Hard  wick, 
Mass.,  and  step-daughter  of  Hon.  John  M.  Niles  of  Hart- 
ford. She  died  in  Hartford,  where  she  had  lived  for  some 
years.  March  4,  1835,  at  the  age  of  twenty-one.  The  por- 
trait was  painted  the  year  of  her  death  by  Philip  He  wins  of 
Hartford. 
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Clarence  E.  Bissell  of  Boston,  Mass.,  has  presented  the 
pastel  portrait,  previously  deposited  with  us,  of  Rev.  George 
Colton  of  Bolton,  Conn.,  the  well  known  and  somewhat  eccen- 
tric pastor  of  the  church  in  that  town,  which,  at  the  time  of 
his  death  in  1812,  he  had  served  for  almost  half  a  century. 

Five  additions  have  been  made  to  our  unrivaled  collection  of 
eighteenth  century  Connecticut  imprints,  one  each  of  the  years 
i768(?),  1779,  1788,  1797,  1798;  also  several  numbers  of  the 
Connecticut  Courant,  1777-1786,  that  were  previously  missing 
from  our  file. 

And  now  we  enter  upon  another  year,  the  eighty-sixth  since 
the  first  formation  of  the  Society,  with  hopes  for  its  continued 
prosperity  and  usefulness.

Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  John  Trumbull,  Thomas  C.  Brownell, 
Timothy  Pitkin,  John  S.  Peters,  William  W.  Ellsworth,  Thomas  Day, 
Thomas  Robins,  Daniel  Burhans,  Thomas  Hubbard,  Isaac  Toucey, 
Nathaniel  S.  Wheaton,  George  Sumner,  Roger  M.  Sherman,  William  T. 
Williams,  Martin  Wells,  Joseph  Battell,  William  Cooley,  Thomas  H. 
Gallaudet,  Thomas  S.  Williams,  Eli  Todd,  Walter  Mitchell,  George  W. 
Doane,  Samuel  B.  Woodward,  S.  H.  Huntington,  Samuel  W.  Dana, 
James  Gould,  Samuel  A.  Foote,  Nathan  Johnson,  Hawley  Olmsted, 
Benjamin  Trumbull,  John  Hall,  and  their  associates  and  successors,  be, 
and  hereby  are  ordained,  constituted  and  declared  to  be  forever  here- 
after, a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  The  Connecticut  Historical  Society ^ 
and  by  that  name,  they,  their  associates  and  successors  shall  and  may 
have  perpetual  succession;  shall  be  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued, 
pleading  and  being  impleaded,  and  also  to  purchase,  receive,  hold  and 
convey  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  three 
hundred  thousand  dollars:  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same 
may  alter  at  pleasure,  may  establish  rules  relative  to  the  admission  of 
future  members;  may  ordain,  establish,  and  put  in  execution  such  by- 
laws and  regulations,  not  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  charter,  or 
the  laws  of  this  State,  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  government 
of  said  Corporation. 

The  Governor  of  this  State,  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  and  the  Judges 
of  the  Superior  Court,  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Society. 

Said  Corporation  shall  meet  once  a  year  for  the  choice  of  a  President, 
Vice-President,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Recording  Secretary,  Treas- 
urer, and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  designated  from  time  to  time  by 
the  by-laws  of  the  Society. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  holden  at  the  State  House  in 
Hartford  at  such  time  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Honorable  John 
Trumbull,  notice  thereof  being  previously  given  in  one  or  more  news- 
papers printed  in  Hartford. 

Provided,  nevertheless,  that  this  act  of  incorporation  shall  be  subject 
to  be  revoked  or  altered,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  General  Assembly.

ARTICI«B  I.      MEMBERS. 

Section  i.  The  Society  shall  consist  of  active,  corresponding,  and 
honorary  members.  Only  active  members  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in 
any  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Corresponding  and  honorary  members  shall  be  persons  residing  ont 
of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  admission 
fee  or  dues. 

Honorary  members  shall  be  persons  who  may  have  rendered  important 
public  service  to  the  State  of  Connecticut,  or  to  the  cause  of  historic 
inquiry,  or  literature  generally. 

Section  2.  Every  application  for  active  membership  shall  be  in 
writing,  signed  by  the  applicant,  shall  be  supported  by  the  written 
recommendation  of  at  least  one  active  member  residing  in  the  State  of 
Connecticut,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  admission  fee  of  three 
dollars.  Such  applications  must  be  made  upon  blank  forms  furnished 
by  the  Society  and  shall  contain  a  brief  personal  sketch  of  the  applicant. 

Every  nomination  for  the  election  of  corresponding  or  honorary 
members  shall  be  based  upon  the  application,  in  writing,  of  at  least  two 
active  members,  residing  in  the  State  of  Connecticut,  stating  the  reason 
for  such  nomination,  and  the  qualifications  of  the  persons  pro|x>sed  for 
membership. 

Section  3.  No  p>erson  shall  be  voted  for  as  an  active,  corresponding, 
or  honorary  member  until  at  least  the  meeting  next  succeeding  the  one 
at  which  his  election  is  recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Membership. 

Whenever  a  vote  shall  be  taken  on  the  admission  of  a  member  and 
there  shall  be  found  two  ballots  against  his  admission,  the  presiding 
officer  shall  declare  the  election  postponed.  At  the  next  regular  meet- 
ing, if  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Membership  shall  be 
renewed,  he  may  be  admitted  by  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present. 

Section  4.  Active  members  shall  pay  as  annual  dues  to  the  Society 
three  dollars  if  they  reside  within  the  city  of  Hartford,  and  two  dollars 
if  they  reside  without  said  city.  Any  active  member,  not  indebted  to 
the  Society  for  dues,  may  constitute  himself  a  life  member  by  paying  at 
one  time  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars. 

The  annual  dues  of  members  shall  be  payable  in  advance  on  the  first 
day  of  May  in  each  year.  The  payment  of  the  annual  dues  shall  con- 
stitute a  condition  of  membership,  and  the  neglect  or  refusal  to  pay  the 
same  for  the  period  of  six  months  after  they  become  due  shall  be  deemed 
a  withdrawal  from  the  Society. 


ARTICLE  II.      OFFICERS. 

Section  i.  The  officers  of  the  Society,  to  be  elected  at  the  annual 
meeting  by  ballot,  and  to  hold  their  offices  for  one  year  and  until  others 
shall  be  chosen,  shall  be,  a  President,  not  exceeding  eight  Vice-Presi- 
dents, a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer, 
an  Auditor,  a  Committee  on  Membership  to  consist  of  seven  members, 
Committees  on  the  Library,  on  Publication,  and  on  Monthly  Papers, 
each  to  consist  of  three  members.  Only  active  members  resident  in  the 
State  of  Connecticut  shall  be  eligible  to  office. 

The  preceding  officers  and  the  chairmen  of  the  several  committees 
shall  constitute  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Society. 

The  presiding  officer  shall  name  the  members  of  all  special  committees 
ordered  raised  at  any  meeting. 

A  Librarian  and  Cabinet  Keeper  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Standing 
Committee,  whenever  such  appointment  shall  be  deemed  advisable. 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  be  chairman  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, and  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Membership,  the  Library, 
and  Publication;  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the 
Standing  Committee;  and  shall  deliver  or  provide  for  an  address  at  the 
annual  meeting. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  call  all  meetings  of  the  Society;  shall 
have  custody  of  the  files,  records,  and  seal  of  the  Society;  shall  give 
notice  to  new  members  of  their  election,  and  furnish  them  certificates 
of  membership;  and  shall  keep  an  accurate  journal  of  the  transactions 
of  the  Society  and  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  in 
behalf  of  the  Society. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  the  admission  fees,  and  report  the  names 
of  the  persons  paying  the  same  to  the  Recording  Secretary;  shall  receive 
all  other  moneys  due,  and  all  donations  or  bequests  of  money  made  to 
the  Society;  shall  pay  to  the  order  of  the  chairman  of  the  Standing 
Committee  such  sums  as  may  be  re({iiired  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of 
the  Society  and  such  as  the  Society  or  Standiiit^  Committee  mav  other- 
wise  direct  to  be  paid;  shall  keep  a  true  and  faithful  account  of  all 
moneys  received  and  paid  by  him,  and  of  the  property  and  debts  of  the 
Society;  and  shall,  at  the  annual  nieetiuj^,  render  an  audited  statement 
thereof. 

The  Librarian,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  the  Library, 
shall  arrange  and  haye  char><e  of  all  books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts, 
and  other  articles  belonging  to  or  «leix)sited  in  the  rooms  of  the  Society; 
and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  make  a  full  report  of 
his  doings  as  Librarian  during  the  ])ast  year,  and  of  the  condition  of  the 
Library. 

The  Auditor  shall,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  examine  the  books, 
accounts  and  financial  statements  of  the  Treasurer,  and  compare  the 
same  with  the  vouchers  and  securities  in  the  Treasurer's  hands  and 
certify  the  result  of  such  examination  to  the  Society. 


Sbction  5.  The  Committee  on  Membership  shall  consider  all  appli- 
cations for  membership,  and  shall  report  to  the  Society  such  applications 
as  said  Committee  may  approve  and  recommend  for  admission.  No 
applications  for  membership  shall  be  considered  or  acted  upon  by  said 
Cpmmittee  during  a  meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Committee  on  the  Library  shall  have  the  general  oversight  and 
management  of  the  library,  manuscripts  and  other  collections  belonging 
to  or  deposited  with  the  Society.  Said  Committee  shall  make  purchases 
for  the  library  to  such  an  amount  as  may  be  appropriated  from  time  to 
time  for  the  purpose. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  shall  have  the  superintendence  of  all 
publications  ordered  by  the  Society.  They  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
report  to  the  Society  respecting  the  selection  and  arrangement  of  such 
papers,  from  the  library  of  the  Society  or  other  sources,  as  are  most 
suitable  for  publication  in  volumes  of  the  Society's  Collections. 

The  Committee  on  Monthly  Papers  shall  provide  for  a  paper  to  be 
read  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  act  generally  in  behalf  of  the  Society, 
and  shall  fill  all  vacancies  in  any  offices  until  the  next  regular  meeting 
of  the  Society.  Any  five  members  of  this  Committee  may  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  a  notice  for  a  meeting  of 
the  Society  shall  be  deemed  a  notice  for  a  meeting  of  this  Committee. 
Special  meetings  of  this  Committee  may  be  called  by  the  Recording 
Secretary  by  direction  of  the  President. 

ARTICLE  III.      MBKTINGS. 

Section  i.  An  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  May, 
at  such  time  as  the  Standing  Committee  shall  appoint. 

A  regular  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  evening  of  each 
month  from  October  to  May  inclusive,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  direction  of  the 
President,  or,  in  his  absence,  on  the  application  of  three  active  members 
to  the  Recording  Secretary. 

Notice  of  each  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  sent  by  mail  to  each 
active  member  at  least  two  days  prior  thereto.  And  at  any  meeting, 
duly  called  and  notified,  tei^  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 


ARTICI^B  IV.      donations  AND  DEPOSITS. 

All  donations  to  and  deposits  with  the  Society  shall  be  entered  in 
books  kept  for  that  purpose. 

No  donations  shall  be  exchanged  or  disposed  of  unless  the  Society 
have  a  duplicate  of  the  same. 

All  deposits  left  with  the  Society  shall  be  carefully  preserved,  and 
may  at  any  time  be  taken  away  by  the  depositor  in  person,  or  deliv- 
ered on  his  written  order.     But  every  deposit  which  has  not  been  so 
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reclaimed  or  withdrawn  shall,  after  the  decease  of  the  depositor,  be 
entered  as  a  donation,  and  be  deemed  the  property  of  the  Society; 
unless,  at  the  time  of  making  the  deposit,  other  conditions  shall  have 
been  prescribed  by  the  depositor. 

ARTICLE   V.      LIBRARY. 

The  rooms,  with  all  books,  manuscripts,  pictures,  and  articles  belong- 
ing to  or  deposited  with  the  Society,  shall  be  under  the  immediate 
charge  of  the  Librarian,  acting  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Library. 

The  library  shall  be  open  for  the  inspection  of  the  public,  and  the 
examination  of  books  and  manuscripts,  and  transcription  therefrom,  at 
such  time,  and  on  such  conditions,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Library;  and  no  book  or  manuscript  shall  be  taken  from 
the  rooms  without  a  special  vote  of  the  Society,  except  by  the  Committee 
on  Publication. 

ARTICLE  VI.      PUBLICATION   FUND. 

The  legacy  left  to  the  Society  by  its  late  President,  the  Hon.  Thomas 
Day,  the  avails  of  all  life  memberships,  and  all  special  donations  and 
subscriptions  which  may  be  made  thereto,  shall  constitute  a  Publication 
Fund,  the  income  of  which  shall  be  applied,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Committee  on  Publication,  toward  the  expense  of  such  publications  as 
may  be  ordered  by  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VII.      ALTERATIONS. 

Any  alteration  of  these  by-laws  shall  be  submitted  to  a  regular  meet- 
ing, held  prior  to  that  on  which  the  vote  on  the  same  is  taken. 


prcsibcnt's  Clbbrcss. 


FOR  the  twelfth  time,  it  is  my  privilege,  and  an  honor  which 
I  highly  esteem,  to  report  to  you  in  outline  the  work  of 
the  year,  and  to  ask  your  attention  to  the  detailed  reports  of 
the  Librarian  and  the  Treasurer.  Certain  gifts  mentioned  in 
the  former  are  worthy  of  special  note  here:  the  collection  of 
papers  relating  to  the  Mohegan  Controversy  presented  by  the 
Johnson  family  of  Stratford,  to  whom  they  came  from  their 
ancestor.  Dr.  William  Samuel  Johnson,  agent  for  the  Colony 
in  the  matter:  a  letter  which  is  the  oldest  document  relating  to 
Connecticut  known  to  be  now  in  the  State,  a  generous  gift 
from  the  Librarian  himself;  the  large  remainder  of  the  Morris 
Register,  to  the  preparation  and  publication  of  which  our  late 
Treasurer  gave  much  labor  and  interest,  presented  by  his 
daughters;  and  a  large  number  of  copies  of  Mr.  James 
Shepard's  History  of  St.  Mark's  Church  in  New  Britain  and 
of  the  separate  publication  of  its  introduction  under  the  title  of 
The  Episcopal  Church,  an  unreserved  gift  from  the  author. 

I  make  mention  here  also  of  the  deposit  with  the  Society  of 
a  fine  portrait  of  the  late  Rev.  Dr.  Thomas  Ruggles  Pynchon, 
sometime  President  of  Trinity  College,  with  an  excellent  copy 
of  a  portrait  of  his  distinguished  ancestor,  the  Worshipful 
Major  William  Pynchon  of  Agawam. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

In  the  past  year  seven  active  members  have  been  added  to 
the  roll  by  election;  nine  active  members  have  died,  two  of 
them  being  life  members;  two  active  members  have  resigned, 
and  four  have  been  dropped  in  consequence  of  non-payment  of 
dues.  Our  complete  roll  now  shows  one  honorary  member, 
nine  corresponding  members,  nineteen  ex-officio  members  (two 
of  whom  are  also  on  the  list  of  active  members),  and  three 
hundred  and  ninety-one  active  members,  of  whom  thirty-nine 
are  members  for  life.     I  still  hope  that  we  may  soon  have  at 
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least  five  hundred  members  paying  annual  dues;  and  I  urge 
upon  those  who  hear  or  read  this  report  that  they  seek  eligible 
men  and  persuade  them  to  make  application  for  membership. 

OBITUARY. 

The  names  of  members  who  have  deceased  during  the  past 
year  are  as  follows: 

Miss  Ellen  D.  Larnkd,  of  Thompson,  admitted  to  mem- 
bership in  1870,  and  a  Vice-President  of  the  Society  since  1889, 
died  31  January  191 2.  A  tribute  of  sincere  respect  is  due  to 
one  who  in  a  quiet  but  very  efficient  way  rendered  great 
ser\'ice  to  more  than  one  generation,  and  that  not  only  by 
collecting  and  imparting  knowledge  of  the  times  that  are  past, 
but  also  by  the  brightness  and  readiness  with  which  she  wrote 
of  the  present.  It  was  no  little  thing  to  have  been  the  his- 
torian of  Windham  County;  it  was  even  more  to  have  made 
herself  the  friend  of  all  who  read  what  she  wrote  from  her 
careful  observation  and  well-stored  memory. 

John  Emkrv  Morris,  of  Hartford,  a  life  member  by 
election  in  1889  and  from  1899  to  1911  Treasurer  of  the 
Society,  carefully  watching  its  interests  and  advancing  them  in 
many  ways,  whose  services  deser\'ed  to  be  recognized  with 
thankfuhu'ss,  died  30  May  191 1. 

JosKiMi  L.  Blanch  ART),  of  Hartford,  elected  in  1892,  died 
31  May  191 1. 

AlI'RKI)  Woods  Convkrsk,  of  Windsor  Locks,  elected  in 
1893,  died  16  January  1912.

In  February,  by  Edwin  A.  Down,  M.  D.,  of  Hartford,  on 
*'The  History  of  Man's  Intellectual  Growth." 

In  March,  by  Mr.  Charles  S.  Ensign,  of  Newton,  Mass.,  on 
* 'Ancient  Materia  Medica." 

In  April,  by  our  Librarian,  on  ''Thomas  Green,  Hartford's 
First  Printer,"  a  very  thorough  and  interesting  study  of  the 
man  and  of  his  work,  illustrated  by  many  specimens  from  his 
press. 

At  the  May  meeting,  held  by  anticipation  on  the  two 
hundred  and  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  granting  of  the  Charter, 
a  paper  prepared  by  Mr.  Clarence  W.  Bowen  was  read  by  his 
nephew,  Mr.  Gardner  Richardson,  on  "The  Charter  of 
Connecticut  and  the  Winthrop  Family."  The  reading  was 
profusely  illustrated  by  reproductions  of  documents  a«d 
portraits;  and  our  Librarian  prepared  a  notable  exhibition  of 
illustrative  material. 

FINANCIAL. 

You  will  hear  with  great  satisfaction  the  report  of  the 
Treasurer.  Our  income  from  dues  and  dividends  has  been 
$1,264,  some  $40  more  than  last  year,  while  the  ordinary 
expenses,  including  the  cost  of  insurance,  have  been  $1,710, 
about  $140  less  than  last  year.  The  liberal  donation  of  $500 
from  our  first  Vice-President,  James  J.  Goodwin,  LL.  D.,  with 
thoughtful  kindness  repeated  and  for  which  continued  thanks 
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are  due,  and  gifts  from  seventy-five  other  members  amount- 
ing in  all  to  $359,  have  so  far  exceeded  the  deficit  on  the 
general  account  that  we  carry  over  a  considerable  balance, 
which  can  be  applied  for  some  of  the  Society's  pressing  needs. 
These  special  gifts,  made  in  response  to  a  special  appeal  issued 
this  year  for  the  fourth  time,  testify  to  an  increasing  interest  in 
the  work  of  the  Society  and  an  increasing  readiness  to  help  in 
its  maintenance.  The  amount  acknowledged  in  last  year's 
report  was  $244 — and  that  was  $30  more  than  in  that  of  the 
preceding  year — from  thirty-two  persons;  this  year  the  number 
of  contributors  has  been  increased  by  forty- three  and  the 
amount  of  their  gifts  by  $115.  The  proposal  has  been  made 
more  than  once  that  the  charge  for  annual  dues  should  be 
made  larger  and  the  necessary  expenses  of  our  work  should 
thus  be  fully  distributed  over  our  whole  membership;  but  it  is 
feared  that  in  doing  this  we  should  lose  a  good  many  valued 
members,  for  whom  the  additional  cost  would  be  felt  as  a 
hindrance  to  the  continuance  of  their  names  on  the  roll.  The 
appeal  for  special  gifts  will  be  certainly  and  confidently  and 
thankfully  repeated;  and  it  is  hoped  that  even  more  than  in 
the  year  just  closed  will  find  that  they  can  make  their  annual 
payment  $10  or  $5,  or  at  least  a  dollar  more  than  is  indicated 
on  the  Treasurer's  bill,  for  their  own  benefit  and  that  of  the 
Society  and  also  that  our  Society  may  be  of  increased  service 
to  the  community. 

You  wmII  be  glad  to  note  the  good  condition  of  the  Publica- 
tion Fund,  and  the  balance  of  interest  which  it  has  on  hand, 
ready  for  its  most  important  purpose.  And  the  distinct 
statement  as  to  each  of  the  Society's  funds,  will  repay  your 
careful  attention. 

ANCIENT  RKCORDS  OF  HARTFORD. 

In  1910  we  observed  in  a  quiet  way  the  27sth  anniversary 
of  the  settlement  of  Hartford;  and  this  spring  we  have  noted 
with  a  special  commemoration  the  250th  anniversary  of  the 
granting  of  the  Charter  of  Connecticut,  which  bears  date  of 
St.  George's  day  1662.  Renewed  attention  has  thus  been 
called  to  the  origins  of  this  commonwealth,  and  a  fresh  inspira- 
tion  has  been  given  for  their  careful  study.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  before  long  our  CorresiX)nding  Secretary,  than  whom  no 
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one  is  better  fitted  for  the  task,  will  tell  us,  as  the  Latin  his- 
torian said,  of  what  was  done  before  the  colony  was  founded 
or  to  be  founded,  will  recount  the  story  of  the  migration  hither 
and  of  the  early  years  of  life  here.  For  the  latter  time,  which 
is  the  beginning  of  Hartford's  history,  much  material  is  found 
in  the  Book  of  Distributions,  which  contains  land  records  for 
the  first  half -century  and  other  valuable  material.  Appreciat- 
ing the  importance  of  these  records  to  all  who  are  interested 
in  our  early  annals,  and  especially  to  all  who  wish  to  make  a 
careful  study  of  them,  our  first  Vice-President,  to  whom  we 
already  owe  so  much,  has  authorized  their  transcription,  edit- 
ing, and  publication  on  behalf  of  the  Society;  and  I  am  glad 
to  say  that  great  progress  has  been  made  in  the  work,  all  under 
the  care  of  our  skilful  Librarian  and  much  of  it  carried  on  by 
his  own  eye  and  hand.  The  publication,  I  do  not  need  to  say, 
will  be  of  f)ermanent  and  widely  appreciated  value.  One  large 
volume  will  contain  the  632  pages  of  text  and  an  ample  index. 

FUTURE  WORK. 

Such  a  report  as  this  may  well  be  closed  with  a  thought  of 
the  future.  The  work  of  historical  societies  is  not  only  the 
search  for  antiquities  and  their  preser\'ation  as  antiquities;  it 
is  not  only  the  inspiration  of  present  study  and  the  pleasure 
of  carrying  it  on;  it  is  that  those  who  come  after  us  may 
rightly  appreciate  what  has  been  done  and  what  is  doing,  and 
entering  into  the  labors  of  other  men  may  perpetuate  them. 
It  is  a  duty  to  ourselves  and  to  the  men  of  coming  genera- 
tions that  we  do  this  work  of  preservation  and  preparation  to 
the  best  of  our  power.

Mr,  President  and  Members  of  the  Society: 

This  report  marks  the  completion  of  your  librarian's  twen- 
tieth year  of  service  with  the  Society.  Great  changes  have 
occurred  during  these  years;  perhaps  none  more  remarkable 
than  in  our  roll  of  members.  Going  back  a  little  further,  to 
the  date  of  my  own  admission  in  July,  1889,  about  the  time  of 
the  beginning  of  a  revival  of  interest  in  the  Society  and  its 
work,  there  were  115  active  members.  Now  there  are  391 
active  members;  and  of  the  115  who  were  members  twenty- 
three  years  ago  only  28  now  remain  on  our  membership  roll — 
death  has  claimed  nearly  all  of  the  others.  In  the  last  twenty 
years  there  have  been  added  to  our  library  28,555  books  and 
pamphlets,  nearly  equally  divided  between  the  two  classes. 
Besides  these  there  are  enough  miscellaneous  items,  the 
majority  of  them  printed  matter,  to  bring  the  total  up  to 
30,000.  A  very  small  number  of  these  are  duplicates.  An 
estimate  officially  made  in  1889  credited  the  Society  with 
20,000  bound  volumes,  and  there  was  probably  an  equal 
number  of  pamphlets  at  that  time.  So  that  now  the  Society's 
library  may  be  estimated  to  contain  nearly  if  not  quite  70,000 
titles.  In  addition  to  these  are  the  manuscripts.  Their  num- 
ber is  unknown  and  it  is  difl&cult  to  make  even  a  reasonably 
close  estimate  of  them.  But  it  is  safe  to  judge  that  the  more 
than  12,000  added  during  the  last  twenty  years  brings  their 
total  above  50,000.  And  one  manuscript  may  mean  a  single 
sheet  or  a  bound  volume  of  several  hundred  pages.  From  550 
in  1892,  our  bound  volumes  of  newspapers  have  increased  to 
three  times  that  number.  Our  family  genealogies  have 
increased  to  five  times  their  number  nineteen  years  ago;  and 
our  local  histories  to  perhaps  three  times  their  number  twenty 
years  ago.  And  all  of  these  additions  during  the  last  twenty 
years  have  been  made  with  the  expenditure  of  only  $6,690.67 
in  purchases  for  the  library;  the  other  additions  having  come 


through  gifts  and  through  exchanges,  the  latter  chiefly  with 
other  societies  which  receive  our  publications  and  send  us  their 
own  in  return. 

The  number  of  our  readers  during  the  last  seventeen  years 
reaches  the  grand  total  of  62,481,  a  yearly  average  of  a  little 
more  than  3,675. 

The  new  list  of  the  printed  family  genealogies  in  our  library, 
referred  to  in  the  last  annual  report,  was  issued  at  the  end  of 
last  August.  It  shows  nearly  1,800  separate  individual  family 
histories.  Enough  cross  references  appear  in  the  list,  where 
more  than  one  family  is  represented  in  a  volume,  to  bring  the 
total  number  mentioned  in  the  list  up  to  almost  1,900.  Col- 
lections of  genealogical  material  are  not  included  in  this  list; 
only  separate  family  histories.  This  new  list  shows  that  our 
genealogies  have  increased  five  fold  in  the  last  nineteen  years — 
not  a  bad  showing  considering  our  limited  appropriations  for 
the  purchase  of  books.  Besides  the  printed  genealogies  given 
in  this  list  the  Society  has  about  two  hundred  and  fifty  sep- 
arate manuscript  genealogies.  Many  of  these  are  small,  but 
all  are  of  interest  and  value. 

Besides  this  List  of  Family  Genealogies,  consisting  of  42 
pages,  the  usual  Annual  Report,  of  40  pages,  was  published 
in  June.

The  gifts  to  the  Society  during  the  year  comprised  314 
volumes,  319  pamphlets  and  35  miscellaneous  items.  The 
purchases,  including  twelve  volumes  credited  to  the  Lucy  A. 
Brainard  Book  Fund,  eight  to  the  Goldthwaite  Fund,  five  to 
the  William  F.  J.  Boardman  Fund,  and  four  to  the  Charles 
J.  Hoadly  Fund,  are  106  volumes,  95  pamphlets  and  four 
miscellaneous;  making  a  total  accession  of  420  volumes,  414 
pamphlets  and  39  miscellaneous;  and  a  grand  total,  exclusive  of 
manuscripts,  of  871  items. 

The  number  of  our  readers  during  the  year  has  been  3,110, 
somewhat  of  a  decrease  from  the  number  for  last  year,  but  an 
almost  equal  increase  over  that  for  two  years  ago.

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The  manuscripts  received  from  the  Johnson  family  are 
worthy  of  a  more  extended  notice  than  can  be  given  them 
here.  They  all  relate  to  the  case  of  the  Mohegan  Indians  in 
their  suit  against  the  Colony  involving  a  claim  to  territory  in 
the  eastern  part  of  Connecticut.  This  case,  which  was  carried 
to  England  for  trial,  was  perhaps  the  most  complicated  suit 
in  which  Connecticut  was  ever  involved.  These  papers,  com- 
prising deeds  (both  originals  and  copies)  signed  in  some 
instances  by  the  Indians,  copies  of  various  records,  affidavits, 
letters,  maps,  and  various  other  documents,  all  relate  to  this 
case.  And  accompanying  them  is  the  manuscript  (probably 
the  printer's  **copy'')  and  one  of  the  printed  volume  of  the 
Case  issued  in  London  in  1769  as  the  Colony's  **  brief.*' 

The  acquisition  of  the  letter  of  March  30,  1636,  from  Sir 
Richard  Saltonstall  to  Gov.  John  Winthrop  of  Connecticut  not 
only  brings  to  the  Society  a  document  which  is  in  itself  very 
interesting,  but  puts  the  Society  in  possession  of  what  is 
believed  to  be  the  oldest  manuscript  in  Connecticut  relating 
to  Connecticut. 

There  have  been  two  important  g^fts  of  books  during  the 
year.  The  first  from  Mrs.  Anna  Morris  Perry  and  Mrs.  C.  S. 
Mills,  daughters  of  our  late  member  and  officer  Jonathan  Plynt 
Morris,  of  the  remaining  copies  of  the  **  Morris  Register."  It 
was  voted  that  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  these  volumes 
should  form  a  Jonathan  Flynt  Morris  Fund;  the  income  from 
this  fund  to  be  used  in  purchasing  books  for  the  Society's 
library. 

The  second  gift,  from  James  Shepard  of  New  Britain,  a 
member  of  the  Society,  consisted  of  a  considerable  number  of 
copies  of  his  History  of  Saint  Mark's  Church,  New  Britain, 
and  of  his  History  of  the  Church  in  Connecticut.  This  gift 
was  made  entirely  without  restriction  as  to  the  expenditure  of 
the  money  received  from  the  sale  of  the  books. 

Within  a  month  after  our  last  annual  meeting  work  was 
begun  on  another  volume  of  **  Collections,"  the  fourteenth  of 
the  series.  From  that  time,  with  the  exception  of  a  few 
unavoidable  delays,  work  on  the  volume  has  been  constantly 
in  progress.  It  is  to  consist  of  the  earliest  land  records  in 
Hartford,  what  is  known  as  the  **Book  of  Distributions," 
being  the  record  of  allotments  and  transfers  of  land  in  Hartford 
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for  the  first  half-century  after  the  settlement  of  the  town.  And 
in  addition  to  the  land  records  the  volume  will  also  contain 
the  earliest  existing  vital  records— births,  marriages  and  deaths 
of  early  inhabitants  of  Hartford.  The  task  of  editing,  proof- 
reading and  indexing  this  book  has  proved  to  be  a  long  and 
laborious  one,  and  it  is  yet  unfinished;  but  its  completion  now 
seems  reasonably  near.  The  issuing  of  this  voltime  is  due  to 
the  generosity  of  our  Vice-President  James  J.  Goodwin. 

Owing  to  the  steady  work  on  this  volume  it  has  not  been 
possible  to  accomplish  all  of  the  ordinary  duties  of  the  library; 
and  some  of  the  usual  routine  work  has  suffered  a  temporary 
neglect.  This  can  soon  be  righted  after  the  present  volume 
has  been  issued.

have  perpetual  succession;  shall  be  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued, 
pleading  and  being  impleaded,  and  also  to  purchase,  receive,  hold  and 
convey  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  three 
hundred  thousand  dollars;  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same 
may  alter  at  pU-asure,  may  establish  rules  relative  to  the  admission  of 
future  members;  may  ordain,  establish,  and  put  in  execution  such  by- 
laws  and  regulations,  not  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  charter,  or 
the  laws  of  this  State,  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  government 
of  said  Corporation. 

The  Governor  of  this  State,  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  and  the  Judges 
of  the  Superior  Court,  shall  be  cv-officio  members  of  the  Society. 

Said  CoriM)ration  shall  meet  once  a  year  for  the  choice  of  a  President, 
Vice-President,  CorresjKjnding  Secretary,  Recording  Secretary,  Treas- 
urer, and  such  otlier  oflioers  as  may  be  designated  from  time  to  time  by 
the  by-laws  of  the  Society. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  holden  at  the  State  House  in 
Hartford  at  such  time  as  shall  l)e  designates)  by  the  Honorable  John 
Trumbull,  notice  thereof  being  previously  given  in  one  or  more  news- 
papers printe<l  in  Hartford. 

Provi<le<l,  nevertheless,  that  this  act  of  incorporation  shall  be  subject 
to  be  revoked  or  altered,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  General  Assembly.

ARTICLE  I.      MKMBBRS. 

Section  i.  The  Society  shall  consist  of  active,  corresponding,  and 
honorary  members.  Only  active  members  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in 
any  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Corresponding  and  honorary  members  shall  be  persons  residing  out 
of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  admission 
fee  or  dues. 

Honorary  members  shall  be  persons  who  may  have  rendered  important 
public  service  to  the  State  of  Connecticut,  or  to  the  cause  of  historic 
inquiry,  or  literature  generally. 

Section  2.  Every  application  for  active  membership  shall  be  in 
writing,  signed  by  the  applicant,  shall  be  supported  by  the  written 
recommendation  of  at  least  one  active  member  residing  in  the  State  of 
Connecticut,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  admission  fee  of  three 
dollars.  Such  applications  must  be  made  upon  blank  forms  furnished 
by  the  Society  and  shall  contain  a  brief  personal  sketch  of  the  applicant. 

Every  nomination  for  the  election  of  corresponding  or  honorary 
members  shall  be  based  upon  the  application,  in  writing,  of  at  least  two 
active  members,  residing  in  the  State  of  Connecticut,  stating  the  reason 
for  such  nomination,  and  the  qualifications  of  the  persons  proposed  for 
membership. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  be  voted  for  as  an  active,  corresponding, 
or  honorary  member  until  at  least  the  meeting  next  succeeding  the  one 
at  which  his  election  is  recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Membership. 

Whenever  a  vote  shall  be  taken  on  the  admission  of  a  member  and 
there  shall  be  found  two  ballots  against  his  admission,  the  presiding 
officer  shall  declare  the  election  postponed.  At  the  next  regular  meet- 
ing, if  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Membership  shall  be 
renewed,  he  may  be  admitted  by  the  votes  of  two- thirds  of  the  members 
present. 

Section  4.  Active  members  shall  pay  as  annual  dues  to  the  Society 
three  dollars  if  they  reside  within  the  city  of  Hartford,  and  two  dollars 
if  they  reside  without  said  city.  Any  active  member,  not  indebted  to 
the  Society  for  dues,  may  constitute  himself  a  life  member  by  paying  at 
one  time  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars. 

The  annual  dues  of  members  shall  be  payable  in  advance  on  the  first 
day  of  May  in  each  year.  The  payment  of  the  annual  dues  shall  con- 
stitute  a  condition  of  membership,  and  the  neglect  or  refusal  to  pay  the 
same  for  the  period  of  six  months  after  they  become  due  shall  be  deemed 
a  withdrawal  from  the  Society. 


ARTICI<B  II.      OFFICERS. 

Section  i.  The  officers  of  the  Society,  to  be  elected  at  the  annual 
meeting  by  ballot,  and  to  hold  their  offices  for  one  year  and  until  others 
shall  be  chosen,  shall  be,  a  President,  not  exceeding  eight  Vice-Presi- 
dents, a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer, 
an  Auditor,  a  Committee  on  Membership  to  consist  of  seven  members. 
Committees  on  the  Library,  on  Publication,  and  on  Monthly  Papers, 
each  to  consist  of  three  members.  Only  active  members  resident  in  the 
State  of  Connecticut  shall  be  eligible  to  office. 

The  preceding  officers  and  the  chairmen  of  the  several  committees 
shall  constitute  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Society. 

The  presiding  officer  shall  name  the  members  of  all  special  committees 
ordered  raised  at  any  meeting. 

A  Librarian  and  Cabinet  Keeper  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Standing 
Committee,  whenever  such  appointment  shall  be  deemed  advisable. 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  be  chairman  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, and  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Membership,  the  Library, 
and  Publication;  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the 
Standing  Committee;  and  shall  deliver  or  provide  for  an  address  at  the 
annual  meeting. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  call  all  meetings  of  the  Society;  shall 
have  custody  of  the  files,  records,  and  seal  of  the  Society;  shall  give 
notice  to  new  members  of  their  election,  and  furnish  them  certificates 
of  membership;  and  shall  keep  an  accurate  journal  of  the  transactions 
of  the  Society  and  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  in 
behalf  of  the  Society. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  the  admission  fees,  and  report  the  names 
of  the  persons  paying  the  same  to  the  Recording  Secretary;  shall  receive 
all  other  moneys  due,  and  all  donations  or  bequests  of  money  made  to 
the  Society;  shall  pay  to  the  order  of  the  chairman  of  the  Standing 
Committee  such  sums  as  may  be  required  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of 
the  Society  and  such  as  the  Society  or  Standing  Committee  may  other- 
wise direct  to  be  paid;  shall  keep  a  true  and  faithful  account  of  all 
moneys  received  and  paid  by  him,  and  of  the  property  and  debts  of  the 
Society;  and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting,  render  an  audited  statement 
thereof. 

The  Librarian,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  the  Library, 
shall  arrange  and  have  charge  of  all  books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts, 
and  other  articles  belonging  to  or  deposited  in  the  rooms  of  the  Society; 
and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  make  a  full  report  of 
his  doings  as  Librarian  during  the  past  year,  and  of  the  condition  of  the 
Library. 

The  Auditor  shall,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  examine  the  books, 
accounts  and  financial  statements  of  the  Treasurer,  and  compare  the 
same  with  the  vouchers  and  securities  in  the  Treasurer's  hands  and 
certify  the  result  of  such  examination  to  the  Society. 


Section  3.  The  Committee  on  Membership  shall  consider  all  appli- 
cations for  membership,  and  shall  report  to  the  Society  such  applications 
as  said  Committee  may  approve  and  recommend  for  admission.  No 
applications  for  membership  shall  be  considered  or  acted  upon  by  said 
Committee  during  a  meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Committee  on  the  Library  shall  have  the  general  oversight  and 
management  of  the  library,  manuscripts  and  other  collections  belonging 
to  or  deposited  with  the  Society.  Said  Committee  shall  make  purchases 
for  the  library  to  such  an  amount  as  may  be  appropriated  from  time  to 
time  for  the  purpose. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  shall  have  the  superintendence  of  all 
publications  ordered  by  the  Society.  They  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
report  to  the  Society  respecting  the  selection  and  arrangement  of  such 
papers,  from  the  library  of  the  Society  or  other  sources,  as  are  most 
suitable  for  publication  in  volumes  of  the  Society's  Collections. 

The  Committee  on  Monthly  Papers  shall  provide  for  a  paper  to  be 
read  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  act  generally  in  behalf  of  the  Society, 
and  shall  (ill  all  vacancies  in  any  offices  until  the  next  regular  meeting 
of  the  Society.  Any  five  members  of  this  Committee  may  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  a  notice  for  a  meeting  of 
the  Society  shall  be  deemed  a  notice  for  a  meeting  of  this  Committee. 
Special  meetings  of  this  Committee  may  be  called  by  the  Recording 
Secretary  by  direction  of  the  President. 

ARTICI«B  III.      MBBTINGS. 

Section  i.  An  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  May, 
at  such  time  as  the  Standing  Committee  shall  appoint. 

A  regular  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  evening  of  each 
month  from  October  to  May  inclusive,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  direction  of  the 
President,  or,  in  his  absence,  on  the  application  of  three  active  members 
to  the  Recording  Secretary. 

Notice  of  each  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  sent  by  mail  to  each 
active  member  at  least  two  days  prior  thereto.  And  at  any  meeting, 
duly  called  and  notified,  ten  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 


ARTICLE   IV.      DONATIONS  AND  DEPOSITS. 

All  donations  to  and  deposits  with  the  Society  shall  be  entered  in 
books  kept  for  that  purpose. 

No  donations  shall  be  exchanged  or  disposed  of  unless  the  Society 
have  a  duplicate  of  the  same. 

All  deposits  left  with  the  Society  shall  be  carefully  preserved,  and 
may  at  any  time  be  taken  away  by  the  depositor  in  person,  or  deliv- 
ered on  his  written  order.     But  every  deposit  which  has  not  been  so 
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reclaimed  or  withdrawn  shall,  after  the  decease  of  the  depositor,  be 
entered  as  a  donation,  and  be  deemed  the  property  of  the  Society; 
unless,  at  the  time  of  making  the  deposit,  other  conditions  shall  have 
been  prescribed  by  the  depositor. 

ARTICLE  V.      UBRARY. 

The  rooms,  with  all  books,  manuscripts,  pictures,  and  articles  belong- 
ing to  or  deposited  with  the  Society,  shall  be  under  the  immediate 
charge  of  the  Librarian,  acting  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Library. 

The  library  shall  be  open  for  the  inspection  of  the  public,  and  the 
examination  of  books  and  manuscripts,  and  transcription  therefrom,  at 
such  time,  and  on  such  conditions,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Library;  and  no  book  or  manuscript  shall  be  taken  from 
the  rooms  without  a  special  vote  of  the  Society,  except  by  the  Committee 
on  Publication. 

ARTICLB  VI.      PUBUCATION   FUND. 

The  legacy  left  to  the  Society  by  its  late  President,  the  Hon.  Thomas 
Day,  the  avails  of  all  life  memberships,  and  all  special  donations  and 
subscriptions  which  may  be  made  thereto,  shall  constitute  a  Publication 
Fund,  the  income  of  which  shall  be  applied,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Committee  on  Publication,  toward  the  expense  of  such  publications  as 
may  be  ordered  by  the  Society. 

ARTICLE   \ni.      ALTERATIONS. 

Any  alteration  of  these  by-laws  shall  be  submitted  to  a  regular  meet- 
ing, held  prior  to  that  on  which  the  vote  on  the  same  is  taken.

IN  summing  up  the  work  of  our  Society  for  the  thirteenth 
year  in  which  I  have  been  elected  to  preside  over  it,  I  must 
first  express  my  grateful  appreciation  of  the  services  of  those 
who  have  the  charge  of  its  activities.  In  matters  which  have  to 
do  with  the  constant  use  of  the  library  and  exhibition  rooms, 
with  the  furnishing  of  information  or— often  more  valuable  and 
difiicult — direction  for  its  search  and  use,  with  editorial  work, 
with  arrangements  for  the  public  meetings,  with  the  care  of 
the  finances,  much  painstaking  and  really  unrequited  labor  is 
constantly  done,  for  which  we  sometimes  forget  to  express  our 
gratitude.  Yet  we  owe  it  to  such  work  as  this  that  we  are 
able  to  make  progress  in  our  service,  present  and  prospective, 
to  the  community,  and  to  open  before  ourselves  new  fields  of 
study  and  of  service.

At  the  October  meeting,  the  Society  accepted  an  invitation 
from  the  American  Antiquarian  Society  to  be  represented  at  its 
centennial  anniversary.  I  had  the  honor  of  attending  this 
interesting  occasion  as  representing  our  Society  and  of  express- 
ing our  congratulations  and  good  wishes.  At  the  April 
meeting,  I  spoke  briefly  of  the  sense  of  loss  which  had  come 
to  us  in  the  death  of  John  Pierpont  Morgan,  LL.  D.,  to  whom 
Hartford,  and  especially  the  organizations  connected  with  the 
Wadsworth  Atheneum,  is  so  deeply  indebted. 

Among  the  gifts  reported  and  acknowledged  by  resolutions 
of  thanks  at  our  meetings,  mention  may  well  be  made  here  of 
the  beautiful  and  valuable  Communion  silver,  consisting  of  two 
flagons  and  six  beaker-cups,  long  the  property  of  the  second 
church  in  Colchester  (parish  of  Westchester),  presented  by 
Mrs.  Mary  Bulkeley  Brainard  in  memory  of  her  husband,  the 
Hon.  Leverett  Brainard,  and  his  sister,  Miss  Lucy  A.  Brainard, 
and  also  the  fine  silver  **can,"  once  belonging  to  the  Hon. 
Thomas  Welles,  of  East  Hartford,  presented  to  us  by  Miss 
Mary  Dexter.  I  notice  here  also,  although  it  is  like  those 
others  included  in  the  Librarian's  report  of  benefactions,  the 
gift  of  the  tall  clock  called  the  Thomas  Hooker  Clock,  gener- 
ously made  by  Mrs.  James  Collins  Seymour. 

PUBLICATIONS. 

The  fourteenth  volume  of  our  Transactions  has  been  pub- 
lished in  the  past  year,  being  the  full  text  of  the  book  of 
records  which  contains  the  original  distribution  of  the  lands  in 
Hartford  among  the  settlers,  commonly  known  as  the  **  Hart- 
ford Book  of  Distributions"  of  1639.  It  contains  632  pages  of 
text  and  84  pages  of  index;  and,  as  you  know,  generous 
provision  was  made  for  its  transcription,  preparation,  and 
publication  by  our  Hartford  Vice-President,  James  J.  Goodwin, 
LL.  D.,  who  fifltcMi  years  ago  did  a  like  act  in  regard  to  the 
first  volume  of  the  records  of  this  Town,  and  to  whom  we  so 
often  acknowledge  our  obligations;  while  the  actual  prepara- 
tion, very  thoroughly  and  accurately  done,  at  the  cost  of  much 


painstaking  labor,  is  the  work  of  our  Librarian,  from  whom 
we  expect  and  receive  work  which  honors  us  as  really  as  it 
honors  himself.  Progress  has  been  made  in  the  editing  of  a 
third  volume  of  the  Governor  Law  papers. 


MEMBRRSHtP. 

In  the  past  year  eleven  active  members  have  been  added  to 
the  roll  by  election;  eleven  active  members  have  died,  two  of 
whom  were  life  members;  and  three  active  members  have  re- 
signed. Two  €x-offic\o  members  have  deceased.  Chief  Justice 
Frederic  B.  Hall,  who  died  15  January  1913,  and  Judge  Ralph 
Wheeler,  who  died  14  February  1913;  their  places  have  been 
filled  by  new  appointments.  Our  complete  roll  now  shows 
nineteen  ex-officio  members  (two  of  whom  are  also  on  the  list 
of  active  members),  one  honorary  member,  nine  corresponding 
members,  and  three  hundred  and  eighty-six  active  members, 
of  whom  thirty-six  are  members  for  life.  We  stilt  look  for- 
ward to  the  time  when  we  shall  have,  as  we  need,  at  least  five- 
hmidred  members  paying  annual  dues. 


The  active  members  who  have  deceased  during  the  past  year 
are  as  follows:

William  Francis  Joskph  Boardman,  of  Hartford,  a  life- 
member  elected  in  1888,  a  student  of  family  history  and 
founder  of  a  fund  from  the. sale  of  copies  of  four  genealog 
works  relating  to  that  history,  died  23  November  1912. 

John  Dkan  Browne,  of  Hartford,  elected  to  member 
in  1890,  President  of  the  Connecticut  Fire  Insurance  C 
pany,  died  23  March  1913. 

Hon.  David  Samuel  Calhoun,  of  Hartford,  who  also 
elected  to  membership  in  1890.  died  7  Novemlier  1912. 

Levi  Lincoln  Felt,  a  third  menil>er  resident  in  Hart 
and  admitted  in  1890,  Comptroller  of  the  Travelers  Insun 
Company,  died  8  December  1912. 
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Henry  A.  Stillman,  of  Hartford,  who  by  reason  of  the 
great  age  to  which  he  attained  and  of  his  experience  as  a  sur- 
veyor had  great  knowledge  of  the  topography  of  this  city, 
elected  a  member  in  1891,  died  14  December  191 2. 

Thomas  Knowlton  Marcy,  M.  D.,  of  Windsor,  whose 
membership  dated  from  1892,  died  2  March  1913. 

Miss  Antoinette  Randolph  Phelps,  of  a  distinguished 
.  Simsbury  family,  but  a  resident  of  Hartford,  admitted  a  mem- 
ber in  1893,  died  on  Sunday  last,  25  May  1913. 

Rodolphus  L.  Webb,  of  Mystic,  a  member  since  his 
election  in  1896,  died  14  March  1913. 

Charles  Henry  Noble,  of  New  Milford,  whose  member- 
ship began  in  1905,  died  14  December  191 2. 

Hon.  James  Perry  Platt,  of  Meriden,  Judge  of  the 
United  States  District  Court,  son  of  an  honored  father,  elected 
to  membership  in  1906,  died  26  Januar>'  1913. 

financial. 

Our  Treasurer's  report  shows  that  the  admission  fees  of  new 
members  and  the  annual  dues  of  the  rest  have  amounted  to 
$838,  and  that  our  income  from  dividends  has  been  about  $392, 
making  the  total  of  receipts  from  ordinary  sources  $1,230;  while 
our  ordinary  expenses  for  salaries,  insurance,  postage,  etc.,  not 
including  the  purchase  of  any  new  books,  have  been  towards 
$1 ,830;  the  deficit  of  some  $600  has  been  nearly  met  by  a  dona- 
tion of  $^iy(^:>,  as  in  previous  years,  from  our  first  Vice-President, 
and  by  special  subscriptions  from  other  members  amounting  to 

$74- 50. 

We  certainly  do  not  need  to  apologize  to  our  members  when 

we  ask  them,  if  they  find  it  in  their  power  to  do  so,  to  con- 
tribute for  its  necessary  expenses  and  its  urgent  needs,  more 
than  the  small  sum  of  the  annual  dues.  It  is  worth  more  than 
that  to  themselves  and  to  the  commonwealth.  The  real  value 
of  the  work  of  such  a  society  is  not  altogether  in  the  future; 
rather,  it  can  Ih!  of  service  to  later  generations  as  it  does  a  good 
and  serviceable  work  now.

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Society: 

The  Society  has  received  during  the  past  year  a  number  of 
noteworthy  gifts  to  its  collections.  Among  them  is  that  of 
Mrs.  Mary  B,  Brainard  of  Hartford,  in  memory  of  her  husband, 
Hon.  Leverett  Brainard,  and  his  sister,  Lucy  A.  Brainard,  of 
the  finest  old  silver  communion  ser\'ice  in  the  state.  The  two 
tankards  and  six  cups  composing  this  service  were  the  gift  of 
David  and  Hannah  Day  about  1775  to  the  church  in  West- 
chester, the  second  society  in  Colchester,  of  which  society  both 
Mr.  and  Miss  Brainard  were  natives;  and  both  -of  whom  were, 
as  the  donor  now  is,  members  of  this  Society. 

From  Miss  Mary  Dexter  of  Danielson  a  silver  can  with 
handle  that  belonged  to  her  great- great-grandfather,  Thomas 
Welles  of  East  Hartford  (1692-1767),  whose  initials  it  bears. 

Mrs.  Cornelia  Seymour  of  New  York  has  presented  to  us  in 
memory  of  her  husband,  James  Collins  Seymour,  the  old  tall 
clock  which  has  come  down  in  the  Hooker  family  and  later  in 
the  Seymour  family  through  many  generations  and  which  has 
long  been  known  as  the  Thomas  Hooker  clock.  This  beauti- 
ful and,  from  its  association,  most  interesting  gift  now  stands 
in  our  library,  the  clear  tone  of  its  bell  marking  the  passing 
hours  for  us  as  it  has  for  generations  that  have  come  and  gone 
before  us. 

John  J.  Corning  of  New  York  has  presented  us  with  more 
than  275  bound  volumes  and  a  number  of  pamphlets.  They 
are  on  various  subjects;  political,  historical,  literary,  travel 
and  miscellaneous,  and  many  of  them  are  of  considerable 
interest  in  a  librar>'.  From  J.  Coolidge  Hills,  always  an 
interested  member,  we  have  received  above  400  books  and 
pamphlets  and  250  leaflets.  Besides  miscellaneous  publica- 
tions, there  are  many  masonic,  religious  and  historical,  includ- 
ing some  on  the  Civil  war.  Many  of  the  items  in  this  gift  are 
local  in  their  origin  or  interest.      Our  Vice-President,  Hon. 
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E.  Stevens  Henry,  has  presented  a  considerable  number  of 
volumes  of  valuable  publications  issued  by  the  United  States 
Government. 

A  gift  has  been  received  from  Miss  Jessy  Trumbull  McClellan 
which,  from  its  associations,  is  a  most  interesting  one.  It  con- 
sists (in  part)  of  numerous  pencil  sketches  made  by  Daniel 
Wadsworth,  founder  of  the  building  in  which  our  rooms  are 
located.  Some  of  the  sketches  were  later  engraved  or  litho- 
graphed and  examples  of  the  engraved  plates  accompany  the 
sketches.  There  was  also  with  these  the  large  shawl  which 
was  Mr.  Wadsworth' s  constant  companion  in  his  later  years  and 
some  other  articles  of  his  wearing  apparel.  He  was  always 
a  man  of  delicate  health  and  used  the  utmost  care  to  avoid 
colds.  He  has  been  described  to  me  as  riding  out  in  his  large, 
closed,  yellow  coach,  which  was  heated  by  a  stove  whose  pipe 
protruded  from  one  of  its  windows.  At  such  times  he  wore, 
as  overcoats  for  men  were  not  then  in  vogue,  a  long  cloth  cape 
over  which  were  other  shorter  capes  of  dififerent  lengths  that 
were  separately  removable,  and  perhaps  over  all  would  be  the 
large  shawl  now  presented  to  us.  A  few  years  since  Miss 
McClellan  gave  us  a  diar>'  kept  in  1848,  the  year  of  Daniel's 
death,  by  Sarah  McClellan  while  she  was  a  member  of  the 
Wadsworth  household. 

Through  the  generosity  of  its  Vice-President  James  J.  Good- 
win the  Society  issued  during  the  year  its  fourteenth  volume 
of  **  Collections."  This  consists  of  a  printing  of  the  volume 
of  the  *' Original  distribution  of  the  lands  in  Hartford  among 
the  settlers,  1639."  This  with  its  introduction  and  an  index 
of  more  than  18,500  references  makes  a  volume  of  736  pages. 
Besides  the  record  of  lands  this  volume  contains  the  earliest 
vital  records  of  Hartford.  The  only  other  publication  issued 
during  the  year  was  the  *'  Annual  Report,"  a  pamphlet  of  43 
pages. 

Further  gifts  during  the  year  from  Vice-President  Goodwin 
are,  The  Ancestor,  12  volumes;  Crisp's  Parish  registers  of 
Berkeley,  Cropthorne,  Fy field,  Greensteed,  Lambourne,  More- 
ton,  Ongar,  St.  Peters,  Stapleford  and  Theydon  Mount;

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Register  Index  of  places;  Victoria  History  of  the  counties  of 
Bedford,  vol.  3,  Lancaster,  vols.

Among  books  of  Connecticut  interest  that  have  come  to 
hand  during  the  year  may  be  mentioned  the  Proprietors* 
Records  of  Waterbury,  1677-1761,  edited  by  our  member,  Miss 
Katharine  A.  Prichard;  Early  Silver  of  Connecticut  and  its 
Makers  by  George  M.  Curtis,  also  one  of  our  members;  Honor 
Roll  of  Litchfield  County  Revolutionary  Soldiers;  Celebration 
of  the  Two  Hundred  and  Fiftieth  Anniversary  of  Norwich  by 
William  C.  Gilman,  and  mention  should  also  be  made  of  the 
various  state  publications  and  reports  received  as  issued  through 
the  Connecticut  State  Library.  Through  an  exchange,  the 
details  of  which  are  not  yet  completed,  we  have  been  able  to 
add  more  than  two  years'  numbers  to  our  file  of  early  Wind- 
ham Herald, 

The  vital  records  of  various  Massachusetts  towns,  which  we 
obtain  as  they  are  issued,  now  number  131  volumes.  Our 
corresponding  member,  Prof.  Charles  M.  Andrews,  has  pre- 
sented us  with  the  Guide  to  Materials  for  American  History 
to  1783  in  the  Public  Record  Ofiiceof  Great  Britain,  volume  i, 
of  which  he  is  the  editor.  The  United  States  Government  has 
presented  an  interesting  series  of  Confederate  States  notes, 
consisting  of  1 1 2  pieces.

The  unrivaled  collection  of  eighteenth  century  Connecticut 
imprints  in  our  library  has  been  increased  by  the  addition  of 
issues  of  the  years  1717,  1751,  1760,  1772  (2),  [1772],    1773, 

[^776],    1779   (2),    1780,    [1787],    [1788],    I789>   1793.    1796, 
1798,  1800,  eighteen  in  all. 

During  the  year  past  the  Society  has  received  by  gift  780 
volumes,  825  pamphlets  and  292  miscellaneous  items,  including 
leaflets  and  broadsides.  The  purchases,  including  seven  vol- 
umes and  three  pamphlets  credited  to  the  Goldthwaite  Fund, 
eight  volumes  to  the  Lucy  A.  Brainard  Book  Fund,  four  vol- 
umes to  the  Charles  J.  Hoadly  Fund  and  three  volumes  to  the 
William  F.  J.  Boardman  Fund,  amount  to  80  volumes,  73 
pamphlets  and  seven  miscellaneous.  Six  volumes  have  been 
added  by  exchange.  This  gives  a  total  of  866  volumes,  898 
pamphlets  and  299  miscellaneous  items;  or  a  g^and  total  of 
2,063  items.  This  is  more  than  twice  the  number  of  additions 
noted  in  our  last  annual  report. 

The  number  of  our  readers  during  the  year  has  been  3120, 
almost  exactly  the  same  as  last  year. 

A  constant  and  increasing  problem  is  that  of  endeavoring  to 
find  room  for  our  books.  Unfortunately  when  our  library  was 
moved  into  its  new  rooms  three  years  ago  the  number  of  feet 
of  shelving  in  the  new  rooms  was  less  than  it  had  been  in  the 
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old  rooms.  It  consequence  a  part  of  the  library  is  stored  in 
large  piles  in  the  basement,  so  that  it  is  impossible  to  consult 
it;  and  another  part  is  crowded  onto  temporary  shelving  in  one 
of  the  rooms  of  the  annex  building,  where  any  particular  book 
can  be  found  only  under  the  most  favorable  circumstances. 
The  shelves  in  our  main  library  room  will  be  filled  before  the 
close  of  another  year,  a  second  year  will  see  the  shelves  in  our 
second  library  room  filled,  while  a  third  or  fourth  year  will  see 
every  inch  of  shelf  room  in  our  stack  room  filled.  The  shelv- 
ing in  our  newspaper  room  is  already  almost  filled.  Our  two 
storage  rooms  in  the  annex  building  already  contain  all  the 
weight  that  it  seems  advisable  to  place  on  their  floors.  Our 
cellar  is  already  crowded  with  boxes  of  books,  many  of  them 
the  editions  of  our  publications  or  of  books  that  have  been 
given  us  to  sell.  This  lack  of  adequate  storage  room  is  already 
the  cause  of  no  little  confusion  in  the  library.  Altogether  the 
situation  of  our  library  as  to  shelf  room  and  space  available  for 
books  at  the  present  time  is  deplorable,  and  the  outlook  for 
the  future  most  discouraging.  We  have  many  books  and 
pamphlets,  and  are  adding  to  our  treasures  each  year  by  pur- 
chase and  by  the  gifts  of  friends;  but  we  lack  the  needed  shelf 
space  or  even  room  for  storage  of  any  considerable  number  of 
additions.  What  can  be  done  is  a  matter  that  must  soon  be 
seriously  considered  by  you  our  members  and  by  the  ofiScers 
whom  you  elect. 

At  the  desire  of  our  President  I  am  printing  as  a  supplement 
to  this  report  an  annotated  list  of  Congregational  Ecclesiastical 
Societies  or  Parishes  established  in  Connecticut  previous  to  the 
adoption  of  our  present  constitution  in  1818.

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old  rooms.  It  consequence  a  part  of  the  Iibrar>-  is  stored  in 
large  piles  in  the  basement,  so  that  it  is  impossible  to  consult 
it;  and  another  part  is  crowded  onto  temporar>'  shelving  in  one 
of  the  rooms  of  the  annex  building,  where  any  particular  book 
can  be  found  only  under  the  most  favorable  circumstances. 
The  shelves  in  our  main  library  room  will  be  filled  before  the 
close  of  another  year,  a  second  year  will  see  the  shelves  in  our 
second  library  room  filled,  while  a  third  or  fourth  year  wHU  see 
every  inch  of  shelf  room  in  our  stack  room  filled.  The  shelv- 
ing in  our  newspaper  room  is  already  almost  filled.  Our  two 
storage  rooms  in  the  annex  building  already  contain  all  the 
weight  that  it  seems  advisable  to  place  on  their  floors.  Our 
cellar  is  already  crowded  with  boxes  of  books,  many  of  them 
the  editions  of  our  publications  or  of  books  that  have  been 
given  us  to  sell.  This  lack  of  adequate  storage  room  is  already 
the  cause  of  no  little  confusion  in  the  library.  Altogether  the 
situation  of  our  library  as  to  slielf  room  and  space  available  for 
books  at  the  present  time  is  deplorable,  and  the  outlook  for 
the  future  most  discouraging.  We  have  many  books  and 
pamphlets,  and  are  adding  to  our  treasures  each  year  by  pur- 
chase and  by  the  gifts  of  friends;  but  we  lack  the  needed  shelf 
space  or  even  room  for  storage  of  any  considerable  number  of 
additions.  What  can  be  done  is  a  matter  that  must  soon  be 
seriously  considered  by  you  our  members  and  by  the  ofiicers 
whom  you  elect. 

At  the  desire  of  our  President  I  am  printing  as  a  supplement 
to  this  report  an  annotated  list  of  Congregational  Ecclesiastical 
Societies  or  Parishes  established  in  Connecticut  previous  to  the 
adoption  of  our  present  constitution  in  1818.

pleading  and  being  impleaded,  and  also  to  purchase,  receive,  hold  and 
convey  any  estate,  real  or  p>ersonal,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  three 
hundred  thousand  dollars;  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same 
may  alter  at  pleasure,  may  establish  rules  relative  to  the  admission  of 
future  members;  may  ordain,  establish,  and  put  in  execution  such  by- 
laws and  regulations,  not  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  charter,  or 
the  laws  of  this  State,  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  government 
of  said  Corporation. 

The  Governor  of  this  State,  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  and  the  Judges 
of  the  Superior  Court,  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Society. 

Said  Corporation  shall  meet  once  a  year  for  the  choice  of  a  President, 
Vice-President,  Corres|x)nding  Secretary,  Recording  Secretary,  Treas- 
urer, and  such  other  ofliicers  as  may  be  designated  from  time  to  time  by 
the  by-laws  of  the  Society. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  holden  at  the  State  House  in 
Hartford  at  such  time  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Honorable  John 
Trumbull,  notice  thereof  being  previously  given  in  one  or  more  news- 
pa)>ers  printed  in  Hartford. 

Provided,  nevertheless,  that  this  act  of  incorporation  shall  be  subject 
to  l)e  revoked  or  altered,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  General  Assembly. 


3y'€atr)5. 
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ARTICLE  I.      MBMBBRS. 

Section  i.  The  Society  shall  consist  of  active,  corresponding,  and 
honorary  members.  Only  active  members  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in 
any  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Corresponding  and  honorary  members  shall  be  persons  residing  out 
of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  admission 
fee  or  dues. 

Honorary  members  shall  be  persons  who  may  have  rendered  important 
public  service  to  the  State  of  Connecticut,  or  to  the  cause  of  historic 
inquiry,  or  literature  generally. 

Section  2.  Every  application  for  active  membership  shall  be  in 
writing,  signed  by  the  applicant,  shall  be  supported  by  the  written 
recommendation  of  at  least  one  active  member  residing  in  the  State  of 
Connecticut,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  admission  fee  of  three 
dollars.  Such  applications  must  be  made  upon  blank  forms  furnished 
by  the  Society  and  shall  contain  a  brief  personal  sketch  of  the  applicant. 

Every  nomination  for  the  election  of  corresponding  or  honorary 
members  shall  be  based  upon  the  application,  in  writing,  of  at  least  two 
active  members,  residing  in  the  State  of  Connecticut,  stating  the  reason 
for  such  nomination,  and  the  qualifications  of  the  persons  proposed  for 
membership. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  be  voted  for  as  an  active,  corresponding, 
or  honorary  member  until  at  least  the  meeting  next  succeeding  the  one 
at  which  his  election  is  recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Membership. 

Whenever  a  vote  shall  be  taken  on  the  admission  of  a  member  and 
there  shall  be  found  two  ballots  against  his  admission,  the  presiding 
officer  shall  declare  the  election  postponed.  At  the  next  regular  meet- 
ing, if  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Membership  shall  be 
renewed,  he  may  be  admitted  by  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present. 

Section  4.  Active  members  shall  pay  as  annual  dues  to  the  Society 
three  dollars  if  they  reside  within  the  city  of  Hartford,  and  two  dollars 
if  they  reside  without  said  city.  Any  active  member,  not  indebted  to 
the  Society  for  dues,  may  constitute  himself  a  life  member  by  paying  at 
one  time  the  sum  of  fiftv  dollars. 

The  annual  dues  of  members  shall  be  payable  in  advance  on  the  first 
day  of  May  in  each  year.  The  payment  of  the  annual  dues  shall  con- 
stitute a  condition  of  membership,  and  the  neglect  or  refusal  to  pay  the 
same  for  the  period  of  six  months  after  they  become  due  shall  be  deemed 
a  \«  ithdrawal  from  the  Society. 


ARTICLB  II.      OPPICBRS. 

Section  i.  The  officers  of  the  Society,  to  be  elected  at  the  annual 
meeting  by  ballot,  and  to  hold  their  offices  for  one  year  and  until  others 
shall  be  chosen,  shall  be,  a  President,  not  exceeding  eight  Vice-Presi- 
dents, a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer, 
an  Auditor,  a  Committee  on  Membership  to  consist  of  seven  members, 
Committees  on  the  Library,  on  Publication,  and  on  Monthly  Papers, 
each  to  consist  of  three  members.  Only  active  members  resident  in  the 
State  of  Connecticut  shall  be  eligible  to  office. 

The  preceding  officers  and  the  chairmen  of  the  several  committees 
shall  constitute  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Society. 

The  presiding  officer  shall  name  the  members  of  all  special  committees 
ordered  raised  at  any  meeting. 

A  Librarian  and  Cabinet  Keeper  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Standing 
Committee,  whenever  such  appointment  shall  be  deemed  advisable. 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  be  chairman  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, and  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Membership,  the  Library, 
and  Publication;  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the 
Standing  Conmiittee;  and  shall  deliver  or  provide  for  an  address  at  the 
annual  meeting. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  call  all  meetings  of  the  Society;  shall 
have  custody  of  the  files,  records,  and  seal  of  the  Society;  shall  give 
notice  to  new  members  of  their  election,  and  furnish  them  certificates 
of  membership;  and  shall  keep  an  accurate  journal  of  the  transactions 
of  the  Society  and  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  in 
behalf  of  the  Society. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  the  admission  fees,  and  report  the  names 
of  the  persons  paying  the  same  to  the  Recording  Secretary;  shall  receive 
all  other  moneys  due,  and  all  donations  or  bequests  of  money  made  to 
the  Society;  shall  pay  to  the  order  of  the  chairman  of  the  Standing 
Committee  such  sums  as  may  be  required  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of 
the  Society  and  such  as  the  Society  or  Standing  Committee  may  other- 
wise direct  to  be  paid;  shall  keep  a  true  and  faithful  account  of  all 
moneys  received  and  paid  by  him,  and  of  the  property  and  debts  of  the 
Society;  and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting,  render  an  audited  statement 
thereof. 

The  Librarian,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  the  Library, 
shall  arrange  and  have  charge  of  all  books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts, 
and  other  articles  belonging  to  or  de]x>sited  in  the  rooms  of  the  Society; 
and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  make  a  full  report  of 
his  doings  as  Librarian  during  the  past  year,  and  of  the  condition  of  the 
Library. 

The  Auditor  shall,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  examine  the  hooks, 
accounts  and  financial  statements  of  the  Treasurer,  and  compare  the 
same  with  the  vouchers  and  securities  in  the  Treasurer's  hands  and 
certify  the  result  of  such  exaniiiiution  to  the  Society. 


Section  3.  The  Committee  on  Membership  shall  consider  all  appli- 
cations for  membership,  and  shall  report  to  the  Society  such  applications 
as  said  Committee  may  approve  and  recommend  for  admission.  No 
applications  for  membership  shall  be  considered  or  acted  upon  by  said 
Committee  during  a  meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Committee  on  the  Library  shall  have  the  general  oversight  and 
management  of  the  library,  manuscripts  and  other  collections  belonging 
to  or  deposited  with  the  Society.  Said  Committee  shall  make  purchases 
for  the  library  to  such  an  amount  as  may  be  appropriated  from  time  to 
time  for  the  purpose. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  shall  have  the  superintendence  of  all 
publications  ordered  by  the  Society.  They  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
report  to  the  Society  respecting  the  selection  and  arrangement  of  such 
papers,  from  the  library  of  the  Society  or  other  sources,  as  are  most 
suitable  for  publication  in  volumes  of  the  Society's  Collections. 

The  Committee  on  Monthly  Papers  shall  provide  for  a  paper  to  be 
read  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  act  generally  in  behalf  of  the  Society, 
and  shall  fill  all  vacancies  in  any  offices  until  the  next  regular  meeting 
of  the  Society.  Any  five  members  of  this  Committee  may  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  a  notice  for  a  meeting  of 
the  Society  shall  be  deemed  a  notice  for  a  meeting  of  this  Committee. 
Special  meetings  of  this  Committee  may  be  called  by  the  Recording 
Secretary  by  direction  of  the  President. 

ARTICLE   III.      MEETINGS. 

Section  i.  An  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  May, 
at  such  time  as  the  Standing  Committee  shall  appoint. 

A  regular  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  evening  of  each 
month  from  October  to  May  inclusive,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  direction  of  the 
President,  or,  in  his  absence,  on  the  application  of  three  active  members 
to  the  Recording  Secretary. 

Notice  of  each  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  sent  by  mail  to  each 
active  member  at  least  two  days  prior  thereto.  And  at  any  meeting, 
duly  called  and  notified,  ten  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 


ARTICLE    IV.      donations   AND  DEPOSITS. 

All  donations  to  and  deposits  with  the  Society  shall  be  entered  in 
books  kept  for  that  purpose. 

No  donations  shall  be  exchanged  or  disposed  of  unless  the  Society 
have  a  duplicate  of  the  same. 

All  deposits  left  with  the  Society  shall  be  carefully  preserved,  and 
may  at  any  time  \)e  taken  away  by  the  depositor  in  person,  or  deliv- 
ered on  his  wTitten  order.     But  every  deposit  which  has  not  been  so 
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reclaimed  or  withdrawn  shall,  after  the  decease  of  the  depositor,  be 
entered  as  a  donation,  and  be  deemed  the  property  of  the  Society: 
unless,  at  the  time  of  making  the  deposit,  other  conditions  shall  have 
been  prescribed  by  the  depositor. 

ARTICLE   V.      LIBRARY. 

The  rooms,  with  all  books,  manascripts,  pictures,  and  articles  belong- 
ing to  or  deposited  with  the  Society,  shall  be  under  the  immediate 
charge  of  the  Librarian,  acting  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Library. 

The  library  shall  be  open  for  the  inspection  of  the  public,  and  the 
examination  of  books  and  manuscripts,  and  transcription  therefrom,  at 
such  time,  and  on  such  conditions,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Library;  and  no  book  or  manuscript  shall  be  taken  from 
the  rooms  without  a  special  vote  of  the  Society,  except  by  the  Committee 
on  Publication. 

ARTICLE  VI.      PUBLICATION   FUKD. 

The  legacy  left  to  the  Society  by  its  late  President,  the  Hon.  Thomas 
Day,  the  avails  of  all  life  memberships,  and  all  special  donations  and 
subscriptions  which  may  be  made  thereto,  shall  constitute  a  Publication 
Fund,  the  income  of  which  shall  be  applied,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Committee  on  Publication,  toward  the  expense  of  such  publications  as 
may  be  ordered  by  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VII.      ALTERATIONS. 

Any  alteration  of  these  by-laws  shall  be  submitted  to  a  regular  meet- 
ing, held  prior  to  that  on  which  the  vote  on  the  same  is  taken. 


prcsibent's  Ctbbress. 
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AS  we  close  to-night  the  record  of  another  year  of  the  varied 
activities  of  our  Society  and  of  the  ser\'ice  which  it 
renders  to  its  members  and  to  the  communitv — the  fourteenth 
year  in  which  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  preside  in  it — we 
cannot  but  see  that  it  is  a  record  of  steady  progress  and  of 
constant  labor  on  the  part  of  its  chief  executive  officer,  the 
Librarian  and  Recording  Secretary.  His  report  will  include 
so  much  that  is  of  interest  and  permanent  value,  that  it  falls 
to  me  but  to  trace  the  public  events  of  the  year,  to  make  brief 
mention  of  some  work  as  to  which  he  will  speak  more  fully,  and 
to  read  the  necrological  record.  I  may  be  allowed  also  to  point 
out  the  general  state  of  our  finances  as  it  will  presently  be 
indicated  in  the  report  of  the  Treasurer.

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PUBLICATIONS. 

The  issue  of  our  last  annual  report  containing  the  roll 
of  members,  as  usual,  was  followed  by  the  publication  in  a 
separate  pamphlet  of  an  annotated  list  of  all  the  Ecclesiastical 
Societies  or  Parishes  of  the  Congregational  order  established  in 
Connecticut  before  the  year  1818.  It  was  the  work  of  our 
Librarian,  and  was  prepared  with  his  usual  accuracy  and  pre- 
cision and  from  a  study  of  all  the  data  such  as,  I  venture  to 
say,  could  have  been  made  by  no  other  person.  Intended  as 
a  supplement  to  the  annual  report,  it  should  rank  as  a  separate 
publication  of  the  Society;  it  will  be  of  great  and  increasing 
value  both  for  what  it  contains  and  for  the  key  which  it  pro- 
vides to  many  historical  investigations. 

The  third  and  last  volume  of  the  Governor  Law  Papers  has 
now  been  edited  and  prepared  for  the  press;  its  publication 
may  be  expected  at  an  early  day. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

In  the  past  year  twelve  persons  have  been  admitted  to  active 
membership,  and  one  former  member  has  become  a  member 
for  life;  ten  active  members  have  died,  one  has  resigned,  and 
the  names  of  eight  have  been  dropped  by  reason  of  non-pay- 
ment of  dues.  Our  roll  now  shows  the  names  of  four  hundred 
and  five  members,  including  nineteen  ex-officio  members  (two 
of  whom  are  also  on  the  list  of  active  members),  one  honorary 
member,  nine  corresponding  members,  and  three  hundred  and 
seventy-eight  active  members;  of  these  latter  thirty-six  are 
members  for  life  and  three  hundred  and  forty-two  are 
chargeable  with  annual  dues  and  have  paid  into  the  treasury 
$<S69  in  the  past  year.  We  ought  not  to  be  satisfied  until  we 
can  have  an  active  membership  of  at  least  five  hundred  names; 
or,  to  put  it  more  practically,  we  ought  soon  to  find  at  least  a 
hundred  and  sixty  men  and  women  sufficiently  interested  in 
the  history  of  Connecticut  to  become  new  members  of  the 
Connecticut  Historical  Society. 

OBITUARV. 

The  active  members  who  have  deceased  during  the  past  year 
are  as  follows: 

Jonas  Coolidge  Hili^,  of  Hartford,  a  life  member, 
admitted  in  1885,  an  officer  of  this  Society  who  during  his  life 
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and  in  his  last  will  showed  active  interest  in  its  welfare,  and 
whose  skill  and  judgment  were  both  shown  in  the  remarkable 
collections  which  he  made,  a  valued  citizen,  benefactor,  and 
friend,  died  8  November  19 13. 

Rev.  Lewellvn  Pratt,  D.  D.,  admitted  to  membership  in 
1887,  honored  and  successful  as  teacher  and  minister,  some- 
time Professor  in  the  Hartford  Theological  Seminary,  and  later 
pastor  of  the  Broadway  Church  in  Norwich,  died  14  June  1913. 

John  Benjamin  Lewis,  M.  D.,  of  the  Travelers  Insurance 
Company  of  Hartford,  admitted  a  member  in  1889,  ^^^^  26 
April  1 9 14. 

Joseph  Churchill  Hammond,  Jr.,  of  Rockville,  a  member 
of  the  Society  since  1890,  died  22  August  19 13. 

DeWitt  Clinton  Skilton,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Phoenix  Fire  Insurance  Company  of  Hartford, 
who  became  a  member  in  1890,  died  26  December  1913. 

Francis  Wavland  Havens,  of  the  Hartford  Life  Insur- 
ance Company,  admitted  to  membership  in  1904,  died  21 
October  191 3. 

Harmon  George  Howe,  M.  D.,  an  honored  and  beloved 
physician  of  Hartford,  a  member  of  the  Society  since  1906,  was 
killed  in  a  railroad  accident  12  June  19 13. 

Harrison  Belknap  Freeman,  of  Hartford,  a  member 
since  1907,  prominent  in  the  life  of  his  city  and  for  some  years 
Judge  of  Probate,  died  4  July  191 3. 

Charles  Jesse  Merrill,  of  Hartford,  who  became  a  mem- 
ber in  1908,  an  expert  in  printing  with  the  Case,  Lockwood, 
and  Brainard  Company,  died  9  December  191 3. 

Hiram  John  Messenger,  Jr.,  Actuar>'  of  the  Travelers 
Insurance  Company  of  Hartford,  admitted  to  membership  in 
1908,  died  15  January  1914. 

FINANCIAL. 

The  Treasurer's  report  will  show  a  substantial  balance  on 
hand,  due  to  a  donation  of  $500  from  our  first  Vice-President, 
as  in  former  years — the  recurrence  of  which  calls  for  a  repeti- 
tion of  our  grateful  thanks — and  to  special  subscriptions  from 
other  members  amounting  to  $208.  The  year's  expenses  from 
the  general  fund,  including  the  librarian's  salary  but  cover- 
ing no  outlay  for   the   purchase  of   books,   is  about   $1,850; 
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the  income  from  the  dues  of  members  is  about  $870,  and  that 
from  investments  is  about  $440,  giving  a  total  of  $1,310.  While 
we  acknowledge  the  special  gifts  which  turn  a  threatened 
deficit  into  an  actual  surplus,  and  do  not  forget  the  publication 
fund  and  the  several  book  funds,  we  shall  be  greatly  relieved 
when  the  income  of  the  general  fund  shall  be  sufficient  to  meet 
all  general  expenses;  there  will  still  be  good  purposes  to  which 
special  gifts  may  be  applied. 

NEEDS  FOR  FUTURE  WORK. 

Besides  the  almost  imperative  call  for  an  increase  of  the 
general  funds  and  the  great  desirability  of  providing  a  larger 
income  available  for  the  purchase  of  books — perhaps  even 
before  these — the  Librarian  will  tell  us  that  we  must  have  more 
room  for  the  shelving  and  storage  of  the  volumes  and  other 
material  which  we  have  on  hand  and  which  we  shall  certainly 
receive  within  a  short  time.  I  would  suggest  that  a  committee 
be  appointed  to  take  the  whole  matter  into  consideration  and 
to  report  at  its  early  convenience. 

ANNIVERSARIES. 

The  centenary  of  the  War  of  18 12,  as  we  call  it,  brings  two 
commemorations  which  are  of  special  interest  to  us  in  Connecti- 
cut: the  hundreth  anniversar>'  of  the  Battle  of  Lake  Champlain, 
fought  II  September  1814,  at  which  Commodore  McDonough 
gained  his  notable  victory,  and  the  hundredth  anniversary  of 
the  Hartford  Convention,  which  began  its  session  in  December 
18 14  and  brought  it  to  an  end  in  the  following  January.  The 
Middlesex  County  Historical  Society  has  taken  preliminar>'^ 
steps  for  the  commemoration  of  the  former  event,  and  will 
doubtk'ss  invite  us  to  share  in  it;  perhaps  we  also  should  pro- 
vide for  a  meeting  at  which  its  story  may  be  told.  As  to  the 
latter,  I  may  repeat  what  was  announced  at  the  last  monthly 
meeting,  that  at  the  request  of  the  President  of  the  New  Haven 
Colony  Historical  Society  and  myself,  our  honored  Vice-Presi- 
dent, Simeon  E.  Baldwin,  LL.  D.,  Governor  of  the  State,  has 
promised  to  prepare  and  present  to  us  a  paper  on  the  Hartford 
Convention;  I  need  not  say  this  will  be  a  valuable  contribu- 
tion to  the  written  history  of  our  State  and  (I  may  add)  an 
earnest  of  what  Governor  Baldwin  may  yet  do  in  this  line  of 
study  and  writing  for  us  and  those  who  shall  come  after  us.

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Mr,  President  and  Members  of  the  Society: 

The  two  most  important  gifts  that  call  for  note  in  this  year's 
report  are  that  from  the  Johnson  family  of  Stratford  of  a 
quantity  of  Johnson  family  papers,  and  that  from  Vice-Presi- 
dent Goodwin  of  an  incomplete  file  of  the  Connecticut  Journal 
for  a  considerable  number  of  years.  Both  of  these  will  be 
mentioned  more  in  detail  later. 

There  have  been  numerous  other  gifts  which  have  shown 
the  interest  taken  in  the  work  of  the  Society  by  members  and 
others.  Among  these  may  be  mentioned  three  large  and 
hitherto  unknown  photographic  prints  of  the  Charter  Oak, 
taken  by  N.  A.  Moore  of  Hartford  soon  after  its  fall  (on  Aug. 
21,  1856),  probably  on  the  following  morning;  an  original 
pencil  sketch  of  the  tree  by  Nicolino  Calyo  of  New  York, 
drawn  probably  two  or  three  years  before  the  tree  fell;  an 
engraved  wood  block,  and  electrotype  from  it  and  a  smaller 
electrotype  of  the  same  tree  made  for  the  Charter  Oak  Life 
Insurance  Company,  all  these  the  gift  of  Charles  E.  Gross, 
and  forming  a  notable  addition  to  our  collection  of  pictures  of 
that  famous  tree.  From  Miss  Charlotte  Tyler  an  interesting 
picture  painted  by  J.  Ropes  in  1854,  showing  the  Bliss  house 
which  formerly  stood  on  what  is  now  Bushnell  Park,  Hartford. 
Another  memorial  of  the  founder  of  the  Atheneum,  Daniel 
Wadsworth,  the  little  camphor  bottle  with  its  chamois  leather 
covering  which  was  his  constant  companion,  came  to  us  from 
Miss  Jessy  Trumbull  McClellan  of  Woodstock.  A  book  of 
considerable  local  interest,  *'  The  Elizabeth  Whitman  mvsterv*' 
by  Charles  K.  Bolton,  was  presented  by  Mrs.  Charles  H. 
Smith.  From  our  late  deceased  officer  J.  Coolidge  Hills  we 
received  his  collection  of  pictorial  Civil  War  envelopes,  contain- 
ing the  remarkable  number  of  1379  different  issues.  A  book  of 
much  Connecticut  interest,  the  **  Life  of  Silas  Deane,"  was  pre- 
sented by  its  author  Rev.  George  L.  Clark.  Homer  W.  Brainard 
has  presented  a  quantity  of  clippings,  mounted  in  two  volumes, 
of  the  Hartford  Times*  genealogical  column,  of  which  he  was 
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for  a  time  the  editor.  **The  Refugees  of  1776  from  Long 
Island  to  Connecticut/*  presented  by  its  author  Frederic  G. 
Mather  of  Stamford,  is  a  book  which  gives  a  great  amount  of 
information  on  the  subject  to  which  it  relates,  indicating  exten- 
sive research,  and  is  a  distinct  addition  to  our  knowledge  of 
matters  and  times  relating  to  the  Revolution,  and  incidentally 
contains  a  great  deal  of  genealogical  material.  The  Hartford 
Printing  Company  (Elihu  Geer  Sons)  has  added  183  volumes 
of  directories  of  different  towns  and  cities  to  the  large  number 
which  they  have  presented  to  us  in  the  last  twenty-five  years. 
An  interesting  pamphlet  presented  by  James  Shepard  is  his 
list  of  **  Connecticut  Soldiers  in  the  Pequot  War,"  which  gives 
the  authority  for  the  record  of  each  soldier*s  service.  The 
**  Diary  of  Benjamin  Palmer"  of  Stonington,  Conn.,  recently 
published  and  a  copy  presented,  gives  a  graphic  account  of  a 
young  man's  experiences  during  the  War  of  18 12  in  Dartmoor 
and  other  English  prisons. 

A  highly  valued  gift  of  670  numbers  of  the  Copineciiad 
Journal,  published  in  New  Haven,  was  received  from  our  Vice- 
President  James  J.  Goodwin.  The  gift  was  the  more  impor- 
tant to  us  from  the  fact  that  we  previously  had  ver>'  few  early 
New  Haven  newspapers,  although  we  have  the  best  extant 
files  of  the  Connecticut  Courant  of  Hartford,  the  AVa'  I^ndon 
Gazette,  the  Middlesex  Gazette  of  Middletown  and  the  Wind- 
ham  Herald.  This  file  of  the  Journal  is  an  incomplete  one. 
The  years  1778,  1783,  1790-1800  contain  more  than  half  the 
issues  (from  28  to  51  numbers),  and  the  years  1777,  1779-1782, 
1784,  1785,  1788,  1789,  1801,  1803,  1807-1809,  1814.  1821. 
contain  less  than  half  the  issues  (from  one  to  25  numbers), 
and  there  are  several  imperfect  numbers  in  the  file.  W^ith  a 
single  exception  this  is  the  most  important  gift  of  newspapers 
received  in  more  than  half  a  century. 

Acting  on  the  suggestion  of  Luke  V.  Lockwood,  one  of  our 
members  residing  in  New  York  and  a  well  known  authority 
on  colonial  furniture,  John  Parsons,  M.  D.,  of  King's  Bridge, 
New  York,  acting  as  executor,  has  placed  with  us  as  a  deposit 
a  numl)er  of  most  interesting  pieces  of  antique  furniture  and 
other  household  articles.  These  pieces,  which  are  from  the 
house  in  Wethersfield,  Conn.,  occupied  until  her  decease  re- 
cently by  Miss  Esther  Bidwell,  are  designated  by  Dr.  Parsons 
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as  the  "  Porter- Belden  Collection."  Among  them  are  a  high- 
boy, low-boy,  chest-on -chest,  one  large  and  two  small  Dutch 
tables,  small  stand  with  tip  top,  two  Dutch  chairs,  four  Chip- 
pendale chairs,  curious  cradle,  bedstead,  three  mirrors,  two 
embroidered  coats  of  arms — the  Belden  and  Butler  families. 
These  have  been  placed  in  our  north  room,  and  the  beauty  of 
some  of  the  pieces  has  attracted  no  little  attention. 

The  number  of  readers  using  the  library  during  the  year 
was  3,425,  an  increase  of  about  ten  per  cent,  of  the  number 
using  it  during  the  previous  year. 

There  being  no  large  gifts  of  books  this  year,  as  there  was 
last,  to  swell  the  accessions,  the  total  for  the  year  is  much 
smaller  than  for  last  year.  The  donations  have  been  458 
volumes,  385  pamphlets  and  50  miscellaneous;  the  purchases 
84  volumes,  112  pamphlets  and  six  miscellaneous,  and  the 
additions  by  exchange  two  volumes  and  30  pamphlets.  This 
makes  a  total  of  544  volumes,  527  pamphlets  and  56  miscel- 
laneous, or  a  grand  total  of  i,  127  items.  Included  in  the  above 
purchases  are  seven  volumes  credited  to  the  Lucy  A.  Brainard 
Book  Fund,  five  volumes  to  the  Charles  J.  Hoadly  Fund,  three 
volumes  to  the  William  F.  J.  Boardman  Fund  and  two  volumes 
to  the  Dr.  Gurdon  W.  Russell  Fund. 

The  above  figures  of  accessions  are  for  printed  items  only. 
In  addition  to  these  the  number  of  manuscripts  added  exceeds 
the  number  of  printed  items,  the  letters  alone  being  upwards 
of  1,400  in  number.

Our  collection  of  early  Connecticut  imprints,  in  addition  to 
the  volumes  of  newspapers  mentioned  elsewhere,  has  been 
increased  by  issues  of  the  following  years:  1760,  1761,  [1764], 
1770  (2),  1774  (2),  1775,  1776.  1786  (2),  1787,  1789  (3), 
^793  (2).  1796,  1798  (4),  1799,  1800,  [1800?].  These  number 
25,  one  of  them  a  leaflet,  one  a  broadside,  and  nine  are 
almanacs,  four  of  which  are  imperfect. 

An  effort  has  been  made  during  the  year  to  add  to  our 
interesting  files  of  early  Connecticut  almanacs.  Our  already 
unrivaled  collection  has  been  increased  by  the  addition,  down 
to  the  year  1850,  of  47  issues,  nine  of  which  are  of  the 
eighteenth  century,  and  four  of  these  imperfect. 

This  Society  published  in  1909  the  first  volume  of  a  series  of 
Connecticut  Vital  Records,  comprising  records  of  the  towns  of 
Bolton  and  Vernon.  During  the  past  year  the  second  and 
third  volumes  of  this  series,  comprising  the  records  of  Norwich 
from  1659  to  1848,  have  been  published  by  the  Society  of 
Colonial  Wars  in  the  State  of  Connecticut.  A  fourth  volume, 
to  be  published  by  a  committee  of  this  Society,  is  now  under 
consideration. 

The  New  York  Historical  Society  has  completed  in  seventeen 
volumes  its  valuable  publication  of  abstracts  of  wills  filed  in 
New  York  City;  and  the  State  of  New  Jersey  has  published  in 
three  volumes  an  index  of  the  wills  in  that  state.  Copies  of 
each  have  been  presented  to  us.  The  series  of  sixteen  volumes 
of  historical  and  genealogical  magazines  published  by  Eben 
Putnam  has  been  completed.     After  long  waiting  a  copy  of 


"*■!> 


John  O.  Austin's  "  One  hundred  and  sixty  allied  families  "  has 
at  last  been  secured.  We  receive  each  year  from  the  Smith- 
sonian Institution  numerous  valuable  books  and  pamphlets, 
thus  adding  to  our  almost  complete  file  of  that  institution's 
publications. 

Our  publications  during  the  year  have  been  two  in  number, 
the  "Annual  report  for  191 3,''  a  pamphlet  of  40  pages  showing 
the  work  of  the  Society  for  the  year;  and  the  **  List  of  Con- 
gregational ecclesiastical  societies  established  in  Connecticut 
before  October  18 18  with  their  changes.**  This  pamphlet 
o^  35  pages  will,  it  is  believed,  prove  of  much  assistance  to 
persons  engaged  in  searching  the  early  records  of  the  different 
societies  and  towns  of  the  state.  The  following  item,  acci- 
dentally omitted  in  preparing  the  **copy'*  of  that  pamphlet 
for  the  printer,  may  now  be  inserted. 

WoLCOTT  SociKTv.  Established  October  1770  as  Famiinj<bury  Society 
in  Farniiiigton  and  Waterbury  probably  by  division  of  the  First 
Society  in  each  of  those  towns.  Part  of  Famiington  including 
this  Society  incorporated  October  1779  as  Southington.  Parts  of 
Southington  and  Waterbury  including  this  Society  incorporated 
May  1796  as  Wolcott. 

It  has  been  expected  that  another  volume  of  our  **  Collec- 
tions" would  be  well  along  in  the  press  before  this  time.  But 
unexpected  difficulties  that  have  been  encountered  in  making 
arrangements  about  the  printing  have  prevented  this. 

There  have  been  125  volumes  bound  or  rebound  during  the 
year,  including  several  sets  of  serial  publications.  Cloth  has 
been  the  material  most  used.  The  question  of  binding  is  an  ever 
present  one.  And  it  is  not  how  much  is  there  which  might  be 
bound;  but  how  little  is  there  that  must  be  bound  to  save  it 
from  injur>'.  If  sufficient  funds  were  available  several  thousand 
dollars  could  well  be  spent  in  binding. 

The  diary  of  Lieut.  Thomas  Minor,  one  of  the  first  settlers 
of  Stonington,  covering  the  period  1653  to  1684,  was  printed 
fifteen  years  ago.  The  diary  of  his  son,  I)ea.  Manassah  Minor, 
also  of  Stonington,  covering  the  period  1696  to  1720,  is  still 
extant  and  unpublished.  During  the  year  this  has  been  loaned 
to  the  Society  for  copying  and  a  copy  has  already  been  made 
of  the  greater  part  of  it,  although  the  faded  ink  and  cramped 
handwriting  makes  tliis  slow  work.  It  contains  many  interest- 
ing items. 


The  Society  has  for  many  years  been  the  owner  of  the 
original  manuscript  of  **An  Herauldical  Essay  Upon  the 
Surname  of  Miner/*  which  is  believed  to  have  been  drawn  up 
at  the  Herald's  College  in  England  about  1683  and  sent,  at  his 
request,  to  Lieut.  Thomas  Minor  of  Stonington. 

All  of  the  shelves  in  our  main  library  room  are  now  com- 
pletely filled;  and  the  process  of  weeding  out  the  least 
frequently  used  books  and  removing  them  to  our  north  room 
has  begun.  This  must  henceforth  be  done  each  time  a  new  lot 
of  genealogies  or  New  England  local  histories  is  added  to  our 
library.  And,  as  stated  in  my  last  report,  one  more  year  will 
see  all  of  the  shelves  in  the  north  room  filled.

after, a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  The  Connecticut  Historical  Society  ^ 
and  by  that  name,  they,  their  associates  and  successors  shall  and  may 
have  perpetual  succession;  shall  be  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued, 
pleading  and  being  impleaded,  and  also  to  purchase,  receive,  hold  and 
convey  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  three 
hundred  thousand  dollars:  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same 
may  alter  at  pleasure,  may  establish  rules  relative  to  the  admission  of 
future  members;  may  ordain,  establish,  and  put  in  execution  such  by- 
laws and  regulations,  not  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  charter,  or 
the  laws  of  this  State,  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  government 
of  said  Corporation. 

The  Governor  of  this  State,  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  and  the  Judges 
of  the  Sui>erior  Court,  shall  be  ex-officio  meml)ers  of  the  Society. 

Said  Corporation  shall  meet  once  a  year  for  the  choice  of  a  President, 
Vice-President,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Recording  Secretary,  Treas- 
urer, and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  designate<i  from  time  to  time  by 
the  bv-laws  of  the  Societv. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  l>e  holden  at  the  State  House  in 
Hartford  at  such  time  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Honorable  John 
Trumbull,  notice  thereof  being  previously  given  in  one  or  more  news- 
papers printe<l  in  Hartford. 

Provided,  nevertheless,  that  this  act  of  incorporation  shall  be  subject 
to  be  revoke<l  or  altered,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  General  Assembly.

ARTICLE   I.      MEMBERS. 

Section  i.  The  Society  shall  consist  of  active,  corresponding,  and 
honorary  members.  Only  active  members  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in 
any  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Corresponding  and  honorary  members  shall  be  persons  residing  out 
of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  admission 
fee  or  dues. 

Honorary  members  shall  be  persons  who  may  have  rendered  important 
public  service  to  the  State  of  Connecticut,  or  to  the  cause  of  historic 
inquiry,  or  literature  generally. 

Section  2.  Every  application  for  active  membership  shall  be  in 
writing,  signed  by  the  applicant,  shall  be  supported  by  the  written 
recommendation  of  at  least  one  active  member  residing  in  the  State  of 
Connecticut,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  admission  fee  of  three 
dollars.  Such  applications  must  be  made  upon  blank  forms  furnished 
by  the  Society  and  shall  contain  a  brief  personal  sketch  of  the  applicant. 

Every  nomination  for  the  election  of  corresponding  or  honorary 
members  shall  be  based  upon  the  application,  in  writing,  of  at  least  two 
active  members,  residing  in  the  State  of  Connecticut,  stating  the  reason 
for  such  nomination,  and  the  qualifications  of  the  persons  proposed  for 
membership. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  be  voted  for  as  an  active,  corresponding, 
or  honorary  member  until  at  least  the  meeting  next  succeeding  the  one 
at  which  his  election  is  recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Membership. 

Whenever  a  vote  shall  be  taken  on  the  admission  of  a  member  and 
there  shall  be  found  two  ballots  against  his  admission,  the  presiding 
officer  shall  declare  the  election  postponed.  At  the  next  regular  meet- 
ing, if  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Membership  shall  be 
renewed,  he  may  be  admitted  by  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present. 

Section  4.  Active  mem  tiers  shall  pay  as  annual  dues  to  the  Society 
three  dollars  if  they  reside  within  the  city  of  Hartford,  and  two  dollars 
if  they  reside  without  said  city.  Any  active  member,  not  indebted  to 
the  Society  for  dues,  may  constitute  himself  a  life  member  by  paying  at 
one  time  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars. 

The  annual  dues  of  members  shall  be  payable  in  advance  on  the  first 
day  of  May  in  each  year.  The  payment  of  the  annual  dues  shall  con* 
stitute  a  condition  of  memliership,  and  the  neglect  or  refusal  to  pay  the 
same  for  the  period  of  six  months  after  they  become  due  shall  be  deemed 
a  withdrawal  from  the  Society.

ARTICLE  II.      OFFICERS. 


Section  i.  The  officers  of  the  Society,  to  be  elected  at  the  annual 
meeting  by  ballot,  and  to  hold  their  offices  for  one  year  and  until  others 
shall  be  chosen,  shall  be,  a  President,  not  exceeding  eight  Vice-Presi- 
dents, a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer, 
an  Auditor,  a  Committee  on  Membership  to  consist  of  seven  members. 
Committees  on  the  Library,  on  Publication,  and  on  Monthly  Papers, 
each  to  consist  of  three  members.  Only  active  members  resident  in  the 
State  of  Connecticut  shall  be  eligible  to  office. 

The  preceding  officers  and  the  chairmen  of  the  several  committees 
shall  constitute  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Society. 

The  presiding  officer  shall  name  the  members  of  all  special  committees 
ordered  raised  at  any  meeting. 

A  Librarian  and  Cabinet  Keeper  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Standing 
Committee,  whenever  such  appointment  shall  be  deemed  advisable. 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  be  chairman  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, and  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Membership,  the  Library, 
and  Publication;  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the 
Standing  Committee;  and  shall  deliver  or  provide  for  an  address  at  the 
annual  meeting. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  call  all  meetings  of  the  Society;  shall 
have  custody  of  the  files,  records,  and  seal  of  the  Society;  shall  give 
notice  to  new  members  of  their  election,  and  furnish  them  certificates 
of  membership;  and  shall  keep  an  accurate  journal  of  the  transactions 
of  the  Society  and  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  in 
behalf  of  the  Society. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  the  admission  fees,  and  report  the  names 
of  the  persons  paying  the  same  to  the  Recording  Secretary;  shall  receive 
all  other  moneys  due,  and  all  donations  or  bequests  of  money  made  to 
the  Society;  shall  pay  to  the  order  of  the  chairman  of  the  Standing 
Committee  such  sums  as  may  be  required  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of 
the  Society  and  such  as  the  Society  or  Standing  Committee  may  other- 
wise direct  to  l>e  paid;  shall  keep  a  true  and  faithful  account  of  all 
moneys  received  and  paid  by  him,  and  of  the  property  and  debts  of  the 
Society;  and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting,  render  an  audited  statement 
thereof. 

The  Librarian,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  the  Library, 
shall  arrange  and  have  charge  of  all  books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts, 
and  other  articles  belonging  to  or  deposited  in  the  rooms  of  the  Society; 
and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  make  a  full  report  of 
his  doings  as  Librarian  during  the  past  year,  and  of  the  condition  of  the 
Library. 

The  Auditor  shall,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  examine  the  books, 
accounts  and  financial  statements  of  the  Treasurer,  and  compare  the 
same  with  the  vouchers  and  securities  in  the  Treasurer's  hands  and 
certify  the  result  of  such  examination  to  the  Societv. 


Section  3.  The  Committee  on  Membership  shall  consider  all  appli- 
cations for  membership,  and  shall  report  to  the  Society  such  applications 
as  said  Committee  may  approve  and  recommend  for  admission.  No 
applications  for  membership  shall  be  considered  or  acted  upon  by  said 
Committee  during  a  meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Committee  on  the  Library  shall  have  the  general  oversight  and 
management  of  the  library,  manuscripts  and  other  collections  belonging 
to  or  deposited  with  the  Society.  Said  Committee  shall  make  purchases 
for  the  library  to  such  an  amount  as  may  be  appropriated  from  time  to 
time  for  the  purpose. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  shall  have  the  superintendence  of  all 
publications  ordered  by  the  Society.  They  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
report  to  the  Society  respecting  the  selection  and  arrangement  of  such 
papers,  from  the  library  of  the  Society  or  other  sources,  as  are  most 
suitable  for  publication  in  volumes  of  the  Society's  Collections. 

The  Committee  on  Monthly  Papers  shall  provide  for  a  paper  to  be 
read  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  act  generally  in  behalf  of  the  Society, 
and  shall  fill  all  vacancies  in  any  offices  until  the  next  regular  meeting 
of  the  Society.  Any  five  members  of  this  Committee  may  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  a  notice  for  a  meeting  of 
the  Society  shall  be  deemed  a  notice  for  a  meeting  of  this  Committee. 
Special  meetings  of  this  Committee  may  be  called  by  the  Recording 
Secretary  by  direction  of  the  President. 


ARTICLE   III.      MEETINGS. 

Section  i  .  An  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  May, 
at  such  time  as  the  Standing  Committee  shall  appoint. 

A  regular  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  evening  of  each 
month  from  October  to  May  inclusive,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Spxtion  2.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  direction  of  the 
President,  or,  in  his  absence,  on  the  application  of  three  active  members 
to  the  Recording  Secretary. 

Notice  of  each  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  sent  by  mail  to  each 
active  member  at  least  two  days  prior  thereto.  And  at  any  meeting, 
duly  called  and  notified,  ten  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 


ARTICLE   IV.      donations  AND   DEPOSITS. 

\\\  donations  to  and  deposits  with  the  Society  shall  be  entered  in 
lK>oks  kept  for  that  purpose. 

No  donations  shall  be  exchanged  or  disposed  of  unless  the  Society 
have  a  duplicate  of  the  same. 

All  deposits  left  with  the  Society  shall  be  carefully  preserved,  and 
may  at  any  time  l>e  taken  away  by  the  depositor  in  person,  or  deliv- 
erer! on  his  written  order.     But  every  deposit  which  has  not  been  so 
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reclaimed  or  withdrawn  shall,  after  the  decease  of  the  depositor,  be 
entered  as  a  donation,  and  be  deemed  the  property  of  the  Society: 
unless,  at  the  time  of  making  the  deposit,  other  conditions  shall  have 
been  prescribed  b}-  the  depositor. 

ARTICLE   V.      LIBRARY. 

The  rooms,  with  all  books,  manuscripts,  pictures,  and  articles  belong- 
ing to  or  deposited  with  the  Society,  shall  be  under  the  immediate 
charge  of  the  Librarian,  acting  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Library. 

The  library  shall  be  open  for  the  inspection  of  the  public,  and  the 
examination  of  books  and  manuscripts,  and  transcription  therefrom,  at 
such  time,  and  on  such  conditions,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Library;  and  no  book  or  manuscript  shall  be  taken  from 
the  rooms  without  a  special  vote  of  the  Society,  except  by  the  Committee 
on  Publication. 

ARTICLE  VI.      PUBLICATION   FUND. 

The  legacy  left  to  the  Society  by  its  late  President,  the  Hon.  Thomas 
Day,  the  avails  of  all  life  memberships,  and  all  special  donations  and 
subscriptions  which  may  be  made  thereto,  shall  constitute  a  Publication 
Fund,  the  income  of  which  shall  be  applied,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Committee  on  Publication,  toward  the  expense  of  such  publications  as 
may  be  ordered  by  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VII.      ALTERATIONS. 

Any  alteration  of  these  by-laws  shall  be  submitted  to  a  regular  meet- 
ing, held  prior  to  that  on  which  the  vote  on  the  same  is  taken. 
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r[E  close  of  each  year  of  our  Society's  life  calls  for  a  review 
of  its  activities  and  a  consideration  of  its  work — not  only 
that  which  has  been  accomplished  but  also  that  for  which 
some  preparation  has  been  made.  Our  chief  executive  officer, 
as  without  hesitation  I  call  him,  the  Librarian  and  Recording 
Secretary,  tells  us,  in  such  wise  that  it  forms  a  part  of  our 
history,  of  the  progress  which  we  are  making,  of  the  gifts 
which  we  have  received,  of  the  purchases  which  we  have  been 
able  to  make,  of  the  service  rendered  to  our  own  members  and 
to  the  public,  and  of  the  possibility  of  future  activity.  In  a 
few  words  I  shall  speak  of  some  matters  of  detail,  and  ven- 
ture  upon  some  suggestions.

At  our  meeting  in  January  Gov.  Simeon  E.  Baldwin  read  a 
paper  on  "The  Hartford  Convention."

MEMBERSHIP. 

Besides  these  losses  by  death,  we  have  to  record  in  the  past 
year  the  resignation  of  seven  members.  Our  gain  by  election 
has  been  but  of  four  active  members;  so  that  our  roll  contains 
now  386  members.  This  number  includes  18  ex-officio  mem- 
bers (one  of  whom  is  also  on  the  list  of  active  members),  one 
honorary  member,  eight  corresponding  members,  and  360  active 
members;  of  these  latter  35  are  members  for  life  and  only  325 
are  chargeable  with  annual  dues;  they  have  actually  paid  into 
the  treasury  $787  in  the  past  year.  We  are  yet  a  good  way  off 
from  the  five  hundred  active  members  of  whom  I  have  spoken 
more  than  once  as  a  possibility  if  not  a  necessity.  It  think  it 
might  be  well  to  ask  the  Standing  Committee  to  devise  some 
practical  plan  for  calling  into  our  membership  men  and  women 
who  would  find  it  to  their  'advantage  to  become  members  of 
our  Society  and  who  would  at  the  same  time  help  the  Society 
in  its  important  work. 

publications. 

Our  last  annual  report  was  made  a  valuable  document  by  its 
full  enumeration  of  gifts  which  we  had  received,  especially  in 
the  William  Samuel  Johnson  Papers.  The  fifteenth  volume  of 
our  Collections  has  been  published  during  the  year  now  closed; 
it  is  the  third  and  last  volume  of  the  Governor  Law  papers, 
and  is  of  real  and  varied  interest.     I  have  asked  the  Librarian 
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to  transcribe  into  his  report  the  greater  part  of  the  note  which 
as  editor  he  has  appended  to  the  volume,  partly  to  justify  our 
pride  in  the  value  of  those  recent  publications  as  they  are  a  con- 
tribution to  the  materials  for  our  Colonial  history,  and  partly  to 
encourage  us  to  continue  this  which  is  by  no  means  the  least 
important  part  of  our  work  and  which  admits  of  almost  indefi- 
nite extension.  He  has  already  entered  on  the  work  of  prepar- 
ing a  new  volume,  which,  following  the  chronological  order, 
will  contain  papers  relating  to  the  administration  of  the  first 
Governor  Wolcott. 

FINANCIAL. 

The  Treasurer's  report  will  show  that,  without  including  the 
generous  donation  of  $500,  for  which  we  have  again  to  thank 
our  first  Vice-President,  we  close  the  year  with  a  fair  balance 
to  our  credit.  From  admission  fees  and  annual  dues  we 
received  $82  less  than  last  year;  but  from  the  special  subscrip- 
tions we  had  $82  more  than  last  year;  so  that  our  receipts  from 
members  were  exactly  the  same  in  each  of  the  two  years. 
Dividends  and  interest  have  brought  us  $124  less  than  a  year 
ago,  but  current  expenses  have  been  $90  less.  We  are  sure 
then  we  can  pay  all  charges  for  the  coming  year,  and  we  hope 
that  at  the  end  we  can  carry  over  even  a  larger  balance  than 
we  are  carrying  over  to-day. 

With  ever  increasing  opportunities  for  collecting  and  con- 
serving the  material  for  history  and  for  putting  that  material 
at  the  service  of  students  and  scholars,  with  an  ever  quickening 
enthusiasm  in  the  community  for  that  which  is  the  special 
concern  of  such  societies  as  ours,  and  with  ever  renewed  op- 
portunities of  justifying  to  the  commonwealth  our  calls  for  its 
encouragement  and  help,  we  make  up  the  record  of  the  closing 
year  and  begin  that  of  a  new  twelvemonth. 
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Mr,  President  and  Members  of  the  Society: 

This  meeting  closes  the  first  year  of  the  fourth  quarter 
century  of  the  Society's  existence  since  its  reorganization  in 
May,  1839,  and  marks  ninety  years  since  its  establishment  in 
1825.  It  is  one  of  the  oldest  historical  societies  in  the  country. 
And  while  not  so  large  or  so  wealthy  as  some  of  the  others,  it 
nevertheless  possesses  a  good  library,  a  fine  collection  of  man- 
uscripts and  an  interesting  collection  of  historical  objects.  Its 
series  of  publications  is' a  worthy  one,  and  it  ranks  well  in  the 
brotherhood  of  the  historical  Societies  of  the  country. 

The  third  and  final  volume  of  "  Correspondence  and  Docu- 
ments during  Jonathan  Law's  Governorship  of  the  Colony  of 
Connecticut,  1 741-1750,"  has  been  issued  as  volume  fifteen  of 
our  **  Collections,"  forming  a  book  of  350  pages.  The  follow- 
ing is  extracted  from  a  concluding  note  in  the  volume: 

These  volumes  with  the  two  volumes  of  Governor  Joseph  Talcott 
papers  which  have  preceded  them,  form  an  unbroken  series  of  official 
corresj>ondence  coverinj^  a^  quarter  of  a  century  up  to  1750;  a  series 
which  has  not  been  and  perhaps  cannot  be  duplicated  by  any  other  of 
the  American  colonies  for  the  same  period.  They  show  that  it  is  not, 
althou}(h  it  has  sometimes  been  so  considered,  a  barren  period  of  colonial 
history;  but  one  that  is  full  of  interest,  activity  and  important 
happenings. 

These  volumes  also  show  the  wealth  of  original  manuscript  material 
which  the  Connecticut  Historical  Society  possesses;  for  only  89  out  of 
the  SS I  letters  and  documents  contained  in  the  three  volumes  are  taken 
from  other  sources  than  the  Society's  archives. 

Action  has  already  been  taken  by  the  Society  towards  pub- 
lishing another  volume  of  *' Collections, "  which  will  contain 
the  correspondence  and  documents  of  Roger  Wolcott,  who  was 
governor  of  Connecticut  for  the  three  years  and  a  half  next 
following  Jonathan  Law's  death,  together  with  some  other 
Wolcott  family  papers. 

The  only  other  publication  issued  during  the  year  was  the 
"annual  report,"  of  44  pages,  containing  the  usual  matter 
relative  to  the  Society  and  its  doings. 
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Our  Wadsworth  Papers,  letters  and  copies  of  letters  written 
by  and  to  Col.  Jeremiah  Wadsworth  ai)d  his  associates,  had  up 
to  this  time  been  but  poorly  assorted  and  arranged.  During 
the  year  the  letter  books  containing  copies  of  letters  written 
by  Wadsworth  have  been  gathered  into  one  lot;  and  the  letters 
written  to  him  and  his  associates,  with  some  actually  w*ritten 
and  sent  by  him,  have  been  gathered  into  one  chronologically 
arranged  series.  How  many  they  number  we  do  not  know; 
but  if  all  of  the  letters,  which  are  unfolded  and  laid  fiat,  and  the 
letter  books  were  placed  one  upon  another  they  would  make  a 
pile  about  seven  feet  in  height.  The  period  they  cover  is  from 
1776  to  1800,  with  a  few  of  earlier  and  later  dates,  and 
naturally  the  letters  are  most  numerous  during  the  period  of 
the  Revolution  when  Wadsworth  was  acting  as  Commissar>' 
for  the  army.  Letters  written  by  many  of  the  famous  men  of 
the  period  from  Washington  down  are  to  be  found  in  this 
correspondence;  and  in  it  is  the  material  for  a  history-  of  the 
commissary  department  of  the  revolutionary  army — at  least  of 
the  army's  northern  department.  A  considerable  part  of  these 
papers  were  the  gift  a  few  years  since  of  our  late  member  and 
officer.  Jonathan  Flynt  Morris. 

A  beginning  has  been  made  in  arranging  the  Johnson  family 
letters,  the  gift  of  which  was  noted  at  some  length  in  the  last 
annual  report.  It  is  proposed  to  arrange  these  in  several 
series,  with  the  letters  in  each  series  placed  in  chronological 
order.  Letters  and  documents  relating  to  the  Mohegan  Case 
and  about  450  letters  written  by. or  to  William  Samuel  Johnson 
have  already  been  arranged  and  a  card  written  for  each  show- 
ing by  and  to  whom  a  letter  or  document  was  written  and  its 
date. 

A  check  list  of  almanacs  published  in  Connecticut  down  to 
and  including  the  year  1850  was  issued  about  a  year  ago. 
This  list  notes  873  issues;  this  Society's  library  being  credited 
with  491  of  them,  195  of  these  being  eighteenth  century  issues. 
Since  the  publication  of  this  list  39  issues  have  been  added  to 
our  collection,  three  of  them  being  eighteenth  century  issues, 
and  seven  of  them  additions  to  the  printed  list  itself. 

In  June  of  19 14  a  company  of  members  of  the  Society  of 
Sons  of  the  American  Revolution  with  their  friends  made  a 
pilgrimage  over  the  route  followed  by  Gen.  George  Washington 
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in  June,   1775,  from  Philadelphia,  when  on  his  way  to  take 
command  of  the  American  Army  at  Cambridge. 

As  the  General's  route  lay  through  Hartford,  and  as  he  was 
here  met  and  possibly  entertained  by  his  friend,  Col.  Jeremiah 
Wadsworth,  whose  home  was  on  the  spot  where  the  rooms  of 
the  Society  are  located,  it  seemed  proper  that  the  pilgrims  of 
139  years  later  should  be  entertained  here  with  some  memorials 
of  the  times  they  were  celebrating.  The  following  were 
exhibited  on  the  occasion:

At  our  meeting  in  January  Gov.  Simeon  E.  Baldwin  read  a 
paper  on  "The  Hartford  Convention."  On  this  occasion  an 
exhibit  was  made  of  about  thirty-five  printed  documents,  pre- 
sented to  the  Society  in  1842,  which  were  left  in  Hartford  by 
one  of  the  members  of  the  convention.  A  number  of  these  are 
oflScial  reports  issued  by  various  departments  of  the  United 
States  government;  others  are  various  documents  concerning 
the  war  and  the  views  held  in  several  of  the  New  England 
states  relating  to  it.  There  is  also  the  report  of  the  Proceed- 
ings of  the  convention  with  the  autograph  signatures  of  its 
members.

An  interesting  and  valuable  collection  of  autograph  letters 
was  received  from  Miss  Alice  Welles  of  New  York  City,  who 
presented  them  on  behalf  and  by  direction  of  her  father,  the 
late  Edgar  T.  Welles,  for  many  years  a  member  of  this  Society, 
This  collection,  the  result  of  many  years'  gathering  by  Mr. 
Welles,  consists  of  about  2,250  letters,  100  short  notes,  50 
commissions  and  miscellaneous  documents,  a  number  of  them 
on  parchment,  and  some  separate  signatures.  The  dates 
covered  by  these  letters  are  the  period  1820  to  i860,  with  a 
small  number  both  earlier  and  later  than  that  period.  Letters 
from  (it  would  seem)  nearly  every  important  man  of  those 
times,  particularly  those  in  public  and  political  life,  are  to  be 
found  in  the  collection.  And  frequently  there  is  not  only  one 
but  several  letters  from  some  well  known  person,  perhaps  a 
dozen  from  each  of  several  presidents,  or  a  like  number  from  a 
high  naval  officer  or  a  United  States  senator.  In  all  there  are 
autograph  letters  or  notes  from  above  700  individuals,  sketches 
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of  whom  are  found  in  Appleton's  "  Cyclopaedia  of  American 
Biography."  A  number  of  books  and  pamphlets  also  received 
from  Miss  Welles  are  of  interest  and  value  to  the  library. 

A  gift  from  Miss  Caroline  M.  Hewins  of  more  than  40 
volumes,  with  a  few  that  the  Society  previously  possessed, 
make  an  unusual  collection  of  the  curious  little  '*  gift  books '' 
which  appear  to  have  been  so  popular  between  fifty  and 
seventy-five  years  ago.  The  collection  includes  such  Hartford 
publications  as  The  box  of  jewels,  A  bridal  gift,  The  hare- 
bell, The  ladies'  vase,  The  moss-rose,  New  testament.  The 
voice  of  flowers.  The  weeping  willow.  Devotions  for  children 
and  youth,  The  parting  gift,  Songs  of  the  fireside. 

An  important  volume  of  documents,  edited  and  presented  by 
our  member,  G.  W.  F.  Blanchfield,  is  '*  Letters  written  by 
Ebenezer  Huntington  during  the  American  Revolution.** 
These  letters,  some  70  in  number,  give  valuable  first  hand 
information  and  opinions  of  one  in  the  service.  In  this  con- 
nection it  may  be  noted  that  the  Society  possesses  a  valuable 
collection  of  letters  written  during  the  Revolution  by  various 
members  of  the  Huntington  family. 

Thirty-nine  genealogical  works,  about  the  usual  number  for 
one  year,  have  been  added  to  our  collection.

Some  time  since,  the  Bureau  of  Railway  Economics  of 
Washington,  D.  C,  made  a  careful  list  of  our  various  railroad 
company  reports,  among  which  were  found  many  early  and 
rare  ones.  Since  then  the  bureau  has  from  time  to  time  sent 
additions  to  our  collection  from  its  duplicates.  These,  with 
above  150  reports  presented  by  one  of  our  members,  have 
increased  our  collection  by  more  than  225  items  during  the 
year. 


The  following  valuable  gifts  were  received  from  John  R. 
Tracy  of  Jamestown,  R.  I.:  three  chairs  (alike)  Chippendale 
style,  one  chair  Dutch  style,  large  old  liquor  chest  divided  into

There  is  now  no  suitable  space  available 

for  properly  arranging  additions  to  any  class  of  books  as  they 

come  to  the  library.    Instead  they  must  be  laid  in  piles,  tucked 

away  in  odd  comers  or  placed  at  the  back  of  a  shelf  behind 

other  books.

have  perpetual  succession;  shall  be  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued. 
pleading  and  being  impleaded,  and  also  to  purchase,  receive,  hold  and 
convey  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  three 
hundred  thousand  dollars;  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same 
may  alter  at  pleasure,  may  establish  rules  relative  to  the  admission  of 
future  members;  may  ordain,  establish,  and  put  in  execution  such  by- 
laws and  regulations,  not  contrary  to  the  pro\nsions  of  this  charter,  or 
the  laws  of  this  State,  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  government 
of  said  Corporation. 

The  Governor  of  this  State,  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  and  the  Jndges 
of  the  Superior  Court,  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Society. 

Said  Corporation  shall  meet  once  a  year  for  the  choice  of  a  President, 
Vice-President,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Recording  Secretary,  Trea»- 
nrer,  and  such  other  oflicers  as  may  be  designated  from  time  to  time  by 
the  by-laws  of  the  Society. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  holden  at  the  State  House  in 
Hartford  at  such  time  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Honorable  John 
Trumbull,  notice  thereof  being  previously  given  in  one  or  more  news- 
papers printed  in  Hartford. 

Provided,  nevertheless,  that  this  act  of  incorporation  shall  be  subject 
to  be  revoked  or  altered,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  General  Assembly. 


3y'ian?s. 
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ARTICLB  I.      MEMBERS. 

Section  i.  The  Society  shall  consist  of  active,  corresponding,  and 
honorary  members.  Only  active  members  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in 
any  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Corresponding  and  honorary  members  shall  be  persons  residing  out 
of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  admission 
fee  or  dues. 

Honorary  members  shall  be  persons  who  may  have  rendered  important 
public  service  to  the  State  of  Connecticut,  or  to  the  cause  of  historic 
inquiry,  or  literature  generally. 

Section  2.  Every  application  for  active  membership  shall  be  in 
writing,  signed  by  the  applicant,  shall  be  supported  by  the  written 
recommendation  of  at  least  one  active  member  residing  in  the  State  of 
Connecticut,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  admission  fee  of  three 
dollars.  Such  applications  must  be  made  upon  blank  forms  furnished 
by  the  Society  and  shall  contain  a  brief  personal  sketch  of  the  applicant. 

Every  nomination  for  the  election  of  corresponding  or  honorary 
members  shall  be  based  upon  the  application,  in  writing,  of  at  least  two 
active  members,  residing  in  the  State  of  Connecticut,  stating  the  reason 
for  such  nomination,  and  the  qualifications  of  the  persons  proposed  for 
membership. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  be  voted  for  as  an  active,  corresponding, 
or  honorary  member  until  at  least  the  meeting  next  succeeding  the  one 
at  which  his  election  is  recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Membership. 

Whenever  a  vote  shall  be  taken  on  the  admission  of  a  member  and 
there  shall  be  found  two  ballots  against  his  admission,  the  presiding 
officer  shall  declare  the  election  postponed.  At  the  next  regular  meet- 
ing, if  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Membership  shall  be 
renewed,  he  may  be  admitted  by  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present. 

Section  4.  Active  members  shall  pay  as  annual  dues  to  the  Society 
three  dollars  if  they  reside  within  the  city  of  Hartford,  and  two  dollars 
if  they  reside  without  said  city.  Any  active  member,  not  indebted  to 
the  Society  for  dues,  may  constitute  himself  a  life  member  by  paying  at 
one  time  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars. 

The  annual  dues  of  members  shall  be  payable  in  advance  on  the  first 
day  of  May  in  each  year.  The  payment  of  the  annual  dues  shall  con- 
stitute a  condition  of  membership,  and  the  neglect  or  refusal  to  pay  the 
same  for  the  period  of  six  months  after  they  become  due  shall  be  deemed 
a  withdrawal  from  the  Society.

ARTICLE  II.      OFFICERS. 


Section  i.  The  officers  of  the  Society,  to  be  elected  at  the  annual 
meeting  by  ballot,  and  to  hold  their  offices  for  one  year  and  until  others 
shall  be  chosen,  shall  be,  a  President,  not  exceeding  eight  Vice-Presi- 
dents, a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer, 
an  Auditor,  a  Committee  on  Membership  to  consist  of  seven  members. 
Committees  on  the  Library,  on  Publication,  and  on  Monthly  Papers, 
each  to  consist  of  three  members.  Only  active  members  resident  in  the 
State  of  Connecticut  shall  be  eligible  to  office. 

The  preceding  officers  and  the  chairmen  of  the  several  committees 
shall  constitute  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Society. 

The  presiding  officer  shall  name  the  members  of  all  special  committees 
ordered  raised  at  any  meeting. 

A  Librarian  and  Cabinet  Keeper  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Standing 
Committee,  whenever  such  appointment  shall  be  deemed  advisable. 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  be  chairman  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, and  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Membership,  the  Library, 
and  Publication;  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the 
Standing  Committee;  and  shall  deliver  or  provide  for  an  address  at  the 
annual  meeting. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  call  all  meetings  of  the  Society;  shall 
have  custody  of  the  files,  records,  and  seal  of  the  Society;  shall  give 
notice  to  new  members  of  their  election,  and  furnish  them  certificates 
of  membership;  and  shall  keep  an  accurate  journal  of  the  transactions 
of  the  Society  and  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  in 
behalf  of  the  Society. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  the  admission  fees,  and  report  the  names 
of  the  persons  paying  the  same  to  the  Recording  Secretary;  shall  receive 
all  other  moneys  due,  and  all  donations  or  bequests  of  money  made  to 
the  Society;  shall  pay  to  the  order  of  the  chairman  of  the  Standing 
Committee  such  sums  as  may  be  required  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of 
the  Society  and  such  as  the  Society  or  Standing  Committee  may  other- 
wise direct  to  be  paid;  shall. keep  a  true  and  faithful  account  of  all 
moneys  received  and  paid  by  him,  and  of  the  property  and  debts  of  the 
Society;  and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting,  render  an  audited  statement 
thereof. 

The  Librarian,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  the  Library, 
shall  arrange  and  have  charge  of  all  books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts, 
and  other  articles  belonging  to  or  deposited  in  the  rooms  of  the  Society; 
and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  make  a  full  report  of 
his  doings  as  Librarian  during  the  past  year,  and  of  the  condition  of  the 
Library. 

The  Auditor  shall,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  examine  the  books, 
accounts  and  financial  statements  of  the  Treasurer,  and  compare  the 
same  with  the  vouchers  and  securities  in  the  Treasurer's  hands  and 
certify  the  result  of  such  examination  to  the  Society. 


Section  3.  The  Committee  on  Membership  shall  consider  all  appli- 
cations for  membership,  and  shall  report  to  the  Society  such  applications 
as  said  Committee  may  approve  and  recommend  for  admission.  No 
applications  for  membership  shall  be  considered  or  acted  npon  by  said 
Committee  during  a  meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Committee  on  the  Library  shall  have  the  general  oversight  and 
management  of  the  library,  manuscripts  and  other  collections  belonging 
to  or  deposited  with  the  Society.  Said  Committee  shall  make  purchases 
for  the  library  to  such  an  amount  as  may  be  appropriated  from  time  to 
time  for  the  purpose. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  shall  have  the  superintendence  of  all 
publications  ordered  by  the  Society.  They  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
report  to  the  Society  respecting  the  selection  and  arrangement  of  such 
papers,  from  the  library  of  the  Society  or  other  sources,  as  are  most 
suitable  for  publication  in  volumes  of  the  Society*s  Collections. 

The  Committee  on  Monthly  Papers  shall  provide  for  a  paper  to  be 
read  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  act  generally  in  behalf  of  the  Society, 
and  shall  HW  all  vacancies  in  any  offices  until  the  next  regular  meeting 
of  the  Society.  Any  five  members  of  this  Committee  may  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  a  notice  for  a  meeting  of 
the  Society  shall  be  deemed  a  notice  for  a  meeting  of  this  Committee. 
Special  meetings  of  this  Committee  may  be  called  by  the  Recording 
Secretary  by  direction  of  the  President. 

ARTICLE  III.      MEETINGS. 

Section  i.  An  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  May, 
at  such  time  as  the  Standing  Committee  shall  appoint. 

A  regular  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  evening  of  each 
month  from  October  to  May  inclusive,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  direction  of  the 
President,  or,  in  his  absence,  on  the  application  of  three  active  members 
to  the  Recording  Secretary. 

Notice  of  each  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  sent  by  mail  to  each 
active  member  at  least  two  days  prior  thereto.  And  at  any  meeting, 
duly  called  and  notified,  ten  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 


ARTICLE  IV.      donations  AND  DEPOSITS. 

All  donations  to  and  deposits  with  the  Society  shall  be  entered  in 
books  kept  for  that  purpose. 

No  donations  shall  be  exchanged  or  disposed  of  unless  the  Society 
have  a  duplicate  of  the  same. 

All  deposits  left  with  the  Society  shall  be  carefully  preserved,  and 
may  at  any  time  be  taken  away  by  the  depositor  in  person,  or  deliv- 
ered on  his  written  order.     But  every  deposit  which  has  not  been  so 
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reclaimed  or  withdrawn  shall,  after  the  decease  of  the  depositor,  be 
entered  as  a  donation,  and  be  deemed  the  property  of  the  Societ^^ 
an  less,  at  the  time  of  making  the  deposit,  other  conditions  shall  have 
been  prescribed  by  the  depositor. 

ARTICLE  V.      LIBRARY. 

The  rooms,  with  all  books,  manuscripts,  pictures,  and  articles  belong- 
ing to  or  deposited  with  the  Society,  shall  be  under  the  immediate 
charge  of  the  Librarian,  acting  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Library. 

The  library  shall  be  open  for  the  inspection  of  the  public,  and  the 
examination  of  books  and  manuscripts,  and  transcription  therefrom,  at 
such  time,  and  on  such  conditions,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Library;  and  no  book  or  manuscript  shall  be  taken  from 
the  rooms  without  a  special  vote  of  the  Society,  except  by  the  Committee 
on  Publication. 

ARTICLE  VI.      PUBLICATION   FUND. 

The  legacy  left  to  the  Society  by  its  late  President,  the  Hon.  Thomas 
Day,  the  avails  of  all  life  memberships,  and  all  special  donations  and 
subscriptions  which  may  be  made  thereto,  shall  constitute  a  Publication 
Fund,  the  income  of  which  shall  be  applied,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Committee  on  Publication,  toward  the  expense  of  such  publications  aa 
may  be  ordered  by  the  Society. 

ARTICLE   VII.      ALTERATIONS. 

Any  alteration  of  these  by-laws  shall  be  submitted  to  a  regular  meet- 
ing, held  prior  to  that  on  which  the  vote  on  the  same  is  taken. 


president's  Ctbbrcss. 
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WE  look  to  our  Librarian  for  the  chief  address  of  our  an- 
nual meeting;  his  reports  on  the  accessions  for  the  year 
and  on  the  results  of  the  investigations  which  he  has  made  are 
always  full  of  interest  and  possessed  of  permanent  value.  He 
will  tell  us  of  the  progress  which  we  are  making,  and  give  us 
inspiration  for  further  study  and  for  continued  work.  We  await 
also  this  year  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  with  great  satisfac- 
tion, knowing  that  we  have  no  reason  to  hear  of  a  deficit  in 
our  accounts.  I  shall  not  need  to  detain  you  long,  though  I 
can  tell  of  good  reasons  for  the  interest  which  has  been  shown 
in  our  public  meetings,  and  of  encouragement  for  advance  in 
carrying  out  the  purposes  of  the  Society;  while  on  the  other 
hand  I  must  present  a  long  necrolog>\  including  the  names  of 
men  and  women  whom  we  are  sorry  to  lose  from  our 
membership.

The  Librarian's  report  will  make  mention  of  the  gifts  which 
have  been  announced  at  the  meetings,  with  other  matters  of 
interest.  I  may  note  here  that  three  members  of  the  Society, 
specially  appointed  in  reply  to  an  invitation,  attended  on  the 
first  day  of  May  the  opening  exercises  of  the  250th  anniver- 
sary of  the  settlement  of  Newark,  New  Jersey,  by  colonists 
from  Connecticut. 

OBITUARY. 

During  the  past  year,  twelve  members  have  died: 

James  Junius  Goodwin,  LL.  D.,  a  life  member  admitted  in 
1887,  for  twenty-two  years  one  of  our  vice-presidents,  died 
at  his  Hartford  home  23  June  1915.  His  ser\nces  to  this  com- 
munity had  been  many  and  various;  his  interest  in  matters 
historical  and  genealogical  had  been  wide  and  intelligent;  his 
assistance  in  investigation  had  been  liberal  and  continuous;  and 
in  particular  his  care  for  furthering  the  welfare  of  this  Society, 
for  anticipating  its  wants,  and  for  setting  forward  its  work, 
had  been  unceasing  and  generous,  shown  in  many  ways  which 
are  matter  of  record  and  in  many  ways  which  he  did  not  allow 
to  become  known.  His  memory  will  be  perpetuated  by  the 
fund  endowed  in  his  name  and  at  his  request,  of  which  men- 
tion will  be  presently  made. 

James  Nichols,  in  his  earlier  life  a  lawyer  and  judge,  later 
President  of  the  National  Fire  Insurance  Company  of  Hartford, 
admitted  to  membership  in  1890,  died  29  April  1916. 

William  Waldo  Hvdk,  sometime  Mayor  of  Hartford,  a 
member  of  the  bar,  highly  and  deser\'edly  honored  by  his 
fellow-citizens,  a  member  since  1891,  died  30  October  1915. 

Thkodork  M.  Maltbie,  of  Hartford  and  Granby.  elected 
a  nieml)er  in  1S93,  died  13  November  19 15. 
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Charles  Townley  Martin,  of  Hartford,  a  life-member, 
admitted  in  1894,  ^i^d  ^^  March  191 6. 

George  Munson  Curtis,  a  member  since  1899,  prominent 
in  the  industrial  and  civic  life  of  Meridcn,  who  had  made  an 
exhaustive  study  of  the  history  and  work  of  the  silversmiths 
of  Connecticut,  died  28  August  191 5. 

Mrs.  Harriet  Eliza  Goulden  Whitmore.  of  Hartford, 
whose  membership  dated  from  1902,  a  student  of  Colonial 
History  and  honored  in  the  Society  of  Colonial  Dames,  died  30 
June  1915. 

Edward  W.  Hooker,  lately  Mayor  of  Hartford,  well  known 
in  the  community,  elected  a  member  in  1904,  died  3  Septem- 
ber 1915. 

James  LeBaron  Williams,  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  admitted 
to  membership  in  1905,  died  about  six  months  ago. 

Sylvester  Clark  Dunham,  President  of  the  Travelers 
Insurance  Company,  prominent  in  the  activities  of  this  city,  a 
member  of  this  Society  since  1908,  died  26  October  1915. 

Mrs.  Ella  Myers  Peets,  of  New  Haven,  for  six  years  a 
member,  died  29  September  1915. 

Mrs.  Lillie  Gunn  Smith,  of  Washington,  Conn.,  admitted 
to  membership  four  years  ago,  died  in  January  191 6.

MEMBERSHIP. 

Besides  the  loss  by  death  of  these  members,  two  of  whom 
were  life  members,  we  must  note  that  three  members  have 
resigned  and  that  the  names  of  four  have  been  dropped  from 
the  list,  while  one  annual  active  member  has  become  a  life 
member,  and  eight  members  have  been  added  by  election. 
The  whole  number  of  names  on  our  roll  is  now  367,  of  whom 
18  are  members  ex  officio  (one  of  these  being  also  entered  as  an 
active  member),  one  is  an  honorary  member,  eight  are  corres- 
ponding members,  and  341  are  active  members;  of  these  latter 
34  are  members  for  life,  and  307  are  chargeable  with  annual 
dues. 

FINANCIAL. 

It  is  a  matter  of  great  satisfaction  to  make  mention  of  the 
larj;e  increase  of  the  funds  of  the  Society  during  the  past  year. 
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In  November  there  was  announced  the  receipt  of  $20,000  from 
the  wife  of  our  late  vice-president,  James  Junius  Goodwin,  in 
his  name  and  in  accordance  with  his  wishes;  in  Januar>\  the 
receipt  of  almost  $5,300  from  the  residuary  estate  of  the  late 
Edward  Simons,  of  Hartford;  and  in  May,  the  receipt  of 
$1,017  as  a  designated  portion  of  the  residuary  estate  of  the 
late  Mrs.  Sophia  Fidelia  (Hall)  Coe,  widow  of  Levi  E.  Coe,  of 
Meriden.  The  total  sum  of  about  $26,300  has  much  more 
than  doubled  the  amount  from  which  the  Society  can  derive  an 
income  for  its  general  expenses  and  for  the  purchase  of  books. 
Last  year  we  could  count  on  the  interest  of  some  $16,800  for 
these  purposes;  next  year  the  income  of  about  $43,100  will  be 
at  our  disposal.  We  are  thus  relieved  from  our  annual  anxiety 
as  to  a  deficit,  which  (as  you  will  remember)  has  been  averted 
for  several  years  by  the  gift  of  $500  from  Mr.  Goodwin  and 
by  special  subscriptions  to  the  amount  of  some  $300 — making 
together  the  interest  at  five  per  cent,  on  $16,000  or  at  four  per 
cent,  on  $20,000 — and  we  shall  be  able  to  carry  on  our  work, 
not  indeed  without  the  constant  application  of  economy,  but 
with  more  **  lee- way  "  than  for  several  years  past.  And  as  we 
thus  express  our  satisfaction  at  the  immediate  benefit  which 
comes  to  us  from  these  gifts,  we  shall  not  fail  to  appreciate  the 
proof  of  confidence  in  our  work,  in  its  value,  and  in  the  neces- 
sity of  continuing  it,  which  is  thus  shown  and  which  we  may 
well  expect  will  be  further  shown  as  the  years  pass  on.

librarian's  2?cport 


Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Society: 

It  is  only  a  repetition  of  what  has  been  done  in  previous 
reports  to  again  call  attention  to  the  lack  of  room  for  the 
collections  and  the  general  work  of  the  Society.  We  are 
being  strangled  by  lack  of  space.  There  are  probably  as 
many  bound  volumes  and  unbound  pamphlets  in  storage, 
either  on  temporary  shelves  in  the  annex  building  or  in  piles 
or  boxes  in  our  basement  rooms,  as  there  are  shelved  and 
available  for  use  in  the  regular  library  rooms.  So  that  prac- 
tically one  half  of  our  library  cannot  be  used.  Of  course  the 
volumes  in  storage  are  those  that  would  be  least  often  con- 
sulted. Yet  occasions  are  constantly  arising  when  it  is  neces- 
sary to  tell  a  reader  that  we  possibly,  or  it  may  be  certainly, 
have  some  book  that  he  wishes  to  consult;  but  that  it  is  stored 
away  where  it  cannot  be  found  for  use.  Almost  every  foot  of 
space  on  the  shelves  in  the  regular  library  rooms  is  now  filled. 
Books  and  pamphlets  are  to  be  found  in  piles  on  the  floor  or 
tucked  away  in  odd  corners  of  our  stack  room.  There  is 
practically  no  room  for  further  growth  of  the  library,  and  the 
store  rooms  are  filled  £ilmost  to  their  capacity.  Under  these 
conditions  it  is  not  possible  for  the  readers  or  the. librarian  to 
work  to  the  best  advantage  or  to  give  the  best  service.  What 
is  to  be  done  ? 

The  only  publication  issued  during  the  year  was  the  annual 
report,  a  pamphlet  of  42  pages.  A  volume  of  Correspondence 
and  Documents  during  the  Governorship  of  Roger  Wolcott, 
November  1750  to  May  1754,  has  been  prepared  and  is  now  in 
the  press.  This  is  to  form  the  sixteenth  volume  of  the 
Society's  series  of  Collections.  Above  300  pages,  comprising 
more  than  half  of  the  volume,  have  already  been  printed.  In 
preparing  the  **  copy  '*  for  this  volume,  letters  and  documents 
were  obtained  outside  the  Society's  library  from  nine  different 
sources  in  the  cities  of  Boston,  Hartford,  New  York,  Washing- 
ton and  London.     The  volume  will  have  much  to  relate  about 
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that  strange  afiFair  of  the  Spanish  boat  which  put  into  the 
harbor  of  New  London  in  distress  and  lay  there  many  months, 
while  there  was  much  argument  over  her  status  and  her  com- 
manders rights  before  her  cargo  was  reshipped  to  Spain. 

Thirty-seven  volumes  and  three  pamphlets  from  the  librar>' 
of  our  late  Vice-President  James  J.  Goodwin  have  been  pre- 
sented to  us  by  Mrs.  Goodwin.  They  are  all  historical  books 
and  most  of  them  English  works;  although  among  them  are 
the  Salisburys*  Family  Histories  and  Genealogies  and  several 
volumes  of  the  New  York  Society  of  Colonial  Wars  and  Sons 
of  the  Revolution  publications.

An  important  volume  recently  published  bearing  on  the 
history  of  the  jurisprudence  of  this  state  in  colonial  days  is 
Francis  Fane's  Reports  on  the  Laws  of  Connecticut,  made 
from  1 733  to  1 74 1 .  It  is  edited  and  preceded  with  an  histori- 
cal introduction  by  Dr.  Charles  M.  Andrews  of  Yale  Univer- 
sity. A  copy  of  this  has  been  presented  to  us.  Francis 
Edward  Brownell,  formerly  of  Hartford  but  now  residing  in 
Atlanta,  Ga.,  has  given  us  about  180  theatre  programmes, 
posters  and  play  bills  of  about  1850  to  1855,  nearly  all  of  them 
of  entertainments  given  in  Hartford.  From  Oscar  Wegelin 
we  have  received  a  copy  of  his  book  on  Jupiter  Hammon,  the 
first  American  negro  poet.  It  contains  a  reproduction,  from 
the  unique  original  in  our  library,  of  Hammonds  * 'Address  to 
Miss  Phillis  Wheatly,  Ethiopean  Poetess,"  dated  Hartford, 
August  4,  1778.  The  Address  is  also  reproduced  in  the  sketch 
and  bibliography  of  "  Phillis  Wheatly  ''  and  "Six  Broadsides  " 
relating  to  her,  copies  of  which  have  been  presented  to  us  by 
their  author  and  publisher,  Charles  F.  Heartman.  From 
Trinity  College  we  have  received  *'A  list  of  current  periodicals 
in  the  libraries  of  Hartford,'*  which  is  at  once  proving  its 
usefulness. 
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Among  other  valued  accessions  are  several  volumes  of 
marriages  printed  from  records  of  a  number  of  parishes  in  the 
counties  of  Devon,  Essex  and  Somerset,  England,  the  gift  of 
Miss  Jane  Tuttle;  eighteen  volumes  of  Pennsylvania  Archives. 
comprising  the  fifth  and  sixth  series,  from  the  Pennsylvania 
State  Library;  from  the  Lewis  Historical  Publishing  Company, 
genealogies  of  New  England  Families,  first  and  third  series, 
and  Encyclopedia  of  Pennsylvania  Biography,  in  all  thirteen 
quarto  volumes;  The  Diary  of  Manasseh  Minor  of  Stonington. 
1 696-1 720.  received  from  the  publisher,  Prank  D.  Miner,  of 
Jersey  City;  from  Charles  A.  Munn,  seven  bound  volumes  of 
American  Homes  and  Gardens;  from  John  Hall  Sage,  a  copy 
of  Extracts  from  votes  and  proceedings  of  the  American  Con* 
tinental  Congress,  the  issue  officially  published  by  the  colony, 
printed  at  New  London  in  1774. 

Another  donation  of  directories  of  different  cities,  compris- 
ing eighty-nine  volumes,  has  been  received  from  the  Hartford 
Printing  Company,  Elihu  Geer's  sons.  Nbmerous  valuable 
publications  have  been  received  from  the  officials  of  this  State, 
of  the  United  States,  the  Library  of  Congress,  the  Illinois 
Historical  Library,  the  New  Hampshire  State  Library,  the 
Smithsonian  Inistitution,  the  Royal  Society  and  Geological 
Survey  of  Canada. 

We  have  received  numerous  publications,  most  of  them  of  a 
minor  nature,  relating  to  the  great  war  now  in  progress  in 
Europe,  the  greater  number  being  from  the  side  of  the  Entente 
Allies. 

An  interesting  bibliographic  compilation  arranged  and  pre* 
sented  by  the  Bureau  of  Railway  Economics  of  Washington, 
D.  C,  is  a  **  Trial  Bibliography  on  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad,"  comprising  144  typewritten 
quarto  pages. 

In  a  cause  depending  before  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States,  entitled  **  People  of  the  State  of  New  York  v. 
Frederick  W.  Becker  as  Sheriff,*'  relating  to  the  rights  of  the 
Seneca  Indians  under  a  treaty  ratified  in  1797,  recourse  was 
had  by  the  U.  S.  authorities  to  manuscripts  among  our  Jeremiah 
Wadsworth  papers,  and  they  were  printed  as  a  part  of  the 
Government's  *'  brief.'* 

Eleven  additions  have  been  made  to  our  unrivaled  collection 
of  eighteenth  century  Connecticut  imprints,  six  of  them  being 
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almanacs.      Their  dates   are    1728,  1765,  [1765],  1781,  1782,

The  vital  records  of  Greenfield,  Mass.,  was  purchased  with 
income  from  the  William  F.  J.  Boardman  Fund,  and  to  the 
Goldthwaite  Fund  is  credited  the  History  and  genealogy  of 
one  line  from  Capt.  Edward  Johnson,  by  A.  Johnson. 

Owing  to  the  absence  of  any  large  gifts  of  books  or  pam- 
phlets, the  accessions  for  the  year  fall  considerably  below  the 
number  for  last  year.  The  donations  amount  to  469  volumes, 
477  pamphlets  and  25  miscellaneous;  the  purchases  to  80 
volumes,  88  pamphlets  and  14  miscellaneous;  the  exchanges 
to  one  volume  and  27  miscellaneous.     These  make  a  total  of 
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550  volumes,  565  pamphlets  and  66  miscellaneous,  or  a  grand 
total  of  1,181  items.  Included  in  the  above  purchases  are  nine 
volumes  credited  to  the  Lucy  A.  Brainard  Book  Fund,  two  to 
the  Charles  J.  Hoadly  Fund,  one  to  the  William  F.  J.  Board- 
man  Fund  and  one  to  the  Goldthwaite  Fund. 

Prices  of  books  during  the  last  few  j'ears,  as  of  almost 
everything  else,  have  had  a  steady  upward  tendency,  and  in 
consequence,  where  a  fixed  sum  is  available  from  year  to  year 
for  purchases,  the  number  of  books  purchased  has  declined. 

The  number  of  readers  using  our  library  during  the  year  is 
3,404,  a  variation  of  less  than  one  per  cent,  from  the  previous 
year. 

Our  collection  of  early  Connecticut  newspapers  has  been 
increased  by  the  addition  of  a  file  of  the  Norwich  Packet  from 
Jan.  3,  1793,  to  Feb.  13,  1794.  We  previouslj'^  had  a  file  for  the 
year  1800.  Twenty-seven  issues  of  the  Connecticut  Journal 
were  added  to  the  valuable  but  incomplete  file  described  in  my 
report  of  two  years  ago.  Since  the  breaking  out  of  the  War 
with  Spain  in  1898  the  publishers  of  both  the  Hartford 
Courant  and  Hartford  Times  have  sent  us  their  daily  issues 
for  binding  and  preservation;  and  our  renewed  thanks  are 
extended  to  the  publishers  of  both  newspapers  for  this  courtesy.

Joseph  Lynde's  account  against  the  United  States,  1814, 

The  **  Journal  Notes  of  Alonzo  Jackman,**  who  in  later  life 
became  Brigadier  General  of  the  Second  Vermont  Infantrj-, 
deser\'e  further  mention.  The  first  part  contains  a  condensed 
genealogy  of  his  branch  of  the  Jackman  family  from  the  early 
days  of  the  settlement  of  Newbury,  Mass.  Part  two  gives  **  the 
prominent  events  of  my  (his)  life.*'  This  gives  details  of  his 
boyhood  in  Vermont;  his  life  as  a  young  man  in  the  stone 
quarries  of  Portland,  Conn.;  his  trips  to  Ohio  and  New 
Orleans;  his  connection  for  many  years  with  Norwich,  Vt., 
University  as  mihtary  instructor,  and  his  journey  in  1849  to 
California  and  Oregon.  His  **  Domestic  Journal."  which 
forms  a  third  part,  describes  his  happy  married  life  and  his 
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great  grief  over  the  death  of  his  wife.     Altogether  it  forms 
an  interesting  biographical  sketch. 

In  March  the  Society  received  under  the  will  of  the  late 
E.  Dwight  Famham  of  South  Windsor  the  collection  of  Indian 
stone  implements  and  utensils  gathered  by  him  in  the  vicinity 
of  his  home  during  the  last  forty  or  more  years.  This  is  the 
largest  and  most  important  gift  of  **  Indian  relics*'  ever 
received  by  the  Society.  The  most  interesting  and  important 
specimen  in  the  collection  is  a  large  stone  bowl  or  dish,  one  of 
the  largest  ever  found  in  New  England,  which  was  dug  up  in 
East  Hartford  about  1886.  The  material  from  which  this  is 
made  is  a  fine  quality  of  light  gray  soapstone.  The  sides  are 
made  very  thin  and  a  long  crack  had  appeared  on  one  side 
while  it  was  still  in  use  by  its  Indian  owners.  To  lessen  the 
chance  of  further  injury  they  had  made  two  holes  on  each 
side  of  the  crack,  near  the  rim  of  the  dish,  so  that  it  might  be 
strengthened  by  tying  together  the  parts  on  each  side  of  the 
crack.  Its  size  is  about  nineteen  and  one-half  inches  long, 
including  the  projections  on  each  end,  which  served  as  handles, 
twelve  and  one-half  inches  wide  and  ten  inches  high.  The 
bottom  is  rounding,  so  that  it  leans  to  one  side.  The  arrow 
and  spear  points  in  the  collection  number  fully  one  thousand. 
Among  them  are  some  of  the  finest  specimens  that  have  been 
found  in  this  vicinity:  The  larger  pieces,  axes,  celts,  pestles 
and  the  like,  together  with  a  few  choice  small  pieces,  number 
above  one  hundred.  The  axes  and  eel  ts  comprise  a  typical  collec- 
tion of  the  forms  and  sizes  usually  found  in  this  vicinity,  while 
among  them  are  a  number  of  choice  and  beautiful  examples. 
Among  the  small  pieces  may  be  mentioned  a  soapstone  bowl 
less  than  three  inches  in  length  but  as  perfectly  formed  as  any 
larger  one,  three  pipes,  two  gorgets,  a  ceremonial  axe  or  ban- 
ner stone,  a  plummet,  an  imperfect  polished  slate  arrow  point 
such  as  is  occasionally  found  in  New  York  State,  and  several 
ver>'  small  celts  and  gouges.  With  a  half  dozen  exceptions, 
all  of  the  specimens  are  local  to  South  Windsor  or  the  imme- 
diate vicinity. 

Since  the  Farnham  gift  was  received,  Olcott  F.  King  of 
South  Windsor  has  presented  a  soapstone  dish  eight  inches  in 
length,  somewhat  injured  by  the  plow,  which  was  recently 
found  by  him  on  his  farm;  and  Mrs.  A.  E.  McLean  of  Plain- 
ville  has  presented  a  handsome  polished  celt  nine  inches  long. 
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found  on  the  Lewis  farm  in  that  town.      Further  additions  to 
the  Indian  collection  will  be  welcomed. 

The  Society  has  received  from  Miss  Agnes  E.  Bowen  of 
Pleasant  Valley,  as  the  bequest  of  Miss  Harriet  G.  Atwell  of 
the  same  place,  a  collection  of  old  Connecticut  household 
utensils  and  furnishings  of  iron,  tin  and  wood.  Among  them 
are  a  crane  with  pot  hooks,  tongs,  frying  pan,  kettles,  waffle 
iron,  trivet,  slice,  mortar,  candle  molds,  tea  canister,  perforated 
lantern,  footstoves,  lamps  for  burning  whale  oil  and  camphene, 
cake  box,  **keeler"  or  small  tub,  cheese  table,  ** theorem" 
painting  and  package  of  *  *  theorems,  * '  which  were  paper  patterns 
cut  out  and  used  as  stencils,  and  five  woven  splint  baskets. 
These  household  utensils  of  former  days  are  each  year  becom- 
ing scarcer  and  more  difficult  to  obtain  and  we  are  very  glad 
to  receive  these  articles,  with  the  hope  that  we  may  at  some 
later  date  be  able  to  fit  up  one  or  more  rooms  with  these 
furnishings  used  by  our  ancestors.  The  five  baskets  mentioned 
above  were  made  by  the  Wabbaquassett  Indians  of  Woodstock. 
Four  of  them  have  covers,  and  the  three  largest  are  orna- 
mented with  designs,  markings  and  stripes  in  black  and  red. 
The  largest,  which  is  rectangular,  measures  thirteen  by  six- 
teen by  twenty -one  inches.  The  next  in  size,  which  is  circular, 
measures  eighteen  inches  in  diameter.  These  four  were  made 
about  1824.  The  fifth  is  shaped  for  hanging  on  the  wall,  and 
was  made  about  1838. 

Following  the  gift  from  Miss  Atwell,  one  of  our  members, 
Mr.  James  Shepard,  has  presented  us  with  the  collection  of 
more  than  a  dozen  baskets  gathered  by  his  daughter,  now 
deceased.  These  are  all  of  smaller  size  than  the  Woodstock 
baskets.  At  least  half  of  them  are  old  and  of  undoubted 
Indian  manufacture  and  presumably  of  Connecticut  origin, 
several  bear  designs  or  markings  in  black  or  red,  and  some  of 
them  are  probably  near  a  centurj'  old.  These  two  lots  make 
a  fine  beginning  for  a  collection  of  local  Indian  basketr>',  and 
it  is  hoped  that  other  examples  will  be  added  to  the  collection. 

The  Society  has  been  for  some  years  the  possessor  of  the 
original  deed  of  partition  between  the  patentees  of  the  towns 
of  Hartford  and  Windsor,  dated  February  11,  1731-2,  covering 
the  land  which  now  comprises  the  towns  of  Torrington,  Bark- 
hamsted,  Colebrook,  Hartland,  Winchester,  New  Hartford 
and  Harwinton.     This  deed  is  the  original  source  or  basis  of 
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all  titles  to  land  within  those  towns,  and  is  referred  to  and 
described  at  length  in  the  records  of  the  colony;  but  strange 
to  say  it  had  never  been  entered  on  record.  At  the  sugges- 
tion of  F.  Clarence  Bissell  we  have  had  it  entered  on  record 
on  the  public  land  records  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
State;  and,  curiously  enough,  space  for  recording  it  was  found 
in  the  volume  in  which  it  would  have  been  entered  had  it  been 
filed  for  record  immediately  after  being  signed  184  years  ago. 

The  additions  to  our  funds  received  during  the  past  year 
add  to  the  outlook  for  the  growth  of  the  library  in  the  future. 

Appended  to  this  report,  when  printed,  will  be  found  a  List 
of  the  Family  Genealogies  added  to  the  library  since  the 
publication  of  a  previous  list  five  years  ago.

Doane,  Samuel  B.  Woodward,  S.  H.  Huntington,  Samuel  W.  Dana, 
James  Gould,  Samuel  A.  Foote,  Nathan  Johnson,  Hawley  Olmsted, 
Benjamin  Trumbull,  John  Hall,  and  their  associates  and  successors,  be, 
and  hereby  are  ordained,  constituted  and  declared  to  be  forever  here- 
after, a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  The  Connecticut  Historical  Society ^ 
and  by  that  name,  they,  their  associates  and  successors  shall  and  may 
have  perpetual  succession;  shall  be  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued, 
pleading  and  being  impleaded,  and  also  to  purchase,  receive,  hold  and 
convey  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  three 
hundred  thousand  dollars;  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same 
may  alter  at  pleasure,  may  establish  rules  relative  to  the  admission  of 
future  members;  may  ordain,  establish,  and  put  in  execution  such  by- 
laws and  regulations,  not  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  charter,  or 
the  laws  of  this  State,  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  government 
of  said  Corporation. 

The  Governor  of  this  State,  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  and  the  Judges 
of  the  Superior  Court,  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Society. 

Said  Corporation  shall  meet  once  a  year  for  the  choice  of  a  President, 
Vice-President,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Recording  Secretary,  Treas- 
urer, and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  designated  from  time  to  time  by 
the  by-laws  of  the  Society. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  holden  at  the  State  House  in 
Hartford  at  such  time  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Honorable  John 
Trumbull,  notice  thereof  being  previously  given  in  one  or  more  news- 
papers printed  in  Hartford. 

Provided,  nevertheless,  that  this  act  of  incorporation  shall  be  subject 
to  be  revoked  or  altered,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  General  Assembly. 


3y'tatD5. 
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ARTICLB  I.      MBMBBRS. 

Sbction  I.  The  Society  shall  consist  of  active,  corresponding,  and 
honorary  members.  Only  active  members  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in 
any  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Corresponding  and  honorary  members  shall  be  persons  residing  out 
of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  admission 
fee  or  dues. 

Honorary  members  shall  be  persons  who  may  have  rendered  important 
public  service  to  the  State  of  Connecticut,  or  to  the  cause  of  historic 
inquiry,  or  literature  generally. 

Section  2.  Every  application  for  active  membership  shall  be  in 
writing,  signed  by  the  applicant,  shall  be  supported  by  the  written 
recommendation  of  at  least  one  active  member  residing  in  the  State  of 
Connecticut,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  admission  fee  of  three 
dollars.  Such  applications  must  be  made  upon  blank  forms  furnished 
by  the  Society  and  shall  contain  a  brief  personal  sketch  of  the  applicant. 

Every  nomination  for  the  election  of  corresponding  or  honorary 
members  shall  be  based  upon  the  application,  in  writing,  of  at  least  two 
active  members,  residing  in  the  State  of  Connecticut,  stating  the  reason 
for  such  nomination,  and  the  qualifications  of  the  persons  proposed  for 
membership. 

Sbction  3.  No  person  shall  be  voted  for  as  an  active,  corresponding, 
or  honorary  member  until  at  least  the  meeting  next  succeeding  the  one 
at  which  his  election  is  recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Membership. 

Whenever  a  vote  shall  be  taken  on  the  admission  of  a  member  and 
there  shall  be  found  two  ballots  against  his  admission,  the  presiding 
officer  shall  declare  the  election  postponed.  At  the  next  regular  meet- 
ing, if  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Membership  shall  be 
renewed,  he  may  be  admitted  by  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present. 

Sbction  4.  Active  members  shall  pay  as  annual  dues  to  the  Society 
three  dollars  if  they  reside  within  the  city  of  Hartford,  and  two  dollars 
if  they  reside  without  said  city.  Any  active  member,  not  indebted  to 
the  Society  for  dues,  may  constitute  himself  a  life  member  by  paying  at 
one  time  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars. 

The  annual  dues  of  members  shall  be  payable  in  advance  on  the  first 
day  of  May  in  each  year.  The  payment  of  the  annual  dues  shall  con- 
stitute a  condition  of  membership,  and  the  neglect  or  refusal  to  pay  the 
same  for  the  period  of  six  months  after  they  become  due  shall  be  deemed 
a  withdrawal  from  the  Society. 


ARTICLE  11.     OFFICERS. 

Section  i.  The  officers  of  the  Society,  to  be  elected  at  the  annnal 
meeting  by  ballot,  and  to  hold  their  offices  for  one  year  and  until  others 
shall  be  chosen,  shall  be,  a  President,  not  exceeding  eight  Vice-Presi- 
dents, a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer, 
an  Auditor,  a  Committee  on  Membership  to  consist  of  seven  members. 
Committees  on  the  Library,  on  Publication,  and  on  Monthly  Papers, 
each  to  consist  of  three  members.  Only  active  members  resident  in  the 
State  of  Connecticut  shall  be  eligible  to  office. 

The  preceding  officers  and  the  chairmen  of  the  several  committees 
shall  constitute  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Society. 

The  presiding  officer  shall  name  the  members  of  all  special  committees 
ordered  raised  at  any  meeting. 

A  Librarian  and  Cabinet  Keeper  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Standing 
Committee,  whenever  such  appointment  shall  be  deemed  advisable. 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  be  chairman  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, and  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Membership,  the  Library, 
and  Publication;  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the 
Standing  Committee;  and  shall  deliver  or  provide  for  an  address  at  the 
annual  meeting. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  call  all  meetings  of  the  Society;  shall 
have  custody  of  the  files,  records,  and  seal  of  the  Society;  shall  give 
notice  to  new  members  of  their  election,  and  furnish  them  certificates 
of  membership;  and  shall  keep  an  accurate  journal  of  the  transactions 
of  the  Society  and  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  in 
behalf  of  the  Society. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  the  admission  fees,  and  report  the  names 
of  the  persons  paying  the  same  to  the  Recording  Secretary;  shall  receive 
all  other  moneys  due,  and  all  donations  or  bequests  of  money  made  to 
the  Society;  shall  pay  to  the  order  of  the  chairman  of  the  Standing 
Committee  such  sums  as  may  be  required  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of 
the  Society  and  such  as  the  Society  or  Standing  Committee  may  other- 
wise direct  to  be  paid;  shall  keep  a  true  and  faithful  account  of  all 
moneys  received  and  paid  by  him,  and  of  the  property  and  debts  of  the 
Society;  and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting,  render  an  audited  statement 
thereof. 

The  Librarian,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  the  Library, 
shall  arrange  and  have  charge  of  all  books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts, 
and  other  articles  belonging  to  or  deposited  in  the  rooms  of  the  Society; 
and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  make  a  full  report  of 
his  doings  as  Librarian  during  the  past  year,  and  of  the  condition  of  the 
Library'. 

The  Auditor  shall,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  examine  the  books, 
accounts  and  financial  statements  of  the  Treasurer,  and  compare  the 
same  with  the  vouchers  and  securities  in  the  Treasnrer*8  hands  and 
certify  the  result  of  such  examination  to  the  Society. 


Section  3.  The  Committee  on  Membership  shall  consider  all  appli- 
cations for  membership,  and  shall  report  to  the  Society  such  applications 
as  said  Committee  may  approve  and  recommend  for  admission.  No 
applications  for  membership  shall  be  considered  or  acted  npon  by  said 
Committee  durinj;  a  meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Committee  on  the  Library  shall  have  the  general  oversight  and 
management  of  the  library,  manuscripts  and  other  collections  belonging 
to  or  deposited  with  the  Society.  Said  Committee  shall  make  purchases 
for  the  library  to  such  an  amount  as  may  be  appropriated  from  time  to 
time  for  the  purpose. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  shall  have  the  superintendence  of  all 
publications  ordered  by  the  Society.  They  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
report  to  the  Society  respecting  the  selection  and  arrangement  of  such 
papers,  from  the  library  of  the  Society  or  other  sources,  as  are  most 
suitable  for  publication  in  volumes  of  the  Society's  Collections. 

The  Committee  on  Monthly  Papers  shall  provide  for  a  paper  to  be 
read  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  act  generally  in  behalf  of  the  Society, 
and  shall  fill  all  vacancies  in  any  offices  until  the  next  regular  meeting 
of  the  Society.  Any  five  members  of  this  Committee  may  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  a  notice  for  a  meeting  of 
the  Society  shall  be  deemed  a  notice  for  a  meeting  of  this  Committee. 
Special  meetings  of  this  Committee  may  be  called  by  the  Recording 
Secretary  by  direction  of  the  President. 


ARTICLE  III.      MEETINGS. 

Section  i  .  An  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  May, 
at  such  time  as  the  Standing  Committee  shall  appoint. 

A  regular  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  evening  of  each 
month  from  October  to  May  inclusive,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  direction  of  the 
President,  or,  in  his  absence,  on  the  application  of  three  active  members 
to  the  Recording  Secretary. 

Notice  of  each  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  sent  by  mail  to  each 
active  member  at  least  two  days  prior  thereto.  And  at  any  meeting, 
duly  called  and  notified,  ten  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 


article   IV.      DONATIONS  AND   DEPOSITS. 

All  donations  to  and  deposits  with  the  Society  shall  be  entered  in 
books  kept  for  that  purpose. 

No  donations  shall  be  exchanged  or  disposed  of  unless  the  Society 
have  a  duplicate  of  the  same. 

All  deposits  left  with  the  Society  shall  be  carefully  preserved,  and 
may  at  any  time  be  taken  away  by  the  depositor  in  person,  or  deliv- 
ered on  his  written  order.     But  every  deposit  which  has  not  been  so 
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reclaimed  or  withdrawn  shall,  after  the  decease  of  the  depositor,  be 
entered  as  a  donation,  and  be  deemed  the  property  of  the  Society; 
unless,  at  the  time  of  making  the  deposit,  other  conditions  shall  have 
been  prescribed  by  the  depositor. 

ARTICLE   V.      LIBRARY. 

The  rooms,  with  all  books,  manuscripts,  pictures,  and  articles  belonj^- 
ing  to  or  deposited  with  the  Society,  shall  be  under  the  immediate 
charge  of  the  Librarian,  acting  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Library. 

The  library  shall  be  open  for  the  inspection  of  the  public,  and  the 
examination  of  books  and  manuscripts,  and  transcription  therefrom,  at 
such  time,  and  on  such  conditions,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Library;  and  no  book  or  manuscript  shall  be  taken  from 
the  rooms  without  a  special  vote  of  the  Society,  except  by  the  Committee 
on  Publication. 

ARTICLE  VI.      PUBLICATION   FUND. 

The  legacy  left  to  the  Society  by  its  late  President,  the  Hon.  Thomas 
Day,  the  avails  of  all  life  memberships,  and  all  special  donations  and 
subscriptions  which  may  be  made  thereto,  shall  constitute  a  Publication 
Fund,  the  income  of  which  shall  be  applied,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Committee  on  Publication,  toward  the  expense  of  such  publications  as 
may  be  ordered  by  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VII.      ALTERATIONS. 

Any  alteration  of  these  by-laws  shall  be  submitted  to  a  regular  meet- 
ing, held  prior  to  that  on  which  the  vote  on  the  same  is  taken. 


Hccorbing  Secretary's  Keport. 
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Mr,  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Society: 

In  the  absence  of  the  usual  **  President's  Address/*  your 
secretary  has  been  requested  to  present  to  this  meeting  some 
data  and  statistics  respecting  the  Society.  These  will  show 
you  that  the  work  of  the  Society  has  proceeded  along  the 
usual  course.  It  is  apparent,  however,  that  there  has  been  a 
lessening  of  activities  in  a  number  of  lines.  A  smaller  num- 
ber of  new  members  than  usual  has  been  added  during  the 
year,  the  total  of  gifts  is  slightly  smaller. than  the  average  for 
some  years  past  and  the  number  of  readers  less.  These 
changes  are  doubtless  due,  in  part  at  least,  to  the  momentous 
events  which  are  now  absorbing  the  attention  of  the  entire 
world. 

MBBTINGS. 

The  usual  monthly  meetings  have  been  held  from  October 
to  May,  at  which  papers  or  addresses  of  interest  have  been 
presented  by  members  of  the  Society  or  others.  The  average 
attendance  at  these  meetings  has  been  about  thirty-five;  the 
smallest  number  present,  on  a  stormy  evening,  being  twenty, 
and  the  largest  above  fifty- five.  Friends  of  the  Society  as  well 
as  members  have  been  present  at  each  of  these  meetings  to 
listen  to  the  papers,  they  probably  constituting  nearly  one-half 
of  the  whole  number  present.  This  meeting,  the  annual, 
makes  nine  general  meetings  held  during  the  year.  The 
Standing  Committee,  which  acts  in  an  executive  capacity  for 
the  whole  Society,  has  held  five  meetings,  at  all  but  one  of 
which  business  of  importance  has  been  considered  and  acted 
upon. 

The  following  papers  have  been  read  at  the  regular  meetings 
of  the  year: 

In  October,  by  Mr.  John  M.  Holcombe,  on  *'  Colleges  and 
Universities  of  Colonial  Times,"  stating  that  the  founding  of 
each  was  inspired  by  religious  purposes,  and  that  ten  cow  in 
existence  were  founded  previous  to  the  Revolution. 
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In  November,  by  Mr.  Herbert  H.  White,  on  **The  Begin- 
ning of  the  American  Union,'*  explaining  the  work  of  the 
committees  of  correspondence,  of  safety,  of  inspection  and  of 
the  pay  table. 

In  December,  by  Franklin  B.  Dexter,  Litt.  D.,  on  *'The 
Removal  of  Yale  College  from  Saybrook  to  New  Haven  in 
1 71 7,*'  showing  the  views  of  the  different  trustees  upon  the 
subject  of  removal  and  the  various  influences  which  bore  upon 
the  question. 

In  January,  by  Ernest  Bradford  Ellsworth,  Esq.,  on 
"Godfrey  Malbone,'*  sketching  the  life  of  this  quaint  resi- 
dent of  eastern  Connecticut,  with  his  tory  beliefs  and  his  strong 
stand  for  the  Episcopal  Church. 

In  February,  an  address  on  **  Social  Life  in  New  England 
from  1790  to  1820,'*  was  given  by  Rev.  George  L.  Clark,  in 
which  the  life  and  activities  of  the  people  were  touched  on 
from  many  angles. 

In  March,  by  your  secretary  on  *'  The  Upper  House  of  the 
Connecticut  General  Assembly  previous  to  the  Constitution,** 
dwelling  upon  the  mode  of  election  of  its  members  and  their 
long  continuance  in  office. 

In  April,  a  paper  prepared  by  Mr.  James  R.  Graham  was 
read  by  Arthur  L.  Shipman,  Esq.,  on  **The  John  Brown 
Raid/'  Mr.  Graham  detailing  the  history  of  this  event  partly 
from  his  personal  recollection  of  it. 

In  May,  by  Miss  Alice  M.  Gay,  on  **  Hartford  in  the  Time 
of  Queen  Anne, ' '  a  gathering  of  scattered  incidents  and  events 
which  together  formed  an  enlightening  picture  of  that  period. 

OBITUARY. 

Death  has  removed  thirteen  members  from  our  rolls  during 
the  year: 

Our  revered  and  honored  president,  Doctor  Samuel  Hart, 
the  third  in  seniority  among  our  members,  having  been 
admitted  in  1875,  died  February  25,  191 7. 

At  our  meeting  on  March  6  the  presiding  officer,  Vice-Presi- 
dent Frank  F.  Starr,  read  the  following  minute: 

It  is  with  sorrow  that  I  have  to  announce  that  since  the  last  meeting 
our  honfbred  President,  Rev.  Samuel  Hart,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  D.  C.  L., 
entered  into  rest  on  Sunday  morning  about  12:30,  February  25. 


He  was  elected  to  membership  July  6,  1875,  and  took  an  active  part 
in  the  work  of  the  Society. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  May,  1876,  the  next  following  his  admis- 
sion, he  was  placed  on  the  Library  Committee,  and  with  the  exception 
of  the  year  from  May,  1890,  to  May,  1891,  served  on  that  committee 
until  May,  1899,  part  of  the  time  acting  as  Chairman. 

In  May,  1890,  he  was  elected  Corresponding  Secretary  and  continued 
in  that  office  until  May,  1894,  when  he  was  promoted  to  the  Vice- 
Presidency. 

This  he  held  until  December,  1900,  when  he  was  elected  President  to 
fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  death  of  Dr.  Charles  J.  Hoadly,  and 
by  continuous  re-elections  held  the  office  up  the  time  of  his  death. 

He  was  a  man  of  many  talents  and  held  numerous  positions  in  Church 
and  State.  Beloved  by  all,  the  numerous  delegates  from  various 
organizations,  including  four  from  this  Society,  wnth  about  one  hundred 
of  the  clergy  from  this  state  and  elsewhere  and  many  others,  formed 
an  assemblage  of  several  hundred  at  the  funeral  in  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Trinity,  Middletown,  on  Wednesday,  the  28th,  and  was  a  fine 
tribute  to  his  memory. 

At  the  next  succeeding  meeting,  April  3,  a  committee  of  the 
Society,  which  had  been  appointed  for  the  purpose,  reported 
the  following,  which  was  adopted  and  was  directed  to  be 
entered  upon  the  records  of  the  Society: 

MEMORIAL  MINUTE  TO  PRESIDENT  SAMUEL  HART,  D.  D.,  D.C.L.,  LL.  D. 

The  members  of  the  Connecticut  Historical  Society,  moved  by  a  deep 
sense  of  the  Society*s  indebtedness  to  Dr.  Samuel  Hart,  desire  to  express 
for  ourselves  and  record  for  our  successors,  our  appreciation  of  his 
services  during  a  period  of  more  than  forty  years. 

He  was  elected  a  member  in  1875,  and  associated  with  a  coterie  of 
scholars  who  soon  approved  his  worth  by  choosing  him  chairman  of  the 
Library  Committee.  On  that  committee  he  labored  with  efficiency  for 
fourteen  years.  He  was  then  elected  Corresponding  Secretary,  for 
which  office  his  literary  gifts  and  extensive  acquaintance  were  an  ample 
endowment.  In  1894  he  was  elected  a  Vice-President,  and  six  years 
later,  in  response  to  a  unanimous  desire,  he  assumed  the  office  of 
President. 

We  recognize  the  value  of  Dr.  Hart's  labors  in  extending  the  member- 
ship of  this  Society  and  in  furthering  its  financial  support.  His  interest 
was  unfailing,  though  often  claimed  by  other  causes.  Wisdom,  fidelity 
and  courtesy  were  the  characteristics  of  his  administration.  As  the 
representative  of  this  Society  he  graced  many  memorial  occasions.  He 
was  frequently  called  upon  to  render  public  service  in  addresses,  for 
which  he  was  qualified  by  his  thorough  knowledge  of  Connecticut 
history. 

In  learning,  he  was  accomplished  in  many  fields.  As  a  patient  and 
accurate  student,  he  attained  a  high  ideal  as  a  scholar,  and  unselfishly 
devoted  all  he  acquired  to  noble  ends.     With   the  members  of  this 
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Society,  Dr.  Hart  has  left  an  abiding  remembrance  of  his  personality — 
erect  in  bearing,  modest  in  demeanor,  cordial  in  greetings,  the  dignified 
composure  of  his  face,  radiant  with  the  goodness  of  his  character, 
dominating  his  presence.  We  would  make  record  of  our  sympathy  for 
those  who  were  associated  with  him  in  the  spheres  of  education,  charity, 
citizenship  and  the  church,  in  which  he  rendered  distinguished  and 
affectionate  service,  and  unite  with  them  in  expressions  of  sorrow  at 
the  passing  from  us  of  such  a  noble  and  useful  life.

Lewis  Elliott  Stanton,  admitted  in  1879,  a  man  of 
marked  antiquarian  tastes,  and  the  senior  member  of  the 
Hartford  bar,  died  August  27,  1916. 

Rbv.  Hbnry  Ferguson,  LL.  D.  ,  scholar  and  author,  a 
member  of  the  faculty  of  Trinity  College,  a  member  for  life  of 
this  Society,  admitted  in  1884,  died  March  30,  191 7. 

David  Nelson  Camp,  admitted  in  1890,  widely  known  for 
many  years  as  one  of  the  foremost  educators  of  the  state,  died 
at  an  advanced  age,  October  19,  191 6. 

John  Ransom  Buck,  a  well  known  attorney,  who  had  filled 
many  official  positions,  including  that  of  Representative  in 
Congress,  admitted  in  1890,  died  February  6,  1917. 

Ralph  Hart  Ensign,  a  highly  respected  citizen  and 
prominent  business  man  of  Simsbury,  admitted  in  1890,  died 
March  22,  1917. 

Isaac  Watts  Brooks,  a  prominent  citizen  and  banker  of 
Torrington,  who  had  often  served  the  state  in  official  posi- 
tions, admitted  in  1891.  died  October  17,  191 6. 

Charles  H.  North  am,  a  member  since  1893,  prominent 
in  business  affairs  in  Hartford,  died  June  6,  1916. 

Charles  Sidney  Ensign,  formerly  of  Hartford,  but 
recently  an  attorney  of  Newton.  Mass.,  and  always  interested 
in  historical  subjects,  admitted  in  1S93,  died  April  10,  191 7. 

Mary  Clark,  admitted  1893,  well  known  for  her  benevo- 
lence and  generosity,  died  March  8.  191 7,  and  in  her  will 
bequeathed  a  number  of  valuable  historical  objects  to  the 
Society. 


Mrs.  Ella  Coe  Birdsey  Curtis  of  Windsor,  wife  of 
Grosvenor  W.  Curtis,  for  many  years  a  frequent  visitor  at  the 
library,  admitted  in  1894,  died  December  2,  1916. 

Walter  Bliss,  admitted  in  1895,  ^  well  known  publisher 
and  a  connoisseur  of  fine  books  and  literary  manuscripts,  died 
March  16,  1917. 

Cleveland  Abbe,  A.  M.,  LL.  D.,  B.  S.,  of  Washington, 
D.  C,  elected  a  corresponding  member  in  1896,  a  man  of 
scientific  attainments  and  widely  known  for  his  work  as  a 
meteorologist  in  the  United  States  Weather  Bureau,  died 
October  28,  1916.  He  was  joint  author  of  the  Abbe  Gene- 
alogy, published  since  his  death,  on  which  he  had  worked  for 
more  than  half  a  century. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Our  total  membership  has  decreased  by  eleven  during  the 
year.  In  addition  to  the  twelve  active  members,  one  of  whom 
was  a  member  for  life,  and  one  corresponding  member  whose 
deaths  have  already  been  noted,  two  active  members  have 
resigned  and  the  names  of  five  have  been  dropped  from  our 
rolls.  Eight  active  members  have  been  admitted  to  the 
Society.  One  ex-officio  member  has  been  retired  by  age  limit 
from  the  Supreme  Court  bench,  and  his  place  has  been  taken 
by  the  advancement  of  one  of  the  Superior  Court  judges; 
while  two  newly  appointed  Superior  Court  judges  have  taken 
their  seats.  Our  active  membership  is  now  330,  of  whom  33 
are  members  for  life.  We  have  also  19  ex-officio  members, 
one  of  whom  is  also  an  active  member,  one  honorary  and 
seven  corresponding;  making  a  total  membership  of  356.  The 
slight  falling  off  in  the  number  of  our  members  during  the  last 
few  years  is  to  be  deplored,  and  seems  to  me  a  matter  for  con- 
sideration. Is  it  not  possible  that  the  appointment  of  a  special 
committee  or  committees  to  solicit  new  members  would  be 
advantageous. 

FINANCIAL. 

Because  of  the  substantial  increase  in  our  invested  funds 
during  the  last  two  years,  it  has  not  been  found  necessary  to 
appeal  to  our  members  for  contributions  to  prevent  an  annual 
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deficit.  Let  both  our  members  and  friends  remember,  how- 
ever, that  the  Society  could  use  to  good  advantage  a  much 
larger  income  than  is  returned  by  its  present  invested  funds, 
and  that  a  much  larger  income  would  correspondingly  increase 
its  sphere  of  activity  and  usefulness.

librarian's  Heport. 
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Mr,  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Society: 

Your  librarian  in  presenting  this  report  ventures  to  call 
attention  to  the  fact  that  it  is  the  twenty-fifth  consecutive 
annual  report  that  he  has  had  the  honor  of  laying  before  the 
members  of  the  Society.  This,  with  a  single  exception,  is  a 
longer  period  than  any  other  official  of  the  Society  has  ever 
continued  in  its  service.  The  changes  that  have  taken  place 
in  the  Society  during  these  years  and  the  three  preceding 
years,  since  my  admission  to  membership  in  July,  1889,  have 
been  many  and  varied.  The  active  membership,  a  little  less 
to-day  than  it  was  about  five  years  ago,  has  increased  in  the 
last  twenty-eight  years  from  115  to  330.  During  that  period 
we  have  lost  by  death  232  active  members.  Six  honorary,  15 
corresponding  and  several  who  were  members  by  reason  of 
their  official  positions  have  also  deceased.  Only  twenty-one 
of  our  present  active  members,  two  corresponding  and  one 
ex-officio,  were  members  previous  to  my  admission,  and  one 
active  and  one  corresponding  member  were  admitted  on  the 
same  day  as  myself.  In  the  twenty-five  years  of  my  librarian- 
ship  above  35,000  books  and  pamphlets  have  been  added  to  the 
library,  the  number  being  about  equally  divided  between  the 
two  classes.  In  addition  to  these  there  are  above  2,000 
miscellaneous  items,  the  great  majority  of  them  printed  matter. 
Only  a  ver>'  small  percentage  of  the  additions  are  duplicates. 
All  of  these  additions  have  been  made  with  the  expenditure  of 
only  $8,150.94  for  purchases;  the  greater  part  of  our  additions 
coming  by  gift  and  by  exchange  with  other  societies.  We 
have  also  added  during  the  same  period  about  16,500  pieces  to 
our  valuable  collection  of  historical  manuscripts,  probably 
making  their  total  number  to-day  in  excess  of  50,000  items. 
It  should  be  remembered  that  a  manuscript  may  mean  a  single

sheet  of  paper  or  a  volume  of  several  hundred  pages.  Our 
family  genealogies  have  increased  in  number  in  the  last  twenty- 
four  years  from  about  365  to  about  1,950;  our  local  histories 
have  trebled  or  perhaps  quadrupled,  and  notable  additions 
have  been  made  to  several  other  departments  of  the  library. 

Among  the  gifts  received  are  at  least  one  book  and  one 
manuscript  each  having  a  value  to-day  of  more  than  one 
thousand  dollars;  while  each  of  four  series  of  manuscripts 
probably  has  as  great  a  value. 

During  my  librarianship  the  Society  has  published  thirteen 
volumes  of  Collections,  two  volumes  of  Cincinnati  Records  and 
Papers,  one  volume  of  vital  records,  twenty-four  annual 
reports,  three  special  pamphlets  and  several  leaflets.  Together 
these  contain  a  total  of  over  8,000  pages,  equaling  an  average 
publication  of  320  pages — a  respectable  sized  volume — each 
year. 

The  total  number  of  our  readers  during  the  last  twenty-two 
years  has  been  78,822,  a  yearly  average  of  more  than  3,575. 

Our  publications  during  the  past  year  are  of  unusual  interest 
and  importance.  The  earliest  was  the  usual  **  annual  report  ** 
of  May,  1916,  consisting  of  51  pages.  This  included,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  usual  yearlj'  data  relating  to  the  Society,  a  list  of 
the  200  family  genealogies  added  to  the  librarj'  in  the  last  five 
years,  since  the  publication  of  the  vseparately  issued  pamphlet 
list  of  genealogies  in  191 1.  A  few  copies  of  this  additional 
list  were  separately  published  and  paged  to  supplement  the 
list  of  191 1. 

Two  volumes  of  Special  Publications,  one  folio  and  the  other 
quarto  in  size,  were  issued  in  March.  The  publication  of 
these  handsome  volumes  was  made  possible  through  the 
interest  and  generosity  of  the  Honorable  Morgan  G.  Bulkeley, 
a  life  member  of  our  society  for  more  than  a  score  of  years. 
The  quarto  volume  contains  the  '  *  Records  of  the  Connecticut 
State  Society  of  the  Cincinnati,'*  from  its  formation  in  1783  to 
its  formal  dissolution  in  1804,  comprising,  in  addition  to  the 
preliminary  printed  pages,  223  pages  of  records.  The  folio 
volume  contains  the  **  Papers*'  of  the  same  society,  including 
the  original  "institution,**  lists  and  autographs  of  the  mem- 
bers, minutes  of  meetings  of  the  General  Society,  correspondence 
addressed  to  the  State  Society,  including  two  letters  bearing 
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General  Washington's  autograph,  reports  of  ofl&cers  and  com- 
mittees and  abstracts  of  the  treasurer's  reports;  the  whole 
forming  a  volume  of  i8i  pages  besides  the  introductory  pages. 
All  of  the  pages  of  **  Records"  and  *' Papers"  are  published 
in  full  sized  facsimile  reproduction  of  the  original  documents 
by  photo- gelatine  process;  every  letter  of  the  writing  as  well 
as  every  stain  or  imperfection  in  the  paper  showing  as  dis- 
tinctly as  in  the  original  manuscript. 

The  records  and  all  of  the  documents,  with  a  single  excep- 
tion, that  are  reproduced  in  these  volumes  have  been  in  the 
custody  of  this  society  for  seventy-five  years.  The  Connecti- 
cut State  Society  of  the  Cincinnati  having  been  revived. 
Senator  Bulkeley,  who  is  an  active  member  of  the  revived 
society,  was  desirous  that  the  records  and  papers  of  the  origi- 
nal society  should  be  published;  and  it  was  at  his  suggestion 
that  the  facsimile  form  of  publication  was  adopted.  It  seems 
proper  to  state  that  the  reproductions  were  made  and  printed 
by  the  Wyanoak  Publishing  Company  of  New  York  City, 
and  that  the  volumes  were  bound  by  the  Case,  Lockwood  and 
Brainard  Company  of  Hartford. 

In  March  also  the  sixteenth  volume  of  bur  series  of 
'*  Collections,"  which  had  been  in  the  hands  of  the  printers 
and  binders  for  more  than  a  year,  was  published.  This 
volume,  an  octavo  of  almost  600  pages,  contains  * '  Corre- 
spondence and  Documents  during  Roger  Wolcott's  Governor- 
ship of  the  Colony  of  Connecticut,  1 750-1 754,  with  some  of 
earlier  date."  This  volume  continues  the  series  of  correspond- 
ence and  documents  of  the  governors  of  the  colony,  which  has 
now  been  published  by  the  Society  for  the  period  of  thirty 
years,  from  1724  to  1754,  and  for  the  official  careers  of 
Governors  Joseph  Talcott,  Jonathan  Law  and  Roger  Wolcott. 
The  appendix  to  the  present  volume  contains  some  official 
papers  of  Governor  Law,  now  owned  by  a  descendant  in 
Philadelphia.  The  importance  and  value  of  these  volumes  of 
correspondence  ard  documents  is  widely  recognized,  and  your 
librarian,  speaking  also  as  one  of  the  publication  committee, 
would  recommend  a  continuance  of  our  publications  along 
these  lines,  either  by  the  issue  of  the  papers  of  some  later 
governor  or  of  some  person  who  had  a  noteworthy  public 
career — possibly  Hon.  William  Samuel  Johnson. 
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Contrary  to  our  usual  custom,  the  Society  has  during  the 
year  loaned  two  of  its  oil  paintings  to  the  Brooklyn  Museum 
of  Fine  Arts,  to  be  placed  for  a  short  time  in  its  loan  exhibi- 
tion of  the  work  of  early  American  artists.  The  pictures 
loaned  were  portraits  of  Judge  Stephen  Mix  Mitchell  of 
Wethersfield  and  of  his  wife.  Hannah  (Grant)  Mitchell.  They 
were  painted  by  Samuel  Finley  Breese  Morse  about  1825-1827, 
and  were  presented  to  the  Society  by  their  daughter,  Harriet 
Mitchell,  who  died  in  1878. 

The  Massachusetts  Historical  Society  has  presented  us  with 
a  beautifully  made  series  of  photostat  reproductions  of  the 
Boston  News  Letter,  nearly  complete  for  the  years  1719,  1720, 
1721,  1722.  This  supplements  our  volu me  of  original  issues  of 
the  same  paper,  which  begins  in  December,  171 5,  and  extends 
to  the  beginning  of  17 19.  Some  numbers  missing  in  this 
series  have  also  been  supplied  in  photostat  facsimile  by  the 
Massachusetts  Historical  Society.  This  volume,  which  was 
presented  to  this  Society  more  than  sixty  years  ago  by  Dorson 
E.  Sykes  of  Norwich,  was  originally  the  property  of  Judge 
Samuel  Sewell  of  Boston,  and  contains  memoranda  written  by 
him. 

Among  interesting  and  valuable  gifts  received  during  the 
year  perhaps  first  place  should  be  given  to  that  of  Miss 
Gertrude  O.  Lewis,  from  whom  ninety  volumes  and  pamphlets 
were  received,  including  the  National  Cyclopedia  of  American 
Biography,  complete  in  fourteen  volumes,  a  number  of 
volumes  of  genealog>',  several  sets  of  historical  magazines  and 
Carrington*s  Battles  of  the  American  Revolution.  From  the 
American  Historical  Society  of  New  York  we  have  received 
several  of  their  valuable  publications,  including  Representative 
Citizens  of  Connecticut  in  three  volumes,  Memorials  of  Maine 
and  German  American  families;  from  Yale  University  Ex- 
tracts from  Ezra  Stiles*  itineraries,  1 755-1 794,  Documentar>' 
history  of  Yale,  1 701-1745,  both  edited  by  our  life  member. 
Dr.  Dexter;  from  Clara  A.  Coolidge  of  Boston,  widow  of 
Thomas  Jefferson  Coolidge.  Jr.,  a  superb  volume  on  Thomas 
Jefferson,  architect;  from  the  Maine  Historical  Society  three 
volumes  of  its  Documentary  History  of  Maine;  from  the 
National  Museum  of  Brazil  three  volumes  of  its  valuable 
Archives;  from  the  Virginia  State  Library  a  continuation  of 
its  valuable  bulletins. 
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Sir  Gilbert  Parker  of  London  has  continued  the  sending  of 
books,  pamphlets,  and  official  publications,  setting  forth  the 
part  being  taken  by  and  the  views  of  the  entente  allies  in  the 
present  great  war.  Many  of  these  publications  make  fascinat- 
ing, although  sometimes  gruesome  reading.  A  few  publica- 
tions taking  the  part  of  the  central  powers  have  also  been 
received. 

A  copy  of  the  recently  published  Roll  and  Journal  of  Con- 
necticut soldiers  in  Queen  Anne* s  war,  1710,  171 1,  giving  the 
only  known  list  of  Connecticut  soldiers  in  that  war,  has  been 
presented  to  us. 

Messrs.  Geer,  the  Hartford  Printing  Co.,  have  made  their 
annual  valuable  donation  of  directories  from  all  parts  of  the 
country,  consisting  this  year  of  1 10  volumes. 

The  records  of  the  Connecticut  Land  Co.,  organized  at 
Hartford  in  1795,  are  contained  in  the  recent  publication  of  the 
Western  Reserve  Historical  Society,  and  other  documents  of 
interest  to  Connecticut  people  are  to  be  found  in  earlier  publi- 
cations of  the  same  Society. 

Among  books  of  Connecticut  interest  that  have  been 
received  are  the  History  of  Berlin  from  our  member.  Miss 
Galpin,  and  Mrs.  Newton's  book  of  stories  entitled  ''Once 
upon  a  time  in  Connecticut "  from  the  Connecticut  Society  of 
Colonial  Dames.*' 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Vice-President  Bowen  the  Society 
has  been  able  to  secure  the  privilege  of  copying  the  diary  of 
John  May,  one  of  the  early  settlers  of  Woodstock,  covering 
the  years  1710  to  1717.  In  addition  to  the  "  line  a  day  " 
entries  of  doings  and  happenings  there  are  many  pages  of 
accounts,  showing  what  was  used  and  the  price  of  labor  and 
various  commodities  in  Connecticut  two  centuries  ago. 
Numerous  words  now  obsolete  and  quaint  usages  of  other 
words  occur  in  the  diary. 

Our  accessions  for  the  year,  without  taking  account  of  the 
manuscripts,  have  been  by  gift,  including  the  publications  of 
other  institutions  to  which  our  own  publications  are  sent,  430 
volumes,  529  pamphlets  and  60  miscellaneous  items;  by  pur- 
chase 84  volumes,  74  pamphlets  and  47  miscellaneous;  by  ex- 
change one  miscellaneous;  making  a  total  of  514  volumes,  603 
pamphlets  and  108  miscellaneous,  and  a  grand  total  of  1,225 
items. 
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The  purchases  include  14  volumes  bought  with  income  from 
the  Brainard  Fund;  seven  from  the  Goldthwaite  Fund;  two 
from  the  Boardman  Fund,  and  one  each  from  the  Hoadly 
and  Morris  Funds.  The  remaining  purchases  were  made  with 
income  from  the  Thomas  Robbins  Fund.

The  total  number  of  our  readers  for  the  past  year  has  been 
3,010,  a  decrease  of  about  twelve  per  cent,  as  compared  with 
the  previous  year.  This  decrease  may  be  partially  accounted 
for  by  the  long  continued  absence  of  several  who  for  some 
years  had  been  almost  daily  visitors  at  the  library.

The  necessity  for  increase  of  shelf  space  to  accommodate  the 
growth  of  our  library  is  greater  each  year  than  it  was  the 
previous  year;  while  the  lack  of  space  for  the  older  and  less 
used  portions  of  the  library,  which  has  been  mentioned  in 
previous  reports,  still  continues.  A  movement  was  started 
recently  to  endeavor  to  increase  our  shelf  space,  but  the  sud- 
den death  of  our  President  brought  it  to  a  standstill  for  the 
time  being. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  feeling  of  personal  loss  in 
the  death  of  our  honored  president,  Rev.  Samuel  Hart,  who 
had  been  an  officer  of  the  Society  during  the  whole  period  of 
my  membership  and  had  filled  our  highest  official  position 
during  the  last  sixteen  years,  and  of  whom  both  as  a  friend 
and  as  my  superior  officer  I  can  speak  only  with  the  pleasantest 
recollections  and  in  the  highest  terms.
